I The origin of Lisbon, like that of many 
I t>ther cities, is involved in obscurity. The po- 
! pular belief on the subject is that it was found- 
! cd by Ulysses after the destruction of Troy^ 
, and that k received from him id name Ulys- 
sippo.§ It is related, on the authority of a 
writer quoted by Strabo, that the hero, after 
long contending with the tempestuous ocean, 
entered the Tagus for the double purpose of 
repairing the damage bis ships had sustained 
in a storm, and of giving an interval of repose 
to hh weat-y followers; that after a considera- 
ble delay, when be proposed to resume bis 
voyage, he found few or none willing to ex« 
change the security of a delightful harbour

But leaving ihe regions of fietion wt Bnd 
that the first certoin event recorded of L'tsbon 
k its reduction v^hh tbe rest of Spain ittMier 
the doiiiioioaof Carthage* In the wars which 
tbe African re'pu^ic waged agaihst Romeykt 
citisens joined the dtandaid of Ihd vietorioos 
Hannibal. Tbtf lasting hatred agdinsi tba 
Romaoa infutfed by t4>at general krto biv M* 
lowers after^arda displayed itealf in tbe tin* 
guiar ftmggte which tbe Lositani ihaintailned 
under tbe imdional Ykiat^is ;and) long aft^r 
Carthage bad fallen beneath tbe power of 
ber rival, they still fought for mdependenoc 
under tbe conduct of Apimanue and Sertorii». 
Tbe unequal contest at last tei'mmated in tile 
destruction of Lusitanian Hbertj, and tbe 
whole of further Spdia wai i^ed treed in t^O' the 
form of a Roman province. Under the em- 
perors good military roods were constructed^ 
connecting Lisbon vtitb (be other principal 
towns of Lusilania ; its aneidni name Ulysip- 
po was changed into tbe more classical one of 
Felicitas Julia, as that of Beja wsrs into Pax 
Julia. Both appellat'K>At were bestowed by 
Augustus; and tb^ same emperor gave to Li^- 
bon the privileg^es of a Koman Munm^hitn,

THp Goras. 

From the iime of Augustus nothing worihjr 
of notice occurs, till the reign of Honorius, 
nvhen the Gothic invaders of the Roman em- 
pire, after desolating the fairest provinces of 
Italy and Gaul, scaled the Pyrenees, and 
scattered their countless legions over Ihe Pen« 
insula. Lisbon soon attracted the attention of 
the barbarians. The terrtfiecT inhabitants, folw 
lowing the temporizing policy of Rome, met 
with a calamity similar to that which bef^ 
the Italian capital. A prodigious sum pro. 
cured the departure of the foe; the same year 
witnessed his return. The interval had 'been 
employed in providing additional means of 
defence, and the garrison had been raised to 
twice the number of men. For thr^ee months 
all the efforts of the barbarians to force an eh* 
trance had proved unavailing. At length a 
termination was put to the struggle by the 
treachery of Lucidius the commander of the 
garrison. The besiegers were admitted, and 
the city was given to be plundered. Yet, 
whatever Lisbon may have suffered from the 
rapacity of the invaders,, she could not com- 
plain of preeminence in disaster; every city 
of Spain bore its share in the general cala- 
mity. I'he Gothic invasion, however, was not 
without its advantages. Impoverished by the 
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succcnire exactiont^ of Roman goveroort the 
country had lillle to lose, perbapi muoh to 
gain by a change of masters. The Goths by 
incorporating themselves with the natives gra- 
dually spread among them ideas of indepen« 
dance, all tendency to which the suspicious 
policy of Rome had been careful to suppress; 
and thus, if the people under the Gothic sway 
retrograded in civilization, the evil was partly 
compensated by I he onward move they made 
in liberty. Atoong the nations, which had fol- 
lowed the standard -of Alaric, the principal 
were the Goths, properly so called, the Van* 
dais, the Suevi, the Alani, and the Siligni. 
Each tribe bad its own chief, and professed 
independence. These distinctions soon proved 
a fertile source of discord, and the conquered 
country, after being exposed to the miiseriesof 
invasion, was doomed to experience the hor« 
rors of civil war. Lisbon was a second time 
besieged and taken. The Golbs, under Theo- 
doric finally gained the ascendant; and dur- 
ing a space of two hundred years thirty Go- 
thic kings successively wielded the sceptres of 
Spain and Portugal. Roderic closed the series; 
a man remarkable only for his shameful irre- 
gularities, which after having earned for him 
the detestation of his subjects, finally occasi* 
oned the^oss of his crown and life in the 'year 
Mven hundred and twelve.

lessly polled down to aid in conttraotliif 
works of defence. Even its name was des* 
lined to undergo a change. The ancient ap- 
peliation of Lispo, the abbreviation of Ulisip* 
po was transformed into Lisbo, an alteration 
easily accounted for, by the fact that the let* 
ter P does not occur in the Moorish alpha-' 
bet.

Such was the situation of Lisboni when in 
the year 1101) Don Alonso VI. kingof Cas* 
tile gave, with the hand of his daughter, the 
investiture of the whole kingdom of Portu<' 
gal, to the valiant prince Henry,duke of Bur- 
gundy. This prince, by a series of victories 
over the Moors, had well nigh succeeded in 
realizing, before the end of his long reign, a 
title which when bestowed was only nominal. 
At his death he left a son, whose achievements 
were to form the first and brightest page in 
the history of the Portuguese monarchy. This 
was /Xffonso Henriques. Assuming the reins 
of government when only eighteen years old^ 
he first combated and quelled an unnatural 
cabal in the regency, which bad for its object 
to deprive him of the rights which he inhe* 
tiled from hit father. Hit ntxi efforts were 
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liirect^d .i)g»ipst the Moors* Tbey .^ere Jiifi 
avowed and nat.ural eoemies. rjitting hioiself 
at .t)^ A&^d of. aa army be advanced into 
Bsliie^dura^ cj^c^sse^ the Tagu$, and carried 
devastai.i9a iato the cauatry south of that ri- 
ver. To mre^t^is progress, the ififideil^ united 
their forces. Fiire Moorish kings assembled 
tlieir r^fMsctiye aiimies oa the plftiqs of Ouri* 
que. Victory declared for A ffojwo, opd he re« 
turned laden with yspo.il ^apd wjtn gjiory. His 
chief object in this expedition had been to 
strilce terrqr into ,t(ie eneooy by rayaging ,the 
open country as be passed* An unsuQces,sful 
attempt on Lisbpn closed the caoipaign. The 
groat jbatt^e^9^fOuriqu.e was fought ^n 1177.

eveirH which placed th^ present royal family 
Oil the tlirone, is still commemorated by an 
annual procession in Lisbon on the first of 
December. 

Under ihe^. Wit SHid politic admioistralion 
of the new monarch, the whole kingdom, and 
particularly the capital, recovered by a slow 
bta steady prcrgress from the injuries which 
had b^n inflicted on them during the galling 
tyranny of Spain. The commercial spirit of 
the people received a new impulse from the 
revival of national independence; new fleets 
wereeqnipped ; and the we'allhy resources, that 
bad been for sixty years turned from their na« 
ittral channel'into the insatiable Cofjbrs of the 
Spanish mdkiarchs, once inore flewed iototh^ 
«»jM«iele*i!'ealttry of^Liiban/ . - < -'^^ 
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'But k >»ra$ hbt* iilt notnh years aft*ir lie (!fttt%ll 
<rf ibe ^< RestftOrador,^* (as he is to thts day 
tfFyied by the Forttignese) and the accession 
#f his grandson Don John V>, that the king- 
dom regained ils pristine pow^t and splendor. 
Duriiig Che reign of this fortunate monarch 
Lisbon was enriched and beautified by many 
workrof art and public uljlily. Of these, the 
most remarkable was the great Aqnediict, 
Greeted for the purpose of conveying the wa* 
leri of Beitria over the deep valley of Alcana 
tdra. This sti^icture had liecn long in con* 
l^mplftiiofi; but its accomplishment was re% 
•erved for Don Jt>htt V, suroaraed the Mag* 
ffificent, who laid the foundation of it in the 
>«ar 1718.

Prom the period of the revalution of 16iOy 
l^i^bori cfnjoyed comparative quiet, being nei- 
ther attacked from without, nor disturbed by 
^cupmotions within, till the year ITM^ when 
the greater part of ^he. city was destroyed by 
one of the ni^st tremendous earthquakes pa 
re<:ord. Five years previously an unusually 
severe s.hpck had been feJt. During the four 
je^rs, that SHCceeded ttiere was so ej^cesfiv^ a 
^roujphti ib^t aevecal •p^ing^ which t^li ibea 
&ad yielded plei^itul •MppUeii^ weae t^tsUf. 
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Auftf) up. Tke pfedoaiJfiAiifc iKifi4f uNii^^n^flk'' 
and noilbHeftilf accoropanied wilb frai|iiaQ( 
though vary slight trainort of t^ba aaUh* Tbf 
ftrst fMirt of the year Vib- proved var; wet; 
the ftumncr was cooler than iituali and fof 
forty days before the earlbquake^ibe weatbaf 
was clear. On tlie first of Noiramher» aaily m 
the moTnioj^ a trbicii fog arose^ b|it wat ipoa 
disHpaied ^y tlie b^ak of tba^ tup^ and tbt 
whole atiBOsphero became perfectly t ereaa and 
clear. At thirty &ve minutea past niae A. ^« 
a low niml>ling noise was beard resembiiaf 
that of distant thunder, which gradu^ally 
iBcraased until it became as loud as the roar 
of artillery. It was at that mprneni th.at iba 
first shock of the eartbcjuak^e took, pjaoa. Ti»e 
buildings vockad froiD side K> side like a shi^ 
in a heavy sea, aiui such v^as tha vio!)Rnce of 
the cominotioB that the upper itorie$ imiite** 
diately gave way^ and fell, crushing their oCr 
cupants io death, as weU as those wlio wera 
passing io the streets below. The nr}ati<Mi of 
the earth was so great, that it was impossible 
io ttaod, and tha terrors of \}sk\% awful a.i»4 
unexpected calamity were still aiore fearfully 
ag^avated, by the exlreaie darkness which 
succeeded to the light of day. NiMnbers pr^r 
cipitat^ themselves from the window^ xp. 
avoid being buried io the ruins of their f»H» 
isg jh^hstaj(pns. AU nJio CQulda for<*a4 thai/

*%iiy W#r tfhfi masses of ruins,' to tire open 
eqiml'eSfOr to the river side, in order to escape 
the stones, and- pieces of timber that t)H*eaU 
ened to fall upon them frojn the hoiites in 
Ihe narrow streets. As the first of Notemher 
was the great festival of AH Saints, the church- 
es were crowded, and in them perished great 
numbers, crushed under the falling btfildings. 
Most of the churchesi in the city were des- 
troyed. A mingkd mahitude nishinr to' the 
quays raised to l^eaven the loud cry^of-s^up- 
plication, ** Mercy, mercy, O Lord, have 
mercy ! " 

In the midst of this desolation, a second 

'shock,almost as violent as the first, completed 
the work of dest rotation. Shrieks of agony and 
despair resounded from every side. The chiircii 
of St. Catherine) already much injured by the 
first shock, fell to the ground with a tremens 
dous crash, killing vast numbers who had fled 
for safely to the height on which the building 

* stood. But the most dreadful consequences of 
this second shock were felt by those who had 
congregated m (he neighbourhood of the river, 
which, from being in a state of the most per- 
feet calm, was suddenly elevated at its bar, 
and thence came roiling onward in one moun* 
tain wave, overwhelming in ils course, the 
ilreets and quays along its banks. In vain 
tbe crowds attempted to fly; the irrnptittki 
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wat CM' 'rapl3 to allow of any eicapc, and they 
were all buried ben«'alli the wave»! At llle 
same tfme a magnificent stone quny at llie 
Terr^iro do Pajo, uliicli had been recently 
flnisht*d fttink bv Hie op^ningoftlie earth, and 
Intaliy diifl|yp«?ared, with all who were on it. A 
number of boats and smalt crafty that were 
anchoried naar^ and attached to the quay, and 
whicb were Ailed with persons^who irnagiried 
that the river Would atTord a place of safeiy, 
were at the lamu moment swallowed up. 

Several of the vessels at anclior weric dashea 
from their moorings, and driven ashore, and 
against each other; while otliers were ingulfed 
in whirlpools, or capsized by th(e violence of thd 
wind, and the heaving oTthe water. A caption 
of a ship that survived thes^ pt^riU, and who 
witnessed the phenomena? slated, that, the city 
appeared to him as if waving to and fro, like 
the waves of the sea, when agitated by a ris* 
ing wihd, and that such was the commotion 
under the watcr,^ thai the anchor of his own 
vessel became visible at the sinface. 

The river rose three fathoms, and as S"d? 
denly fell again. The calamity now i[ippeared 
to he at its height, when a th<rcl shock auc« 
ceeded. ^I'hough tht6 was less vuileiU than the 
preceding ones, it had the effi^cl <ff making 
the river rise, and retire, with the s^mij: rapi« 
ditjiAnd impetuosity as before^so that vesseM

of (he river, canlmued at intervals fo^/a^con- 
siderable time, and each time caused;.

The terrified inba# 
bitants believed that the (iiial day of doom 
had arrived^ or at least, that their- city was. 
being svi'ept a way Trorii the fHce ^f tjlie. earth* 

At length however, the shocks ceased^ but 
only to be succeeded by a calamity no less 
avirful, and destruclive. A fire burst forth in 
several quarters with such Tury tliat in a fliort 
time the whole of Lisbon appeared in ,,oq^ 
vast Make. As the fire sinvultaneously fip* 

(ired in various quarters, it is supposed |o^ 
ave originated in the churches wb^re by the 
rocking of the buildings the draperv vf^,s pw>- 
bably brought Into cohtuct with the caj)4l<^^ 
that w^ere lighted fnr divine servicei while all 
the attendants were too intent^ on seeKing 
(heir own safety to thint; of preventing or ex- 
tinguishing the conflagration! 'The 4eslriic« 
tion of property caused by the fire waA no^ 
leH than that occasioned by the earttiqimKe. 
|l was not lilt the do:»e of the sixth day.>li^ 
the progress of the flames was checked. ;.. 

The king/queen and royal family lied from 
Hie palace only a few moujenCs previQiis to 
ks fall. The Spanish anibassador, with hirne 
Mrsoos belonging: io his famityl was, ^biiirie^ 
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bftieMi \\it I'liTni of his reiidence. The only 
Engii»hmaii of note who is recorded to have 
I(bt his life on this occasion, was ifie (lev, J. 
Manl(»y, rrebident of ib^ itogli^h college.

3,000 remained that could be johnbiled with

We cannot close our sketch of this catas* 
trophe without recording the zealous and ener* 
getic exertions of the Knglish nattoti to alle- 
viate the distress of the wretched sufferers. 
King George' 1 1; no sooner heard of the fatal 
calamity, than' he sent down' a message to 
Parliament, su«:gesting the propriety of send* 
ing speedy succours to the inhubitants of the 
ill fated city. This appeal to Knglish genero* 
siiy was nobly and liberally responded to ; 
and a munificent sum was voted out of the 
public ptirs«? for this benevolent purpose: it 
was transmitted with all possible di»patch to 
Lisbon, partly in money and partly in food^ 
aiid every variety of stores: and the latter 
proved to be the most welcome portion of the 
present §

Lisbon sooa rose from iu ruiosk Tbrottgh 
the energy^ UlenU. and persevering exertions 
of the marquif of Pombal^lbc celebraled mi- 
bister of k log Joseph I, those portions of the 
city, which had apparently received the most 
irreparable damagei, were reconstructed in a 
u^odern and altogelber superior stjle. The 
prosperous stale of the finaaces, owing to the 
prodigioas saoM wbjeb were annually drawn 
from &a^U.and'tbe:eastern colonies^ enabled 
the government to repair tb^ ruined ^ifioes 
in an incredibly, short space of time. The 
wealth of the courts and the devotion of the 
citizens soon produced rich palaces, spacious 
churches, and splendid monasteries in eyery 

beautiful lakes in Scotland, were agitated in 
an uncommon manner* The last continued 
ebbing an<i flowing for the space of an hour, 
when a wave much greater than the others ter- 
minated the commotion by overflowing the 
north beach of the lake to the extent of tbir« 
ty feet. At the same period a singular phe- 
nomenon happened to the hot well in Bris- 
tol : the water became as red as blood, and 
so very turbid that it could not be drunk, 
the water also of a common well, which had 
been remarkably clear, at once turned as

But 
all conjecture as to the cause of these extra- 
drdhiary circumstances was in vain, tilt the 
neWs arrived of the earthquake at Lisbon hav- 
ing happened on the same dliy, Which gate a 
tatlitfdctory solutibn to the several phenome- 
na.

On ibe night of the 3rd. ^f September \7bB^ 
the king was attacked in a solitary spot, not 
far from bis country palaee at Behern by a 
band of desperadoes, and narrowly escaped 
assassination at their bands. Hereupon the 
crafty minister who may be said to haire owed 
bis )ong tenure of office to bis deletion of 
feigned eompiradesj persuaded ^the king that 
the attempt at assassination had been plotted 
by several noble families, who unable to brook 
the exercise of royal authority, bad resolved 
to free themselves by this guilty act from his 
paternal guidance. The weak monarch, dis- 
turbed and terrified by the late outrage, gave 
credit to the base fabrication : and every ^no- 
ble family which was obnoxious to the lirimis* 
ter, beheld its principal members, of both 
sexes, either exiled or imprisoned, its estates 
confiscated, and its name declared infamous* 
Nor was this all : tortures were employed to 
extort from the noble victims a confession of 
guilt; and when this did not succeed to the 
minister's satisfaction, he fabricated'stalements 
which he denominated evidence v and the ilU 
fated nobles were condemned to the scafibld. 
The sentence was executed upon most of the 
acoused, and they perished in frightful tor- 
ments on the quay of Belem on the ISth. of 
January 1759. Their bodies were burnt, their 
ashes cast into the Tagus, and their palaces 
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razed to the ground. § After the fell of the 
execrated minister, their innocence was, after 
a patient and searching scrutiny} solemnly 
and authentically declared. 

Another jobject of the jealousy of Pombal 
^as the Church. Against this he plainly savr 
that be ebuld deal a ruder blow, than bysup« 
pressing the ofdtfr of the Jesuits, whose high* 
est encomium is, that they have ever beeq sef* 
lected as objects of attack by the advocates 
of infidelity, and the abettors of tyranny, and 
by all those who have either, like Ppmbal, 
shanjelesly upheld despotism in all its naked 
horrors, or like modern freethinkers in France 
and elsewhere, disguised their real purpose 
under the sacred' numes of <<Liberty and con- 
stitutional freedom.^* The conspiracy which 
he had framed find detected, afforded htm a 
favourable opportunity for executing his, de- 
sign* Three Jesuits were, accordingly, arrested 
at the same time with the unfortunate nobles;

Master of Avi2, and did him homage to the 
exclusion of the king add queen of Castile; in 
1640 when they elevated Don John IV. from 
the dukedom of Brapganga to the throne, af- 
ter the yoke of the Castilian Philips had been 
shaken off; and lastly, in 1&S8, when they 
declared Don Pedro and his descendants ex- 
cluded froQfi the crown^and Don Miguel called 
Ibereto, &c. 

It does not. seem probable that these oU 
Cortes will be ever again summoned^ hence 
perhaps tjbis ihptt notice of the national re- 
presentation under the ancient regime may 
not be uninteresting to lh&£nglish reader.. 
D 
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30 the name of the king, who was at Rio die 
Janeiro, a provisional junta was established^ 

The first efforts of the recently installed 
government were directed to frame a code in 
harmony with the new views. It was pro- 
claimed and sworn to on the lllh of Novem- 
ber following. In the year 18^8 the king re- 
turned from Brazil, and on the very day of 
hh landing was made to swear himself the 
First Citizen of the kingdom. 

The fundamental change that had taken 
place in the government was followed by very 
material alterations in almost all the laws and 
institutions of the country. These changes 
>vere embodied in what was termed the Nova 
Lei Fundamental^^ which was proclaimed 
and sworn to in 18SJB. By this code the so- 
vereignty was declared to reside essentially in 
the people, and the title of Majesty was given 
to the Cortes. But before these novel experi- 
ments in legislation had time to take root in 
the affections of the people, who could not be 
made to understand what they had gained by 
the change, an end was put to them by a 
counter-revolution brought about by the king^s 
second son Don Miguel, who was Comman« 
der-in-chief of the army. 

In the year 1824, was beheld the novel 



§ New fundfimental Law» 
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spectacle of tlie PortugueM kiog seeking refuge 
on board an English ship of the line ( the 
Windsor Castle) from a real or feigned con- 
spiracy. How far the Infante Don Miguel 
was innocent or guilty in the aflTair, his friends 
and hk foes are not agreed ^ but before the 
king left his asjlum, he signed a decree for ex- 
patriating his son, who was conveyed in a Por- 
tuguese frigate to Brest, whence^e went to 
Vienna, in whieb city he continued till after 
the death of his father, which happened ia 
March 1826. 

The next phase of this eventful period was 
the regency of Donna Izabel Maria who short- 
ly after received from her brother Don Pedro,^ 
then emperor of Brazil, what afterwards proved 
an apple of discord for this unhappy coun- 
try, the Constitutional Charter, of which our 
minister Sir Charles Stuart was the bearer. 

Then followed the return of Don Miguel 
in February 1827, and his trampling on the 
Charter, as well as on the claims of bis niece 
Donna Maria, to whom her fiather Don Pe- 
dro had made over whatever rights he himsetf 
possessed to the crown of Portugal. The war of 
succession ensued: which commencing ih the 
island of Terceira in 1830, continued with 
varied success to the contending parties, but 
invariably to the prejudice of the country at 
large, till the year 1833| \?hen the duke of 
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Tcrceira, having landed in Algarre with 8,000 
men rapidly marched to Cagtlhas^and on the 
S4th of July entered Lisbon, which the duke 
of Cadaval, the timid comihander of the for- 
ces in the city, had precipitately abandoned 
the night previous. The war lingered on for 
some months, till the arms of Donna Maria, 
supported by the Quadruple alKance,' finally 
prevailed, mnd Don Miguel was compelled to 
sign the convention of Evoramonte, and to 
quit the kingdom. 

The events that followed are too well known 
to require that we should detail them in the 
present sketch: we shall, therefore, conclude 
by pointing out the prominent features of the 
Constitutional Charter, as it emanated from 
the hands of Don Pedro in April 1826, pre* 
viously to the numerous remodellings which 
have subsequently been made in its provisions. 

By this Charter, 1st the sovereignty, which 
by the Constitution ^f 18S2 was declared to 
reside essentially in the People, was restored 
to the crown, and the monarch thus became 
something more than the First Citizen of the 
Realm :w^ 9nd. a new National Representa- 
tion was established, consisting of two cham- 
bers f'Camams^, one of Deputies, who were 
to be elected indirectly by the People, and 
another of Peers, hereditary ^nd for life ; — . 
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3rd- to rt^ >ir«* PpWfers. Lfef filatWe, Execu- 
tive and Judicral; was ^ded a fourth, called 
the "•Mdder^ti^g' P6wer,'* (Poder Modertt- 
dor,Jwhicb was si^atfed'^n the sorcTeign and 
gave bim an absolute Veto upon all pubirc

Lisbon bas gtveh;' Birth \totnkny niuslriouj^ 
men. For tke holmess of-lheir livfeS, and their 
enlightened and di^eritertsted ieal.for relig^ioij 
may be mentioned St. AUtlpbhy, iiirndicned of 
Padua, St. Alvafo de Corc^ov^, St. Olympius, 
Bartholomew de Mattynbiiii, JPedro Negles, 
and Tbadeu, who was. styled the Apostle of 
the Canary Islands. In scholastic and moral 
Theology few have been ittofe celebrated than 
Don Andr^ Almada, whose masterly treatise 
De incamftiionCf has ever been greatly es« 
teemed* To him may be. added Fr. Francis- 
CO Fereira, i^ho collated the Portuguese trans- 
lation of the Scripture .with the Hebrew, and 
Fr. Jcmo de S. Thdmdi;'Wia on account of 
his numerous lea rcied' works has been styled 
the St. Thotnas/oflhis age. For an intimate 
acquaintance with 'Ascetic or mystic Theolo. 
gy, Fathers Alexander ie Guztnari, Manoql 
£ernardef , and Manoel Gfuilhernie have beea 
justly celebrated^ Usbon ^His also produced 
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several dUtinguifbed oratore, ilie most emr- 
nent of wboia were P* Antomo Vieira, and 
Fr. Timotheo de Seabra. Luii de Camoens, 
the well knowQ autborofthe Lusiad^wat also 
a native of ibis eity.§ 

Here also were born AnIODio Bacelar, An- 
tonio Perreira, Estevao Rodriguet de Cattro, 

§ Luift de Camoet was born in 1517^ and 
was descended from a noUe family originally 
Spanish. At an early age he lost his father by 
shipwreck; aAer which his mother^ though 
poor, sent him to the university. . Afterwards 
his talents gained him ffivour a]t court; but 
some of bis uncourlly satires caused his banish- 
ment from Lisbon. In his retirement at San- 
tarem he commenced bis Lusiad ; but, bis ar- 
dent temperai;nent ill brooking inactivity, he 
joined an armament fitted out by .John III. 
to succour Ceuta in Africa, and in an action 
with the Moors he lost an eye. iVVhile in the 
camp, he continued his great work, when, as 
bis muse sings, — 
*<One hand the pen,aiii4 one the swofd employed^' 

The heroism which be displayed in various 
expeditions restored him to the favour of the 
court, but intrigue blasted his prospects, and 
in 1153, disgusted with Lisbon, be sailed for 
India, sighing bis adieu in the words of Sci- 
pio Africanus^s epitaph^ Ingrata Patria^ non 
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Don Francisco de Metio, Fr. Manoel dc S. 
Jose, all distioguiflied cuhivatorsof tbe Lyric 
Muse. Some of the best bfttorians of Portu* 
gal, as Antonio Paes Velpu, P. Bulthasar 
Telles, Fr. Bemardtno da Silva^ Diogo de 

pogndebtB o$m mea ! Here again he lost by 
his satires what he gained by bis genius; and 
was exiled to China. Hb next appointment was 
to a commissariat in the island of Macao, where 
he prosecuted his literery labours in peace. 
Having acquired a small fortune, he sailed 
again for Goa,but the ship was wrecked, and 
he seved nothing but bis poem, which, like 
another Coesar, he held above the waves with 
his right band,, s-wimming with his left to the 
banks' of the Mahon. At last reaching Goa, 
he soon conciliated the friendship of the vice- 
roy, Don Gbaslantine da Bragan^a, and dur* 
ing bis admtnisireiion spent the happiest days 
of his chequered life, out persecution and 
imprisonment emued, under the new viceroy 
RcMlondo; and at last be quitted the east for 
ever, briogHig with him his poemi aa his only 
treasure. Emicating his Lusiad to king Se- 
bastian, he puMitBhed it in Lisbon, in 167S, 
and from this, prince received a pension of 
4000 reales. But i fortune did dqI long setiile 
upon bim';.and^he Jiad to depend far subsis* 
tence on almS| collected, by a &ith{iil. black 
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€toutD,.and, jn Ja^e ^jjei^rfSy'lbe Vviscoati t de

The 
first of these worki is an abridgedient of the 
history df.instltuiions, coastitotiiig the pride 
of the Portuguete^' in the best period of their 
history. Qea«, c<^cise,'aiid.sa^por4ed by the 
best Authorities^ itiseworfc of pi^nt industry 
and tinweaiied fesearoh* > Ma > 
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«lien be was named Cardinal along with St. 
Bonavefllure, by pope Gregory X. in the ge- 
neral council of Lyons in 1374. He succeeded 
Adrian V. in the pontifical chair, and took 
the name of John XX. or, according to others, 
XXI:-^th6 difference arising from the exclu- 
sion by some authors of the antipope Joba 
XVII I. from the list of popes. The new pon- 
tiff did not long enjoy his honours : he was ta- 
ken ill at Viterbo, and owing to want of proper 
medical treatment, expired in six days, in 
May lt77: having reigned eight months. He 
was contemporary with Don Affonso III ; was 
a munificent patron of literature, and wrote 
several works. 

We should be guilty of a gross omission 
Were we not to' diention the two most eminent 
literary characters in Lisbon at the present 
day, -^Almeida Garrett and Antonio Felicl- 
ano de Caslilho: 

The former is of Irish extraction, and has 
distinguished himself by his talent in debate 
and by his cultivation of the muses. He is 
a member of many literary societies, and is 
looked up to by his countrymen as an oracle 
in hiilriorttc crtticisiii. 

The hisWry of the latter is so remarkable 
that it 'will plead our apology for introducing 
iiicd hy d nidrcl circumstantial account to the 
icquaiiftdnce of the reader. 
8 D 
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Antonio Feliciano de CasUIho wa9 born lA 
Lisb6n in the year 1800, of a famOy in which 
the love of literatuVe is hereditary. At three 
years of age he had the misfof tn,ne to be so 
far deprived of his sight as to be able only to 
distinguish very brilliant colours from dark 
ones) but not to see the forois of the objects 
that are presented to him, and consequently 
he vhas never learned to read. It was at first 
believed that this calamity would be an effec- 
tual bar to all literary jpursuits in the young 
Castilho. But a decided passion for study 
which early developed itself, and the extra- 
ordinary talents with which he was gifted, 
overbalanced this natural defect. He atten<led 
all the lessons which were given to bis bro- 
thers, and with no other means than that of 
oral instruction, so rapid was. his progress as 
to be a subject of astonishment to his mas- 
ters. At fifteen years of age the blind youth 
had completed a preparatory course of Grann- 
mar, of Rhetoric, of History, of Philosophy^ 
of the Greek language, and what is still more 
surprising of Geometry. 

With the help of his fondly attached bro- 
ther Augustus F. de Castilho, who afterwards 
entered holy orders, he made himself ac- 
quainted with all the classic > authors ancient 
and modern, both of his own apd other coun 
tries. His poetical genius displayed itself aa 
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early as his tbirteentli year in several Latio 
poems, which excited general admiration. 
Shoctly after ha composed in his native tongue 
an Elegy on the death of Queen Mary I. 
Sut he was far from cfedicating all hit time 
to the Muses : he applied himself to Botany, 
History and Physics, and went through a 
complete course of law )i\ the university of 
Coimbra» Whilst engaged in this last study, 
be composed his first essays in pastoral poe- 
try, '^The letters of Echo and Narcissus,** and 
<'a Poem on Spring/VThe first of these wprk.$ 
went through four editions in the coujse oC a 
few years, and this, be it remenibered, in Por- 
tugaf. flls brother haying been nominated Iq 
an incumbency in a romantic part of the coun* 
try, bur authdr accompanied him to. this re- 
treat:, where in the enchantment of solitude. 
and amid the beauteous scenes of nature, all 
which he saw through the eyes of his brother: 
he continued without interruption his literary 
labours. He translated into Portuguese the 
Metamorphosfe^ of Ovid, and the greater part 
of the tragedies of Duels. We should have 
mentioned that .he is a perfect master of the 
French and many other living languages. 
Here also he pnblished a poem entitled '-4 
Noute do Castetlo,'' (The Night of the Cas, 
lie) and a variety of other pieces. 
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Castilho has been married twice. Tb^ liis« 
tory of his first marriage had in it something 
of romance. A young lady with a very long 
name, Donna Maria Isabel da Bueqto Coiai*j 
bra Portugal, h^d been placed i^naer the tui-- 
lion of the Benedictine nuns at Variao^ four, 
leagues from Oporto. After finishing her edu*. 
cation, she remained for some tjme in the' 
convent, and in the interval enthusiastically* 
applied herself to the perusal of the fii^cient 
and modern classics. Son[ie of the worHs of 
Castilho fell jnto her bands, among which 
were "the Letters of E)cho apd Narcls&us.** 
After reading this work she addressed tp the 
author, who was then at Coimbra^ ^ Ijetter 
which contained only these words,^— If there 
were found an Echo would you imital[e Nar* 
cissus!*' The answer of the poet was, i)ot cal- 
culated to undo the impression which the 
leading of his works had mi|de. A very ac- 
tive correspondence ensued ; though for sorpe 
months Castilho was entirely ignorant who 
his fair correspondent was, as in, her letters she 
bad been careful to assume a feigaed qame. 
Their letters became at length more and more 
expressive; and Castilho discovered between 
bimself and the JScho such a sympathy of 
character and s i miliar ity of tastes, that be was 
persuaded, that his happiness or misery de- 
pended on her responses, and he entreatingly

begged a disclosure of ber real name. His 
reiterated prayers; \vere at length beard : he 
obtained the desired interview, and they were 
shortly afterwards married in the year 1834. 
Their happiness was of short duration : a pre- 
mature death snatched her from him in the 
year )S37. He cpBfecraled to her memory fi 
poeoa which DQ[ay challenge a place l^y^the 
side of the most toi^qbiog yerses.pf Petrarch. 
The second Udy wbp gave her hand to Cas- 
tilho was Miss 'Charlotte Vidal, a person of 
distinguished tateats, and well acquainted 
with the languages of Norlh^rn £urope. la 
the midst of a poetical^ <:ircle she may be seen 
reading and iitoslating the bards of Scandi- 
navia ; and her most delightful occupation is 
to pen down the eflTusions of the poet of her 
choice. -— It is with great pleasure that t^he 
writer of these pages, who has had the honour 
of ihetr acquaintance during several y^ars,^ 
pays ihtm this tribute of bis respect.

But these regulations, like most others, are 
often disregarded; and'' in the broad light of 
day, liquids and solids of the most offensive 
nature force themselves on more senses than 
one, as they come down in frequent disebar« 
gesfrom above, or reascend in odorous vapours 
wheu acled upon by an ardent sun^ 

it is but just to remark that the present 
and late Municipal chambers have exerted 
themselves in a most laudable manner in 
cleansing and improving the cily. Several of 
the chief thoroughfares have been drained and 
macadamised;— though in streets hot, dry and 
dusty as those of Lisbon, it may be doubted 
whether any thing has been gained by intro- . 
duciog the system of Mac Adam. 

The houses in Lisbon are in general lofty, 
knd sometimes raised to the height of five or 
H& stories; a fearful elevatioo^ particularly ia 
E 
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a country in which earthquakes are not un*- 
cammon. Each floor is laid out for the ac- 
coiiimodation 'Of an entire family, and con« 
tains bedrooms, parlour, sitting rooms, &c. 
as well as kitchen. The ground floor is usu* 
ally employed a^ a stable^, a shop or ware- 
house, and is rarely occupied by any part of 
the family. This tnelhod of building houses, 
and letting each floor to a separate tenant is 
doubtless profitable to the owners, but at- 
tended with many inconveniences to the in- 
mates. To mention oae—- the danger of fire- 
whatever precautions a person may take in 
his own family, he cannot answer for the 
tame, in the occupants of the floor above and 
below biim. Their culpable negligence, may 
at any moment cbnsign himself and property 
to the flames, an event that actually occurred 
some few years ago, when thirteen human 
l)eing« were destroyed by the most horrible of 
asbll deaths, through the fire having caught in 
a lower apartment of the building, while un- 
conscious of danger they were taking theiii 
nightly repose. 

£very traveller on reaching a city for thti 
first time should vkw it from the summit of 
some tower, spire, or neighbouring eminence^ 
in order to gain an acquaintance with its cha^ 
raeteristic features, the situation and relatitti 
bearings of its principal buildings. The tcsi 
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potats for viewing Lifiboii and Ibe suiroand- 
ing scenery are the dome of the EstreUa, the 
Castle of St. Geocge, and the heights of the 
6raga,of Nosaa Senbora do Moaie^aadof the 
Penba de Franca* 

The effecis of the earthquake of 175ft are 
still visible ii^ many part$ of tJ^ city. This tem- 
porary evil like the great fire of London, pro- 
duced a permanent good. The Marquis de 
Pombal^ then minister ol sfate^ sanctioned a 
plan Cor rebuilding the ciiy, ppesented to him 
by the able archite^ Eugenio dos Santos, and 
spared neither exertions nor expense to carry 
it into execution. AH the streets built accord* 
ing to this plan are spacious and regular, with 
convenient pathways for foot passengers, and 
the squares^ and publie quays subsequently 
formed and embellished are oot surpassed by 
those of any other city of Europe. 

The most useful ornaments of the city are 
its numerous fomiains, which supply the city 
with excellent water^and some are worthy of 
notice as presenting fair specimens of architec- 
ture. From these fountains the water is hawked 
about the town by Gallegos, who carry it im 
email elaborately painted barrels on titeir 
shoulders. Their cry of jigoa » • . a (water) 
is that which first rouses the stranger from his 
alumbers in the i^orniog) which rings ia every

ratively speaking very rich : for, thougli tlierf | 
patrimonies are large, iheir rents are small. 
Few of them have perhaps ever seen a map | 
of their estates, or,exactly know their boun- ' 
daries. Were they to turn their attention to 
the construction of roadi and canals, and not I 
consider agriculture a pursuit unworthy of 
gentlemen, they would become the richest no- 
bility in Europe." 

<' The lives of the old nobility are for the 
most part an even tenor of domestic felicities, 
not remarkable for brilliant actions, and but 
rarely stained by vice. The feme of their il- 
lustrious ancestors justly entitles them to every 
honour and respect ; but whilst they glory in 
the remembrance of their achievements, they 
seem to fbigei tbeir maxims. It must be al- 
lowed that they possess many amiable quali- 
ties. They are religious, temperate and gene- 
rous, faithful to their friends, charitable to 
the distressed, and attached to their sovereign 
whose approbation or a peaceful retirement 
Constitutes the greatest happiaess of their 
lives," 

As an instance of the kindness with which 
they treat their inferiors, it is"a ruU among 
the aneient nobiFity never to dismiss an old 
servant, unless for some fhult, that merits this 
chastisement. When age or in&rmity unfits 
their domestics for seryice, they are still con- 
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8{(kred as part of the family, and are not 
only provided for themselves, but their wives 
and children are also supported. Hence it 
often happens that a nobleman's establishment 
comprises large families of dependants, often 
running through two or three generations. 
Almost all the old aristocracy are connected 
with one another by intermarriages, and it 
rarely happens that they contract alliances 
with persons of Ignoble blood. Though their 
houses are spacious, and digni^ed with the 
name of Palacios^ they are in general gloomy 
and comforlless ; and till lately very few of 
Ihem wiere ever cheered by a fire in winter. 

The Lisbon -clergy since the suppression of 
the religious establishments has lost much of 
that high and lofty preeminence which it for* 
merly commanded.. Degraded by state pa- 
tronage, and 111 supported by scanty govern- 
ment stipends, it is no longer able adequately 
to fulfil its sublime mission. In the midst of 
the political struggles that have convulsed thHi 
unhappy country ecclesiastical preferments 
have been but too often bestowed on worth- 
less characters, as rewards for services ren* 
dered not to God, but to ministers of state, 
for exertions undergone not in the cau&e of 
morality or religion, but In canvassiqg votes 
at the elections. By such men as these it can- 
not be expected thftt much should be done la 
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the way of religious instruction, or yirtuotis 
example. Yet Waiving these abuses, there are 
among the clergy individuals, whose moral 
conduct is irreproachable, and whose talents 
are as distinguished as their virtues. 

. The great ahd drying evil of the Portun^iiese 
dhurch is the thraldrom in which it is held by 
the statei-^an evil which has been increasea 
to a tenfold degree by the absurd supbrdssion 
of the tithes. Lisbon is perhaps the only capi*" 
tal iri Europe that has presented the spectacle 
of the ministers of religion begging their bread 
from door lo door, ahd actually dying froni 
starvation, while the property whioh opce 
^as'ibeirs, Was bciing put Up to auction, and 
&nbcked down for less than half of its value. 
It'Ts eVen a matter of surprise that, notwith* 
8tat)dihg these attempts to enslave and de« 
grade the clerical body, the religious feelings 
of the peoplei at large should nOt have beeii 
Undermined to^a greater degree than has ac- 
tually happened, f^or even still, the attach- 
hiitint of the Portuguese to th.e cr^ed and re- 
Il^i'o'us pt'aCtices of their forefathers is UQde<« 
hiable. 

; Ah attempt was s6me titaci ago made by a 
certain missionary society in England to €t?an^ 
gelite, the benighted inhabitants of Lisbon^ 
For this purpose a great expense was incurred| 
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Aoct the country was iaundated by a large 
importation of Bibles, printed in London. A 
Spanish renegade friar, who had married a 
wife and had a large family, opened a con* 
veoticle under the auspices of the society. Af-^ 
fer preaching in favour of the principles of 
the Ileformation in various localities of the 
town, he quarrelled with his employers, and 
quitted the scene of his labours without mak« 
ing a single convert ; though at the time, many 
of the organs of the society in £ngland gave 
pompous accounts of bis wonderful success, in 
return for the money that had been cajoled 
out of the pockets of John Bull. As for the 
London bibles, they may be purchased on any 
Tuesday in rag /atr, with their backs warped 
by long exposure to the sun,at the price of about 
sixpence each ; the Portuguese have several 
much superior editions of their own. 

Perhaps the wealthiest and most inQuential 
class of society in Lisbon are the untitled gen- 
try and the more respectable merchants* Asa 
body they have little to distinguish them from 
the same classep in other cities. It is chiefly 
by them that the; principal offices of state are 
billed ; aud it is they who figure as leaders in 
the house of deputies. Their establishments are 
generally distinguishable from those of the no- 
bility by a stricter economy, and less expen* 
sive display,

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Of late years lll^re'lias arisen attiong ihem 
a spirit of associiitioiy, and Several companies 
have bteen fo^cred with h vie^w of inti-oducing 
]om\^ ifnpTOve^ments, and gWln]^ a stifniilus to 
national industry. As instanceyof ttlh, may be 
rneritiofted the Company of Public works, 
(Obras PublicaSy) the Steam^packetyand In- 
s«irance Companies, the Fishing Company, 
Hie Azambiija Canal Company, &c. Slc. 
•/•rhfe common people of Lisbon and its en- 
virons are remarkable for temperance and fru- 
gality, if T)ot for intelligence and industry. 
Bolh^exes are passionately fond of gaudy ap- 
paret; — even the fish and fruit womeh wear 
trinkets and ^ar-rings bf considerable value. 
The common dress bf the women is a capote 
€ lengOf by which are me^itt-a large doak of 
cloth, usually blue or brownj and a white 
kerchief on the head, pinned under the ehin. 
^b«n they assemble together, as at church, 
the ef&ct of so many beads all presenting the 
siame appearance, is novel and striking. It is 
a^viitie among the female pan of the congre« 
g^a'tkm never to stand in the church, and as 
ttrare often are no pews or benches ifcey are 
obliged either to cdntinue kneeling, or to squat 
in the Moorish or oriental style, on the ground, 
— i-a practice attended with extreme inconve- 
nience to ladies \¥h«t come from'^tfaer coiln- 
tries. As for the' Portuguese women it ii as 
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natural to Ibem thu^ id sc^l ibemleiveft on Vho 
grouod as well at hotaie at at cbufi:b) as it U 
awkward and inconveAibnt to &reignefs. la 
the simple dreis of the capote e kttgo there is 
something , motherly, a^d.fiiodeit; yet even ia 
the use of thi^feqiale vanity has disooviztt'ed a 
method of st'ifl^ning and ,elevatikig the kerchief 
so as to k%ve visible thebaif and neck. 

A friend of the writer lelaled t» him a r&? 
ther ludicrous anecdote, connected with ibe 
capote. At. a cert^atn cluirch-feait, where tbe 
female part of the congregation was .as.usu/al 
closely squattfBd in tl^ pria4ipal aiile^a.fair 
chevalUrc dHndmlrU hud d^sringtbe sermeii 
dexterousfy .cut away from ber piously atten« 
tive neighbour, the whoj^e lower pavt of be^ 
cloak, leaving her nothing but the dape^and 
successfully decamped with bar priae^ Uncon- 
scious of tha tbeft,t i\\e poor woman eontinued 
her devotions till the end of tbe service^ wbeis 
rising .to depart, she was aatounded by agen^f 
ral laugh, when it was discovered that sb» 
^as mintM one half of her outer garment. 
Her chagriuat the strangeness of ber &guro^ 
and tbe amusement she albrded, wasnot tetft 
than what she felt for the k>ss she had sus\ 
taioed. .!., 

The use of the eapoie k not peculiar to th<i 
vromen; it is still used by such of tbe .men as 
have not degenerated by the adoption of foreign 
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coitame. A genuine Portuguese of the old 
school will not lay aside the favourite cloak, 
even in the hottest day in summer ; and sin- 
gularly enough, the practice is but an exem- 
plification of Dr. BIack*8 theory of beat ;-^ 
fot*, from the non-conducting nature of the 
inateriaU combined with the sioiv motion of 
those who wear it, it as effeetaaiiy keeps out 
the beat in summer, as it does the cold in 
winter. In point of dimensions the Portu- 
guese cloak is usually much smaller than the 
Spanish. 

The dress of the peasants consists of a broad 
brimmed sugar»loaf hat, a vest of gaudy co- 
lours, and shorts open at the knees, or trous- 
ers which they tie up with a red sash, about 
eight inches broad and four yards long. Over 
the left shoulder is thrown the jacket with 
pendant buttons ; the shirt front is often ricbly 
embroidered, and held together by gilt clasps: 
they usually wear boots, and carry a long 
strait cudgel, having at its lower extremiiy a 
lieavy brass ferrule, which proves on occasion 
a powerful weapon, and in the uise of which 
they are remarkably expert. By a municipal 
regulation the peasants are not allowed to 
carry these cudgels in the city; but are ob- 
liged to leave them at the gates as they enter. 

The porters who do the laborious work of 
the town are Qallegos, . They are natives of 
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Gallicia, a Lardy and robuy^t r^ce of s^en, who 
leave their poor country, and emigrate, some 
into tbe othier parts of Sp^ajq, and some iplo 
Portugal tp earn money by t,he severest species 
of labour. They may be called the "hewjpw 
of wood and drawersof.waler". of the ^aclro- 
poIis,asthey perform almost the whole drudge 
ery of the city. ,^ .. 

It has often been remjarked that pride and 
poverty are first-cousins, and this is certainly 
true vrith regard (o the lower orders of the 
Portuguese in Lisbon^ Rather. t^ian sub/n)t to 
certain, menial arid laborious occupations^ 
which be considers fit only for a Gallego.^ a 
Portuguese pauper will' either be^, borrPWy 
steal or starve,— rwhile the less fastidious GaU 
lego, by habits of industry and economy^ lays 
up a provisien for hFs family, and ofteq rises 
to a respectable station in society -r-rT^JIl^is* 
trate tbel above observation, jt may be men> 
tioned as a fact of frequent ocpurrence,,thal 
a Portuguese servant will go the, length of ,9; 
whole street to fetch a Gallego to carry a 
a bundle' across the way, and if. you expostU'* 
late with him. on the absurdity of li is cond.uct, 
he will indignantly reply; £u ni^ $ou Gal^ 
legal "I am not a Gallego! 

These Gallicians were^ till within the lasi 
few years, patient, inoffensive, honest and ^aitha 
ful to a proverb. Sometimes when they have 
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scraped tpgetber a little money, tbe\' settle ii|| 
Portug^aT,and'seft up roadside taverns or smal^l 
grbcersf khbps : 'but Inost i^cturn' Witb their | 
saviDJgs'to their oWn country. ^' ' , 

One bf th^ prWcf^al employ meiiti^Tn which ! 
tfrey are . engtiged,' ia as we have Aeen, tho| 
retailJng of water, wjiich * they ielj at the 
tate of ten reii (half-peiiny) per bairel ; but 
the p^ice is often raised to. two ponde, or 
three pence in tbe dry season/ Every Gal- 
lego in thU service is obliged, by a'poHce re- 
guli^tibp, to carry one 6f these vessels filled 
with Water' to bis lodgings every nigh%' and 
in case of fire to hasten' wltli it, at ttie' first 
|Sband of the fire-bell, to assist in extinguish- 
^ing the fiameSf' Any deglect in this respect is 
^pur^ished by a fine, while a ireward ^ ^Iven to 
^liim who arrives first at the spot. . 
^ They are also obliged to we^t a bVasIs me- 
^dal, beaming two number^, indicating th^foun- 
^jtain and division' to whlbb . they belong. As 
^^he credit of these water carriei'i haipf late 
j^ea^s been on tbe wane^ the stranger, w lien 
^fae has occasion to employ them oh^any errand 
^ivhere fidelity is important, such as carrying 
^is trunks^, &c. would dowell'to o^aVe, ihetn 
^posii with farm the above mentioned oadge; 
jas it would, be $, sure means of discovering 
them in case of tieed, . ' 
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Tti'tlie hduses'^T foreigners tlie'Qatlegpsare 
almoftt the. only liiale servants eroploved, and 
many of tb(/^ Portuguese prefer theopi to their 
own country men. They are often perfect /a^« 
totumt^ and can adapt themselves with won* 
drous facility to any species of service. 

The soldiers in the capital, as they are ge« 
nerally better paid, usually present a more 
respectilbl« app«ttr»nee than those' in the pro- 
vinces, and some of the regiments perform their 
evolutiom in a. manner that would not dis« 
grace the finest troops in Europe. We wish 
we could say as much for their marn/tf, but the 
frequent change of goverment, and conse« 
queati|ir»;oftftrin«i|^le»'bRA shakon thai Urong 
feeling of self respect which formerly ani«

If civility were synonymous with -iinlizBi^ 
tidti, Lisbon = vTould bid fair to' be thi»" most 
oivilit^d City on the eartU. fiVenainon^ 
the xudinary classes two ac^uaifitaaces never 
n?e^t, in ,|;]b^ street witbont aq inlerchaaga of 
cooipU^ienls. A Galiego, dpffing^his cap^wiil 
a^dress.,his friend with Salve o Vco% ox Dcoi 
ihc dc tons c22ait»*.t))en follows a regular en« 
quiry jnto the $tftte of his health and to^t of his 
famljy^ &c. and the compliments and pro- 
testations are as regularly, renewed at parting. 
"VVhenever a stranger ftppear^ in companyt be 
is instantly saluted by every one present ; and 
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it they \)e seoieA^ all rU^ tp pay hida respect. 
The loatter of |he bouse will go to the door 
to reoeiire htm, and at if be weie a mer^ mas* 
ter of ceremoniesy will usher, bim into the 
room^ bim&elf remaiiiing behind, with Ttnha 
a bondad^ cnirar: aca$a h »ua. (Have the 
goodoe^s to go in : the bouse is yours.) Or 
leaving the rooid, the order is reversed; lind 
then the host precedes his guest. The parting 
ceremony usually coromeDces at the top of 
the stair^, and consists in ordinary cases of aa 
Adco9^ a bow and a scrape, -^ then tbe guest 
descends, and is followed at a convenient dis- 
tance by the master > of the botise* Before 
reaching the street-door the foriner will turn 
round and agai-o salute bis entertainer ; which 
ceremony is sometimes repeated a second and 
third iiikie^ till the door. ^t lasts put a teroii- 
aation to the bows, and scrapes, and the visi- 
tor departsrjn ejE^rnest. 

On .oceasioos howev^irof more than ordina- 
ry int^^st', as at the meeting of long absent 
friends, their mutMalsympathy expresses itself 
by a warm aijd hAairly hug, one party lifting 
the other fairly from the ground, and this for 
two or three times; a process which is rather 
embarrassing toaifo^eigner when he is first 
ittbjected U>v it. The salutations Qf ladies 
amoDg .tbe^selve^ at meeting and parting, 
are oot Jiei^ ardej^t^Aod ^xpres^ tbernselves on 
F 
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both oc(^a«ions) by a mutual profusion tof kissts. 

In addressing each other the Portuguese 
pay great regard to distinction of rank : and 
perhaps in no language are thiesso precisely ! 
determined. Every FjidcUgo must be addressed 
by f^o§aa Eaceltenda^ and this term ie ex* 
tended to all those who hold any oflice of I 
rank under government. Bishops are similar* 
}y addressed ; a siiDple clergyman is entitled 
VosMa Reverencta, all other persons of respec- 
tability F'ossa Senhoria, a superior speaking 
to an inferior, ove^ whom he has no control, 
addresses him by F'otsa merc6; a master his 
servant by 7u, which term is ahoone of fa* 
miliarity a'mong equals of all grades. In 
speaking to ladies A^ossa Ec^eeUentia is the 
title given. 

A Portuguese writing a letter fVom his own 
)iouse inscribes H Dttta ftia cata. (From this 
your house!). All persons entitled to EoBceUen^ 
aa are addressed in epistolary correspondence 
by lllugtHmmo e EigccellefMsrimo Senhar^ or 
JUma. e Exma. Snra. atl others by lllu$iri$* 
simo SenhoTj or Ittu^trimma Senhora. In 
writing to a superior, etiquette requires that 
you sign your name at the very bottom of the 
page. The superscription is generally written 
in lines running at right angles with those of 
English directions. The name is preceded by 
the invariable lUuMmnmo or JExceUmiiuima 
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•r both, attd followed by three £t ce#€rai» Und 
if sent by prWale band^ the naoie of the Wf i* 
ter i» inscribed al Ibe bolloui. 

We migbt iiientioa oiaay oiber.«u8tom». ^C 
a Cbf btMB and r^ligioni ebaraelet^ mrhicb ibe 
sapieni regenetalors of tha land bate sue* 
ceeded in partialty abolUbii^i but wbicb tlill 
linger fondly in the in«iiK>ry and practice of 
the more unsophisticated of the citizens^ A. 
geoeratioA has not passed away since it was 
the invariable custom on leaving the quay in 
a passage boat^ for the man at the helm to 
call on all present to breathe a prayer for the 
departed faithful, which calf was always res> 
ponded to, and every head uncovered. No 
Portuguese would pass a church, a cross or 
sacred emblem wilhout respectfully saluting 
it; and at the sound of the Angelus beH, at 
morning, noon and night, every individiral 
joined in the usual short but solemn memento, 
of the great mystery of the Redemption* 

Ata Maria ! BlepMd be the bony \ 
The time*, the climev ^e spet^ where I se* oft. 
Have felt that moment io its fullest power 
Sink o^er the earth so beautiful and soft, 
While swung the deep bell in the distant tower^

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' 'At BiglilCiH too, the fklbers of the present 
generation were seen in every streieit and from 
the windows of ea^b honsis fespanding to the 
chanted prayer, addressed to Ctirist^ most 
blessied All other, arid rvo^e but- the ^iranger of 
another creed kept aloof twrn- tbh pkynsly 
closing aet of the day. 

. But these things hftve passed away; and 
men are taught that praetices, which in the 
golden days of Portugal constituted the glory 
and the happiness of their heroic forefathers, 
would retard the onward progress of civiliza- 
tion, and be degjrading to ihp enlightenment 
of the nineteenth century. 

There are however occasions, when the re- 
ligious feelings of the people, as if in defiance 
of rationalist and utililarian doctrines, strongly 
and unequivocally manifest themselves, In- 
stances of this are the procession of (Jorpu& 
Chrisii in May or June, of *&nAor dos Passosi in 
Lent, and of the Fiaticum or Blessed Sacra- 
ment as it is carried from the Parish church 
to the bed-side of the sick. 

On the feast of Ccfrpus Chrisii all the paro- 
chial clergy with their respective brother- 
hoods, the knights, oflBcers of state, public 
functionaries, &c. &c. resident in or op^/ ^he 
capital, assemble at tfacf Cathedral,' and. tb^Oice 
form a long and rich procession. Eirit walk 
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t. • . ..• -1 . ' ^: • ■' 
the gtiST^s or brolhf rhobds,' clad in their r^s- 

pecliye dresse9}'bearin|; ibrchefyand each bro- 
therhood is preceded by a. cross. Then foHovir 
tbe clergy clothed In lJ\6ir richest vestments,-; 
after^them proceed the iarious orders ef kni^bir 
lioodj the canons^ arid patriarchal clergy ie^nd 
choir; next the nobility and the ministers of 
state, aud with them th^ king who bears one 
of the poles of the canopy under which walUs 
tbe patriarch carrying the Blessed Sacrament. 
The ^tieea does not walk in the procesBion 
but riews it from a tribune as it leaves the 
church. The troops, who tine the streets, kneet 
with tbeit beads unco'veted and bayonets turned 
to the ground as the canopy passes. When 
the cortege leaves and reenters the church, a^ 
royal talate'is gfiveh from the castle and the 
ships in the rivjer. Immense crowds never fait 
to attend this national festival. ' ' '. 

Tbe procession, of the Viaticum to the sick 
may tak^' place at any hour of the diay or 
night. A signal is given by a bell* at the pa-j 
rish church f6r the assembling of suqh of the 
brotherhood or attendants as are, rii^cessary to 
form the cortegeV The approach of the prq- 
cession is announced by the soiVr^d of a bell^' 
and every head is uncovered and ev^ry .knee 
bent as it parses along. If it happen to be at 
night, alf the Winrfows are illuminated as it 
goes by, and an appropriate by tinh is siingby 
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tbt attendants. lit efii^ct in these eii^mstaiH 
ces, as it slowly and solemnljr winds along 
tlie streets in the still hour of midoigbt, U 
touching aQd sutiime. — Very lately as the 
Viaticuoi was carried past the th^tre of St. 
Carlos, those within, hearing J,he sound of the 
bell, immediately interru^Ledthe performance, 
and the whole assembly (ucni»ng vound re- 
mained standing till the procession had passed. 
We are sorry to remark that ppppyism or ia< 
sane bigotry sometimes induces. tbq. professors 
of a different creed to insult the religious feel- 
ings of the people by refusing to pajf^ even an 
outward demonstration, of,, respect pa; these 
occasipns. , , , 

The custom of sponian^eously , iU^I}$fnating 
the city with ^mps at the wiodovysjl bonfices 
in the streets, skyrockets,! fireworl^t,, &c. &c. 
on the eves of the festivals of St Antbonyt 
St. John Baptist, and SS. Peter ^n4 Paul, 
though of late not so enthusiastically kept up 
as formerly,, has still its admirers awl suppor- 
ters principally in the juvenile portion of the 
community. 

A scarlet hanging may be frec^tii^ntly seea 
at the doors of the churches. This is to. give 
notice that Exposition or the devoAioa of the 
"Forty Hours Prayer** is going forward wilb- 
In, where on a lofty throne, brilliant with the 
radiance of many lightt^ the Blessed Sacra* 
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ment is exposed^ during two days and two 
nights to the adoration of the faithful. All 
tbe principal churcbet in and about Lisbon take 
up this detotion )n tarn, so that before it 
ceases ki one, it hat already cdminenc^d in 
another; and henCe it is called tbe Lam Pe* 
rennii or perpetual praise. 

Funerals are conducted in Lisbon^ as else- 
where, with pomp or simplicity according to 
the rank or wealth of tbe family of the de* 
ceased, but surviving relatives never take part 
in the funeral procession. To make amends, 
tbey have a singular custom of sitting at home 
for eight dayft in a darkened room, to receive 
the compliments of condolence. The person 
who comes to pay his respects has nolhiiig to 
do bat to make a bow to the chief mourner 
as soon as he enters the room, to sit in lugu- 
brious silence for some minutes, and then 
making his obeisance, retire. A curious story 
is related of a certain £nglish ambassador 
who went to pay his condolences to a Portu« 
guese family of bis acquaintance, which had 
lost one of its principal members. Passing 
into the darkened chamber from the glaring 
light of the sun, and unable to distingnish 
clearly (he objects) before him, instead of ad« 
tancing towards the chief of the moumtflfg 
circle, as etiquette required, he grately wal^ked 
up to • large china Vase^ that wai standing 
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in on« corqer 9f the ropfpi.iiiajjf^ lo it aJoWi 
^ow, and then groped, hi« wny .to a chain!

This dis- 
gusting exbrbttion in the open street, and other 
practices still more offensive to public decen- 
cy, loudly call for some municipal regula- 
tion.

Portugal 
is essentially an agticulturat country, rich in 
the natural produ<ition)s of its fertile soil and 
genial climate, its wines, its oil, its corn and 
fruits. To these it must look as to the chief 
source of hs wealth aiid aggrandizement, and 
nothing but a petty and shortsighted policy 
would overlook "^tlhe' great and national duty 
of protecting th^ agriculturist, for the purpose

3y ^ decree publi&hed onlihe Snd of Ml^rch 
l&34>fXhe port of Lisboo was declared fr«e for 
the ships and merchandise of all nations; and 
goods may be deposited in the Custom House 
free of expense for the term of one jear^ with 
the exception of cooibustibles, wbieb yei may 
he deposited in pfivaite warehouses. Mer* 
chandise thus bonded may be reexportlid on 
paying one per cent duty^ which is doi»bled 
when the goods are reshipped ia a different 
vessel.

The city i» nnder the protection of an 
arrped poWce ^ (Guarda Municipal) the coin- 
tnander of which acts in concert with a Civil 
Governor, (Governador Civil), The duties 
of. this latter functionary, who h subor*i 
dinate only to the minister of the interior^are 
to watch over the trani|QiHity of the tawii, and 
the due execution of all police and muiiieipal 
regulations, to apprehend delinqoentt^to issue 
passports, publish proclamations, &e.

§ A, striking instance of this appeared dur- 
ing the administration of the Marquis of Pont- 
bal ; this mmisler ordered a return to be made 
of all the prisoners in the kingdom, with the 
nature of thieir alleged crimes, and term of 
conlinement. The abuses practised by the 
officers of the prisons gave rise ta this enquiry, 
for it had been custon>ary for the goalers to 
liberate the prisoners on their parole on re- 
ceiving a proportionate gratuity.

All causes relating to British subjects for- 
merly went before the Judge Conservator, 
who was chosen by themselves, aad accepted 
by the crown, and from whose decision no 
appeal was granted save to the highest court 
where lawsuits' must be determined within the 
space of four months: but this privilege and 
several other immunities enjoyed by us, have 
been bartered away by a treaty in which 
most of the advantages were on one sideband 
all the sacrifices on the other.

At Ibe foitf corners of this vast 
aparimeot are passages leading to the various 
store-irooias and orf&ocs, ail of which corres- 
pond is apacioasnciii with th^ principal room. 
The whole boilding, ineludinff the India-bouse, 
forms a square, the interior of whkh is planted 
with trees and contains a fouatain surrounded 
hy seats for the accomodation of idlers. la 
Ibis square is kept, as a kind of cariosity, a 
small brais cannon, so situated under three 
lenses as to dlsc;harge itself exactly at the 
iours of nine, twelve and three o^cIock by the 
rsys of the sun concentrated in the focus. It 
msy here bs reiliavked to the credit of the 
Portogiiesa that, in spite of the depressed state 
of ibeU finances, ni'ttcb elegance and even 
raagnificenee is displayed in many of their 
public offices. It would be well if we could 
add that equal attention had been paid to 
improve and simplify the method of adminis* 
Cratini; the affairs that are transacted within 
tbem, ioBt-ehd of creating unnecessary impedi-i 
menSs to the dispatch of business. 

The novtb side of the squiare contains the 
ofifees of the mimster of Justice and Ecclesi- 
asticad alflbirs^the Junta do Credito Pnblico 
— the Sipveme Tribunal of Justice, and the 
Mttoieipal Chamber .--'-The west side contains 
ibe office of the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
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— *tbe treasury— «tbe offices of ilie mbisteTs t>f 
iPinancB, of ibe Maxine and of Ibe War de* 
partmenis^' 

Passing al^ng ih^. Rua d& ^tfriena/ the ier* 
TO i nation of whieb forins Ibe north Mrest en- 
trance to the Pragado Cammereio, we «nler 
the Largo 40 Pclowrinhd^ ( PiHory Place ). 
This square- conUins Ui the oenire a twiated 
column of stone^ supporting^ dm anniilary 
ephere. Instead of Ihis quiet ornament^ the 
column was formerly suroaounted by several 
iron spike^^.ifitf^nded. to bold the hesaids of crt* 
ininals afteTexeciition.As sigmiicant eAiUems 
of justice, similar columns, or .Pd^nnhosj 
^re erected in thoso towns of Portugal^ which 
possess judicial tribunals* For thesu^wtitu^ 
tion of the armiliary sphere in the Peiouri^ 
n^o of Lisbon, in place of the horrid points^ 
stern mememtos. of guilt overtaken by the law, 
we are ipcjebted to a Attmane order of ' Don 
Pedro soon afl.^r his arrival. 

On the south side of this square is the<Ar« 
senal. This building is remarkable for con- 
tainihg a magnificent room, termed Cases do 
finco^ in which is a model ship^ ^completely 
rigged, and serving for. the exercise of the 
young men, who are learning nautical tactics. 
It also contains apartments for the Board of 
Health, and a naval school. Attached to it 
IS a dock for bjiilding vessels of war. The lasft 
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Kae ofbattle ship that was launched from this- 
dock was the Vasco da Gama, which after be- 
ing twenty years on the slocks, was set afloat 
fiboul twelve jrears ago,sfnce which time it has 
only onee (ken out of sight of the shores of 
Portug>ah 

In the Afsenal yard there ii a fountain of 
mineral waters, principally containing sulphu- 
retted hydrogen, which have been lately used 
, with. OMic^'Siioeett for iriediccrl purposes. 

The bank of Lisbon ^rms the east side of 
ihe Largo do Pclourinho ; the other sides are 
formed of cegular buildings, consisting of 
dwelling-houses, four stories high. At the 
north west corner of this square is the office 
of the only Omrt thus Company in Lisbon., 
^fhicb among^ 'its shareholders reckons no 
less a personage than* King Ferdinand, who 
soon after his arrival iii the country entered 
his name with a laudable view of stimulating 
his subjects to engage in national improve- 
ments.

Advancing idQD|;i{t4a ^ ../AYa9M^» wacoraa 
to a small square, callad tbe Largo do Corpo 
SaniOf the sputhern side of which is open to 
the river, and the western is formed by a 
church and convent beloogiag to Ihe Irish 
Dominicans. This religious foundaiioii» being 
under the protection of the' British flagi es* 
caped the avaricious grasp of the reformers 
of religious houses under Don Pedro in 1833. 
It was commenced in the year I6&9 by 
Donna Louisa de Guzman, the celebrated 
queen of Don John IV. surnamed the Mcm* 
taurador. The building was entirely destroyed 
by the earthquake of 1765 on which occasion 
it is recorded that one of the ^ood fathers 
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fearlessly radied into the midst of the falling 
luins, for the purpote of rescaiog the incred 
pix ; and having locceeded in doing so, bore 
it in procession to the Chorch of St. Eiitabetb, 
attended by a vast concourse of people implor- 
ing the Divine mercy. Some years elapsed 
before the fathns were enabled to baild their 
semtnary and little church. Somt respectable 
families in Ireland gave munificent donations 
for this purpose : the rest of the expense was 
l^neroosly defrayed by the Portuguese, whose 
bumanity was excited in favor of men, whom 
a cruel, and disgraceful code of sanguinary 
laws, had then excluded from the common 
rights of cititenship in their native land. Ma- 
ny illustrioos men, afterwards promoted to the 
mitre in Ireland, and elsewhere, were edu- 
cated in this Convent, not to mention a oum« 
i)cr of others, who by their enlightened zeal, 
self devoCedoets, and charity, have merited 
well of their country. By thus sending 
forth faithful pastors to a fakhful people, this 
T^foqs' seminary, has nobly performed its 
part towards assuaging those evils' which an 
nojast and oppressive system of government, 
during two centuries of misrule has accumu- 
lated on unhappy Ireland. 

A IKtle further on i^ the Praga das Romu* 
iar€$ otherwise called Cac$ do Sodriy both 
^hich appellations ate derived from the names 
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of former proprietors 9^ tbe^tuprrafitn^Lpg bofl4^| 
ings. This square is r.eio^rkAbIefor it^ lessee

Passing onwards in the sam^ /direction we 
come to the fisb-markist)i2i6^a iVooo, wl^icb 
is large and commodiously arrapged*. Perhaps 
there are f^w places so well supf^ied with fish 
as Lisbon ; and nptwiLhstanqmg the, b^vy 
duties levied on its entrance ipfotb^ market, 
fish ipay be purchased- at one half t{^ ^^rice 
it sells for in London. Contiguous t9,)Ll(« fish 
market is the foi^t of St.,Pi^ifl.wbJc}i;j|er.vie& as 
a conveoient dep£it for ship capnooi, ana cob.- 
taihs lodgments for disabled soldiers. . , 

Passing the square and church of Sty. PauFs 
which possesses a bandspme front and is spa<- 
cious and elegant in its interior, we come to 
the mint. This edifice contaios a powerful 
steam engine and machinery for coining,, but 
the objects in it, mosti attractive to a traveller, 
are a collection of rich gold and silver orna- 
ments, which were taken from the suppressed 
.convents and are here deposited. Aoioogst 
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rlihm mairJbe mentioned a golden cross weigh* 
ing twelve marks, four ounces, ^iven by Don 
Sanclio I. to ibe chtircb of the Holy Cross at 
Coimbra in 181C; —a large ancient cross of 
siWer,-^ another of gold inlaid with precious 
stones, anid a large' pix, also set with stones, 
from 'Aifeoba^a';— i-a 'm&ignfficent silver remon- 
strance^ or'sepulchrt for Holy Week, of Gothic 
(design, taken from the' house of the religious 
knights of Thofnar ;-— a remonstrance taken 
froni'lh«' Patriarchal ehutch, which cost one 
millioir'-two h'tindred thousand crowns;-~ari« 
other from the chapel of Bemposta, which is 
worth by weight seventeen contos de reis, 
about' 2/4,960, exclusive 6f the diamonds and 
othei^'^precioay'stMies with Which it is inlaid; 
•^a third rembnstratice taken from the churcK 
of B^feih, lind ' which was made by order of 
king iB'thihanuel but of the first gold that was 
broughtfroW Quiloa ;— an ancient exquisitely 
wrought change taken'froui Thomar; — two 
others from C</?mbra;-*a royal sceptre made

*rhe church has little to reconnmead it. In 
the square is a fountain surrouiided as usual 
hy numbers of noi^y 6allegas4 Previously to 
the arrival of Don Pedroy thefe ^tood in this 
square a cross surrounded by the embienis of 
the crucifixion beautifully wrought in stone, 
th^ whole being enclosed within iron. rails. 
Kimilar emblems were formerly • often to be 
met with in the. town and coantryybut beauti« 
ful and expressive as t))ey were in a Christian 
landf.they, were torn down with as savage 
r]v.cklessness as pagan Goth, or Vandal could 
have displayed;—- even the crois erected by 
St. £lixabetb to commemorate the ctiabra* 
te4 reco'nciliatipn effected by ber prayert and 
intreaties, fell beneath tbe iconoclastic rage 
pf the enlightened legislators of 1833. 

R^tyrning to the main road, and passing 
ihe . palace of the Marquis of AbraateSr the 
parish church of the Sanioi^ and tbe resfalen« 
ces of the Count de Murga, Viscoonbess d^As- 
seca, MarquU de Pombal, Marquis dat Mi« 
nas and Count of Sabugai, we arrive at the 
convent of St» Jo)m of Uod» at preset trans*

tjpposite which is a neat church with au ele- 
l^nt marble fronts dedicated in honour of St* 
Francis of PauL Oontinuing in the same di«- 
rectioD we come to the foot of the hill that 
leads to the present residence of the royal fa- 
mily, the palace of the Necesndadet. § 

An account of the foundaiion of this Pa^ 
lace with its annexed church and convent^ 
may be acceptable to our readers. It owes its 
title .to an.ienage of our Lady of Health which 
was broi!ight to Alcantara from the village of 
Kriceira, by a weaver who had fled thither 
to escape the pestilence of 1598. This man 
lodged his image in a frmatl chapel which he 
vas enabled to build by the alms of the faith- 
ful, and which he dedicated to St. Mary under 

§ Palacio das Necessidades^ Palace of Want. 
Ibis ominous appellation gave rise some time 
ago to a humorous remark in one of the daily 
papers. Costa Cabral, who was prime minis- 
ter, was at that time living in the Travessa 
ios Ladroei (Thieves* lane). The principal 
cemetery of the town is denominated j4l£odos 
Pra%ere$f or Height of Pleasure. "What good' 
asked the writer, ^<can be expected in a coun« 
try where the monarch lives in the Palace of 
Want) the minister in Thieves* lane, and 
^hexe Ihe Height of pleasure belongs to the 
toffiaed dead !**

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Ihe lille of Our Lady Reliever of N«cessittte», 
In a short time the image became famoos, bndj 
was much resorted to by ifie population underj 
the impression that many wonderful cures hadi 
been obtained from God l^ Christ's bolyj 
Mother in favor of those who took this modej 
of seeking her intercession. Among others 
Don John V. entertained a particular vene- 
ration for this image, and attributed to tbe| 
prayers of Her whom it represented fais^ reco- 
very from a dangerous illness in^ 1748* Id 
gralitude for ihis cure he purchased the whole 
of the ground which formi the present site of 
the edifice of the N^cetsidGdes, And built him- 
self a palace close to the chapel which be en- 
larged and enriched. In addition to this he 
constructed a convent, in which he placed 
clergymen, whose institute was to exercise the 
ordinary duties of the priesthood, and also to 
give instruction to youth if) all the sciisnces* 
These priests who belonged to the Congrega* 
tion of St. Philip Neri, and who were also 
known by the appellation of Oralorians, were 
put in possession of this convent in 1747# 

The buildings are delightfully situated and 
possess an excellent view of the river and its 
banks. The palace has an imposing entrance. 
The staircases by which you ascend io the 
royal apartments are magnificent, and are pan« 
eiled on the sides and ceiliog with polished 
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marble. The coBveniences of the original pa* 
iace have been materially increased by the 
annexation of the suppressed convent, and its 
extensive gardens, which have been lately 
converted into gay and elegant parterres, and 
may be vkited in the absence of the Queen, 
by obiainiag a ticket from one of the Lords 
in waiting. The church is small but elegant 
and built entirely of stone, and has at its en* 
trance a statue of St. Peter by the Romaa 
sculptor Giusti, i^hd another of St. Paul, by 
Almeida a native of Portugal. The portico 
ilself is well worthy of attention for the beau* 
ty of its design and execution. You ascend 
to it by five steps, it has four columns and 
three arches in front, with an arch on each 
side, and a verandah, and ornamented balus- 
trade. The marble statues of St. Charles Bor- 
Tomeo, and St. Camillus de Lellis, on each 
side of the great window and the image over 
the door in relievo of the Blessed Virgin, with 
the infant in her arms, surrounded by atteiv- 
dant angels, are well worthy of observation. 

On the terrace in front of the building is 
an elaborately wrought fountain. In the midst 
of the tank rises an obelisk of red marble, 
thirty palms high, surmounted by a gilt ball 
and cross of bronze. 

As we are now on the subject of the ordi* 
nary residence of the present sovereign of 
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Portugal, a succinct accoUAt of the persons 
composing the reigning family may be here 
properly introduced. The name of her Mosfc 
Faithful Majesty is Donna Maria da Gloria, 
Joanna, Carlotta,Leopoldina,fsidora<ila Cruz, 
Franoisca Xavier de Paula, Michae)a,Gabri- 
ela, Luiza Gonzaga. Her titles^ are Queen of 
Portugal and the Algarve^, § Lady of Guinea 
and of the navigation, conquest and comenerce 
of Ethiopia, Arabia, PerBia,'&G; She was born 
on the 4th of April 1819; in 1834 she mar- 
ried the prince Don AugustO CaHos, Duice of 
Leuchtenberg,&c. who died in March 1835: 
in 1836 she married her second husband, 
the present king Don Fernando, Augusto, 
Francisco, Antonio Duke of Saxe«Coburg 
Gotha, who was born on the SSHh of Octo- 
ber 1816.

Quilting ihe palace of the Necemdadcs^ 
and conlin.uing our walk, to the westward, we 
reach the hfridge oi^jUcantara^ on the right 
parapet of which is a fine statue of St. John 
Nepomupen, which was erected by D. Maria 
Anna of Austria, whose superb mausoleum may 
be seen in the church bearing the saint's name. 
This valuaUe. specimen of statuary was the 
work. of tlie sculptor Paidua, and was placed 
on the centre of the bridge in remembrance 
of the m^r^yr ^ving been thrown from the 
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bridge of Prague into the waters of the MoI<* 
daw^ for refusing to break tl^e inviolable se» 
ccecy of Confession. It was solcn^iQly inau- 
gurated in 1744. 

At the Ca/vartOy.at a little distance from 
the bridge of j^lcantarOf in a building con- 
structed for the purpose by Don John V. there 
is a collection of ancient coaches^ perhaps the 
most curious now anywhere existing*. There 
is a very remarkable state coach of. t^iog Af- 
fonso Henriques, who reigne4 from. 1128 till 
1185, which has seven beautiful Venetian win* 
dows, each from eight to nine palms square; 
the cushions are interwoven with gold thread ; 
it contains also paintings^ raised work, and 
ornaments of gilt bronze; these latter equal if 
not exceed the most beautiful works in or* 
moulu of the French. Near it, is an unwieldy 
co^ch made in Brazil, and ornamented with 
gold. Another coach equally rich of Emma- 
nuel the Great is in addition covered with 
beautiful relievos. There \i atsp to be found 
here the .slate coach of king Dennis, who 
reigned in 1379, and in which no doubt must 
have sate Fu queen, the saintly Elizabeth: on 
the box are wrought flowers and cbats of arms 
on a ground of gold in the highest perfection; 
the interior is lined with ^old brocade* There 
is also a series of coaches constructed in Ma-* 
drid of two and four seats, which. brought tq. 
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Portuf ai the Infarnta; of Spain, Donna Maria 
Anna Victoria, daughter of king Philip V. 
when she espoused Don Joseph l.then prince 
of Brazil. These Spa^iish coaches are lich^but 
for Ibe most part inconvenient; they are co- 
vered wjtb velvet galloons and gilding. There 
are also a great number of other carriages, 
varying in shape from the triumphant Roman 
car, to our modern tilburies, and were in- 
tended to carry tlie images of the saints in the 
processions. Here are likewise to be seen a 
considerable variety of the berlindas of the 
Irtfanteiyund tittle donkey carriages, ancient 
carts and chaises, butft as clumsily as though 
tbey were carrfer carts, but covered with a 
profusion of gilding, and differently coloured 
pafnlings. 

Near Ibis historical depAt of carriages, are 
tiie royal stables, which are admirably ar- 
ranged, lofty, airy, and provided with spring 
wat^r; They contain at present about sixty 
mules. Theise with a hundred and twenty 
Iiorseb ferm the royal stud. In the time of 
Joseph I. and his daughter Mary I. it con- 
aisted;df-about two thousand of these animals : 
Don John' VI. reduced this number to one 
lialf ; and Don Miguel possessed some hun- 
dreds. It ifVould be difficult to disco'ver the 
iieoesaity foFsuoh* a number of horses, were it

On this side the two wings, 
which are one story higher than the rest of 
the building, are surrounded by balustrades, 
and are each ornamented by twelve trophies. 
Th6f interior of the edifice Is divided into 
apartments, some of which 'are fihish^d, and 
have their watls painted tn fresco. The best 
is that representing the acclamation of tire 
Duke of Bragan^a under* the tKle of DonI 
John IV., the work of a Portuguese artist by 
name Luiz da CtinhaTaborda. The view pre* 
sentcd from the top of the buildirig will am- 
ply repay the trouble of ascending the winding 
staircase thai leadi 16 the sCKiHhit.

Pbtassi* § The high altar is entirely covered 
with silver, and on either side of it are marble 
sarcophagi} supported upon elephants. With* 
in are the remains of the founder^ king Bmnia- 
nuel, and his queen Donna Maria, third 
daughter of Ferdinand the Oatholic, those of 
bis son Don John III. and of the queen of the 
latter Catharine of Austria, daughter of Phi- 
lip {. of Spain. Tlie inscription on the tomb 
of Emmanuel the Great is remarkable.

Behind the High Altar there is a small 

chamber containing the remains of Don Af* 

fonsf^ VI. His body is dressed in the costume 

of the period in which he lived, and though 

two centuries have elapsed, the whole is tole« 

rably perfect. 

§ Abbade Castro in his ^^Description of the 
royal monastery of Belem, 1^40^* had stated 
this to be the name of the principal architect. 
This was contradicted by Snr. Vernhagen ; 
but after a patient investigation of the docu- 
ments on this subject existing in the Torre da 
Tomboj this impartial antiquary has ackno\v« 
ledged his error and subscribed to Castro's 
Ippinion,

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-walls wliere altars have stood, tell of the iWtii 
Tage of men who war on that religion, to the 
inspirations of which so much beauty owed its 
origin. ! 

The monastery itself which is attached to, 
the church, and runs from east to west, con- 
sists of two long galleries, with cells on each 
side, over each of which is a Latin verse taken 
from the scriptures. Between the lower gallery 
and jthe choir is an oblong room, remarkable 
for containg the portrats of the Portuguese 
monarchs and which for this reason is known 
by the name of the Casa dos Rets* The pic- 
tures have little to recommend them in an ar* 
tistic point of view, but are interesting for bav- 
jng been severally drawn from life. Observe 
the pale and delicate but intelligent expression 
of the countenance of Don Emmanuel ; the 
stalwart John II. wielding a ponderous wea- 
pon ; the juvenile and active figure of Don 
Sebastian, and the mixture of tenderness and 
severity in the features of Peter the Just or 
the CrueL A beautiful piazza onee ran the 
whole length of the building ; but through a 
spirit of petty economy arches have been filled 
up by whitewashed walls and divided into 
tenements. 

Of this convent a modern traveller thus 
writes: ^< Its poetry is gone, and the impress of 
degradation is being daily stamped upon its 
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romantic pnrlicos. I had hoped to meet in 
each cell a venerable religious of St. Jerome ; 
and the marble seats certainly looked as if 
they had been made only for the plaited ba« 
bits of the monks.* But the monastery of Be* 
lein is now transformed into an asylum for 
orphans and foundlings. After the expulsion 
of its legitimate possessors, who were scattered 
abroad on the world without either shelter or 
meansof subsistence, this was perhaps the most 
decent purpose to which God's house deprived 
of its ancient tenants could be applied, and 
much better than if it had been converted in- 
to a manufactory or warehouse. 

The establishment,. Casa Pia^ is at present 
condocted with admirable order, and is under 
the especial protection of the empress; yet, this 
notwithstanding, I am by no means an advo- 
cate of the utilitarian system." The interior \ 
arrangements of the establishment, as far as 
material appliances go, reflect credit on the^ 
conductors of the charity, but the inlellectualj 
and religious departments are shamefully de- 
fective. J 

The next object claiming attention is the 
convent of Bom Successor which stands or 
the side of the road at a little distance to the 
^est of the Jeronymite convent. We introduce! 
U on account of its being occupied by Irish 
ladies of lh« order of St, Dominic. This buildi^ 
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ing was founded in. the year 1639, under 
Philip in. of Spain. These nuns having been 
deprived of the greater part of their iacome, 
have successfully directed iheir talents to the 
education of young ladies. 

At a short distance stands the tower of Be< 
lem, known also as St. Vincent*s castle. This 
tower was projected by Don John 11. for the 
purpose of forming a cross fire with the Torre 
Velha built by Don John I. However it de- 
volved on his successor Don £iTi(nanueI to 
carry the design into execution, which he ac 
complished about the year 1521, in the same 
style as his magnificent convent, and as some 
authors affirm to serve as protection to it. 

The tower was originally buiit on a rock 
in the midst of the water, but it is now con- 
nected with the village by a tract of sand, 
which time has deposited on the north side. 
This edifice, so conspicuous for its venerable 
architecture, is indebted to the good taste of 
his present Majesty Don Fernando for iti 
restoration, by whose directions the modern 
whitewashed walls that so long disfigured it 
were puUed down, and the buildioj; repaked 
with scrupulous attention to its original con* 
struction. The bastions and watf:h towers of 
stone with their peculiar angular wockman 
ship, the crenated terrace, the loop holes ia^ 
the walls, the flowered crosses of the order of 
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Cbrist carved on the battlements will be all 
objects of interest to the poet or the antiquary, 
^hile standing beneath this interesting monu- 
ment, he listens to the sounds of the waves 
which beat against its foundations, or to the 
whistling of the wind as it sweeps over its 
summit. 

One of the greatest curiosities of Belem cas- 
tle is undoubtedly the royal saloon, which for- 
merly had a balcony looking towards the sea, 
above which are the arms of Emmanuel the 
Great. This apartment is remarkable for pos- 
sessing an elliptical roof which is so con- 
structed as that two individuals placed in op- 
posite extremities of the hall can speak with 
each other, while persons remaining in the 
centre are unable to hear the conversation. 

On the platform are mounted six pieces of 
cannon remarkable for their antiquity as well 
as for their elaborate workmanship. There 
are dungeons underground, the descent into 
which is closed by iron gratings level with the 
pavement. 

Considered in a military point of view, this 
fortress cannot offef any effectual resistance 
against an attacking force. Indeed it was 
considerably shattered by a single broadside 
from an English frigate some fifty years ago; 
and so far from contributing to the defence 
of the riTer, any resistance would only draw 
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vpon itself in,evitable destruclioo. Hence it 
is the wish of a numerous and sensible class 
tbal it should cease to be preserved as a mili- 
tary defence, and should be employed like the 
tower of London as a depdt for the conserva- 
tion of national trophies and curiosities. Until 
wiihin a few years an impost of .1,800rs. for 
the maintenance of the military stationed 
therein, was paid by every ship passing the 
fower. 

" Having thus conducted the stranger to what 
may he considered the most westerly poiot of 
tbe metropolis, we would advise him IF the 
vvind or tide should prove favorable to return 
home by water, and to relieve the tediousness 
of the passage we will tell him a story. About 
the year 1809-10 an extraordinary announce- 
ment was made to the good people of Lisbon 
that a gentleman of inventive genius had had 
the good fortune to discover a method of walk- 
ing on the water. The means which he was 
to employ for this purpose were no other than 
k pair of huge cork boots. This novel adver* 
tisement excited universal attention, and the 
interest it occasioned was wound up to its 
highest pitch when it was found that the in- 
ventor so far from shrinking from public scru- 
tiny, intended to subject his invention to 
actual experiment in the presence of all who 
should take the trouble to witness it^and had 
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fixed the time and place for its realization. 
He pledged himself to the whole pppulation 
of Lisbon to walk from Belem-quay io the 
opposite side of the river. The day mentioned 
in this extraordinary announcement arrived, 
and such was the eagerness to see the feat of 
this wonder- work ing-man-of-boots, that the 
whole city was literally emptied of its inha* 
bitants. Enormous sums were ask^d for vehi- 
cles or beasts of burden, and from early dawn 
liie busy boats incessantfy plied freighted with 
passengers of every description, from Lisbon 
to Belem. This exlrabrdinary influx of so 
many thousand persons exhausted the ordina« 
ry supply of provisions in that and the adja- 
cent bairro^- Midday came and expectation 
was on tiptoe; every .eye was directed to the 
river, but the occasion of all this excitement 
appeared not. An/ hour passed away and no 
one camet. Another hour, and still he tarried. 
Slowly and sadly passed the afternoon, and 
not till the sun had set on the horison could 
the gaping crowd be induced to believe tl^at 
they had been hoaxed. Night now rapidly 
closed over them, and gave them an opportu- 
nity of skulking to the ci^y without meeting the 
jeers and ridicule of the few who had staid at 
home. This ludicrous occurrence is well re- 
membered to this day; and many still exist 
who were themselves duped on the occasion. It

Taking again the Tetreiro^lo Pago for oar 
starting point, and proceeding to the east- 
Wftrd along Rua Nova da Alfandega^ we 
come to the church of the Conceifdo f^elha^ 
M'bich is remarkable for having been a Jewish 
synagogue down to the lime of king Emma- 
nnel. That prince converted it into a Christian 
church, and embellisfhed it with a stone front 
in the same style as the church of St. Jerooie. 
Tbe front is the only part of the building that 
can interest the stronger, as the intetior pes* 
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sesses na acchJteclufal oierit. This i^Mirch jbo. 
loogs to Ibe kmgbU of (be miliury ordisr of 
Christ. 

A little further or, o» tJMi opposite sidt of th^ 
street, and at the terminaiion of the general 
Custom House, stand the buildings called the 
SeiC'Cagas and ^er*D-p<%o, through whjchaU 
such articles as come under the denoaiiiia»tioii 
of provisions, as wine^ oil, meat, fruits, &c«. 
must pass pacing duty before they can enter 
the city. There is a large quay in front of the 
building. 

Passing a number of stalls or shambles, ia 
which pork »nd jihmtefo cheese, made of 
sheep*s milk, are the chief commodilies we see 
on our left a fountajifm |a \irbich we descend 
from the road a|nd nvhicb flows through a 
number of parallel apertures. This fountain 
is called Ch<^an% do Reiy King*s fountain,^ 
and is remarkable for the abundance of the 
water which it yields, the flow appearing 
never to decrease even in the driest sum- 
mer* It is not, like most of the other fountains 
in Lisbonv, connected with the gratKl aque- 
duet, but is supposed todrarw its supplieis from 
an enonnoos reservoir concealed in the hill 
that is. orowned by the castle of St« Geerge. 
The water is always of a higher tempeiature> 
than that of the aqueduct, and is said to be 

bene&ciEil in several di^rdexs. 
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The next object that attracts the eye id the 
Corn market) Terreiro do trigo. This is a 
large building and contains spacious apari- 
ments for various species of grain, besides offi- 
ces fot the payment of duties, &c. During the 
hours of business gteat numbers of mules are 
usual iy seen waiting in the court that fronts 
the edifice. These belong to the millers who 
come there for corn^from the numerous wind- 
mills that' e^ery where top the heights in the 
neighbourhood of the town. These mules are 
often excessively vicious, and we would ad- 
vise the stranger when passing them to keep 
out of the reach ef their heels or mouths. 
However they generally give notice of hostile 
intentions by a sort of squeak, which circum- 
stance is alluded tb in the following proverb, 
which as it- contains a reflection on fearned 
ladies we will not translate; — * 

*« Do Macho que diz irn, 
E da Mulher que sabe Laiim,. 
Libera nos Domine." 

Opposite the Corn market are the thermal 
baths known by the name of the Akagariaw^* 
They are much frequented by rheumatic pa* 
tients. The letting of them produces a very 
considerable income.

This bttrldrng is of an irregular conilruction, 
but its facade to the west .is not destitiile. 6f 
elegance.

It contains 'seVera! ancieint an^^'curi* 
ous guns, and other weapons, a'nd also the fa- 
mous canhWn which was taken at ihe'Seige'of 
of Dill by Nono dd Ciinha ih lb33..

A little further on we comeito t(ie Arlillery

Passinj^ 
ihese we arrNe at'lhief Caes dd Tofb, literally 
Furze.qiiay,' lit wbidh are usually piled[ large 
qiiantittefe of bmsliwood for fuel. This spot is 
the Tybdrn of tisbbti, and has witnessed the 
closing scene of the lUes of many atrocious 
crimifMils. Wbeti an execution is to take placci 
part of the brushwood is removed and a tern* 
porarj gaiiows* is erected. 

Tb« foltowtng account of a Portuguese ex«

Commeficing our ramble once more from 
the Praga do Commcroio, and passing up the 
Rua da Prata^ the most easterly of the prin- 
cipal streets which terminate in the iquare^ 
and taking the third turn to the right, we shall 
come to the parish church of St. Mary Ma^« 
dalen. This ediAce may be taken as a fair 
sample of the style of building which prevails 
io the churches of Lisbon, Sanctuary elevated 
one or two .steps and forming a distinct cha- 
pe! placed at one end of the mairi building, 
though not separated from the nave except 
L S 
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any attempt to do so ba facilitated by the 
patches of whitewashed waUs relieved by pli-' 
lart surmounted by gilded capitals. The ap- 
pearance it presents on entering is heavy and 
sombre. The sanctuary k surrounded by a 
corridor lined by a. number of chapel^ the 
most jnteresting of wbicb is that containing 
the grotto of the Nativity, the work of Ma- 
chado de Castro. The present sanctuary was 
built by AfTonso IV. whose remaiivs as well 
as those of bisqi^ieen are deposited in it. The 
monument is an. interesting and curious spe- 
cimen. Little, however, as the cathedral of 
Lisbon has to recommend it la an architectural 
point of view, still the historical recollections^ 
with which' it is connected- render it an object 
replete with interest. It was here that bishop 
Gilbert, our countryman, officiated in the 
capacity of first bishop of Lisbon. It was from 
its turrets that one of his successors was pre- 
cipitated in 1384. Here too was deposited 
the body of the martyr St. Vincent when 
brought from the promontory which bears bis 
name. 

The mention of this circumstance reminds 
vs of the ravens that are usually kept ki a 
recess at the back of the church. Now, as 
these birds have beea a subject of much won- 
derment to English travellers, and an occasion 
of several ingenious and original stories, it 
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may be well to give the real and aalbentic 
version of their history.^ 

In the beginning of the fourth century, on^ 
of the most illustrious Tictims of the persecu* 
tion of Dioclesian was the martyr St. Vincent* 

§As samples of the ingenuity and inventive 
powers of the tourists above^alluded to, take 
Ibe following: — 

"Some three or may be four hundred years 
»go,a party of holy individuals sailed for Lisr 
bon, having under their, charge some parties* 
lar sacred relics. Fortune however did noi 
lavor them ; and the vessel was driven about 
at sea for so long a time that every soul on 
board perished ! Two crows then made ihei^ 
appearance and very handsomely towed the 
Vessel into Lisbon by their united exertions !"

I " The dead body of St. Vincent was

out his murderers, and inspired by holy re^ 
venge.tore out their eyes.'* 

Summer in Andcdueia. 
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After he bad undergone; the molt frif btfal tor- 
ments, bis lifeless body was exposed by order 
of the prefect Daciaii outside the w^llsof Va« 
lentia; bat a ipirstculpus jnterppfsition of Hea« 
ven guarded, the remaios of. tha* martyr by 
the agency of a raven, which defefided them 
from the attacks of beasts and birds pf pr^y* 
The fact is attested by St. Augustin and other 
contemporary writers* Under the docninioii 
of the Moors in Spain, the Christians of 
the proViAce of Valepti^ ^eire e'tpo^ed to a 
violent persecution uiidter king; Abderanoen 
ft'nd to Escape the drdehy 6f theSafacen, Ibey 
retired to a distant prodidnto^y in the king* 
dom of AlgJirve, and Carried With tbfcra the 
6h'eHshed remains of St. Vintehl. After the 
f^thoiis battle of Oi^rtqut&V &nd th^ cohie^uent 
exJ3ulsion of the Mboh fi^oAi Portugal^ A ffon- 
so (lenriquies, in tbi year 1139 dan^^d these 
iiilicsto beconve3^ed hyteA tb Lkbon. Ib that 
ageof faitb the ti^arfsiat^c^vi of the body was 
considered an event full of interest, worthy of 
lasting rearieiilbrant3e,afid likely tW bringdown 
cdl the city ainindttnt blessifigs frotn'theOod 
of uifirtyrs. St. Vincent was, therefo^e,^ ehoeen 
as Irhe patron of the oietropoiii. A ic^nd says 
that a ooupie of ravens ivecoiftipttiiied ihd ves« 
Bel in itk voyage; and to* commeuiorate the 
anivalof the relics and>bvtsbinhetsti«tt of tbis 
bird with the martyr's history a ship^aadlwo 
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ravens wer^ adopted 89 (be armt of the city, 
and a couple of the tame birds were ordered 
to be kept at the cathedral. And now begging 
the reader*^ pardon for this digression, and 
for the defence of Ralph from the imputation 
of superstition, which his visitors seem so ea« 
ger to fasten upon him, we will take our leavo 
of the ravens and the cathedral, and proceeds 
ing along the street that passes under the 
north windows, pay a visit to the pris^on of the 
Aljubt ^nd'Litnocire. 

The former of these prisons was originally 
destined for the detention of those criminals 
who were entitled to clerical priviieges and 
imnaunitiesi It is now occupied by culprfU 
who have been condeiiined to expiate their 
offences by labouring for various periods iri 
works of pabllc utitily. The Limoeiro is a 
large, irregulafr, tellow botldrng capable df 
containing seme ihousandsr of prisoners, and 
seldon his {ess than Seven hundred. It is a 
curious fact that Ihis prison was, previously 
to its appiieation to its -present purpose, a ro^ 
Jal palace, and a favorite residence of the 
Porttigoese Bionarchs. 

Th«l prism disdiplihe^ though' nnder severe 
regulation's,' is not ealcufeted to improve tbe 
morality of thelnaiales. The Lisbon thi<!>ve9r, 
like those of Londoh;^ have tigns aind a laA^ 
gaage pecteliar v tfie confraternKy, by meaiia 
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of which they are able to keep up.wilbout 
detection a correspondence with their brelhren 
without, and instances have occured where by 
making early application, and a competent 
reward to the incarcerated members of the 
profession, the stolen property has been res- 
tored to the owners. This place is tiie perma- 
nent residence of the public executioners, who 
are always criminals that have been re{>rieved 
from the gallows, on condition of rendering 
to their confreres when required, the service 
once due to themselves. Their professional 
skill is exhibited by clinging to the rope as 
the criminal is being swung off the ladder, 
and hastening the term of the sufferer's ago- 
nies by sitting upon his shoulders, The fero* 
city of some of the prisoners sometimes shows 
itself in deadly contests with each other, and 
on these occasions, as it would be dangerous 
for turnkeys to interfere recourse is had to the 
expedient of emptying from above baskets of 
flaked lime on the heads of the combatants, 
Spme time ago (the £9th of April, 1847) the 
prison doors were forcibly opened by a party 
from without, who surprised the guard. The 
attempt was made for the purpose of freeing 
the political prisoners, most of whom effected 
their escape. On that occasion numbers of the 
felony made their way into the neighbouring 
i^trfi^U) where many of them were cut down 
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sDil bayonelled by the soldiers, white altetnpU 
iflg, as was very oatural, to make good tbeir 
escape. 

Leaving the Limoeiro and taking the ascent 
to the left, we reach the cast)e of St. George, 
-^a title which is said to be of English origin, 
and dating cither from the marriage of Don 
John I. with Donna Philippa of Lancaster, or 
from the aid rendered by the English under 
the duke of Cambridge to Ferdinand I. The 
Castle stands on the summkofthe hill, which 
is very steep on the north and west sides, but 
less so to the south and east. This hill, with 
the two contiguous hairros which skirt its base 
on the east and west, formed the ancient city, 
which was gradually extended over the ad* 
jacent valley and the opposite hill, where tra- 
ces of the wall are still visible near the chut'ch 
of 5. Rojue. The inclosure of the castle com- 
prised within the wall and fortified turrets^ 
denominated from tradition the towers of Ulys- 
ses, form an independent parish^ It comprises 
dwelling bouses, military prisons, and soldiers 
quarters. The principal entrance is on the 
south west side ; and is denominated St. Geor- 
ge*s gate. It has a statue of the patron saint 
in a niche on the left hand .side. On the north 
is another gateway through which the valiant 
Don Martin Moniz formed a passage in the 
faoious siege, when the city was taken from 
M 
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tbe Moors. The prowess of this wartior,vrho 
perished on the occasion, was rewarded by 
Affonso Henrlqnes who ordered his bust to be 
erected in inftrble oter the gate. Underneath, 
is ihe following inscription ; — «< J?/ Ret D6 
JIfonm Henrtques mdndou <zqui acAocar esta 
estatua c cahega de pedra em memoriadaglo' 
nosa morfe qut D6 Mart< Monis progenitor 
dafmnilia dot y^sconeelos recebeu ne%ta por* 
ta quando atruvesHmdo^te nella franqueou 
aos seus a entrada com que se ganhou aot 
Mouros eski cidade no antio 1147.

"The king, Don Alphonsus Henriquea,com- 
inand^d this statue and head of stone to be 
placed here in memory of the glorious death 
which Don Martin M on ii, progenitor of the 
facnily of Vasconcellps, met at this gate, 
when, throwing hlrn&elf across it, he opened 
for his men an entrance, by means of which 
this city was taken from the Moors in the 
year 1147." 

^^ John Roderic de Vasconcsellos e Sousa, 
Count of Castel Melhor his fourteemth male 
heir caused this insciiiption to be placed li«r« 
in the year 1646.** 
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A Tillle below tb)« gate there w«8 formerly 
» village known by tbe deoooiioation of Fil^ 
la OuerWe, which was totally swallowed up 
by an earthquake which^ happened on thi^ 
S6th of January 1&31. 

From a turret, to the right of the entrance 
of Don Martin Moou is presented a magtii*- 
ficeni view of all the north east parts of the 
tawn. The platform, oa whicb are planted 
about a dozen brass nine pounders, ofjer^ an 
equally extensive view to the south west, A* 
a military point of defence the castle of St. 
George is absolutely worthless, though in tbt; 
bands of an enemy it might indict iserious 
injury on tl>e underjacent parts of the city. 
lis battery is principally serviceable for salutes^ 
on gala-days, and has the privilege of com- 
mencing the &T]ng. 

At some distance fr^m the castle, in an ea&t« 
eriy direction stands the church and magnifi* 
cent convent of St. Vincent, Tbe site of ihii 
temple is remarkable for being the spot where 
the founder of the Portuguese monarchy, Don 
Affonso Henric^i^Sy encamped his army when 
be laid siege to the town; his foreign auxili- 
aries being posted on the declivity of the hill 
to the south west. Tradition says, that tbe 
first erection was nothing more than a tempo- 
rary hospital with a ohapel and cemetery fof 
those who might be wounded or kilkd.io the

fticge. When the monarch, who was as relig'r- 
oiis as he was brave, caused the body of St. 
Vincent to be transferred to Lisbon, he de« 
lernnined to erect a temple that might be a 
•worthy receptacle of the martyr*8 remains. 
He himself laid the first stone, and lived to 
lo see the work completed. After the lapse 
of more than four hundred years, Philip II. 
of Spain reconstructed the edifice on a more 
magnificent plan. This is the present build- 
ing; the fagade of the church which is of po- 
lished stone, has an imposing appearance, and 
is ornamented with niches and well executed 
fitalue^of St. Vincent, St. Sebastian, St. An- 
thony, &c. The last mentioned saint made his 
first religious profession in this house. The in- 
terior of the church is cruciform ; the high 
altar stands in the middle of the sanctuary, 
and over it is erected a magnificent baldachin 
ornamented with figures of seraphim, the work 
of the celebrated sculptor Machado. On the 
left side of the transept is the tomb of the 
famous progenitor of the reigning house of 
Braganga, Don Niino Alvarez Pereira, Lord 
High Constable of the kingdom. § His monii- 

§His only daughter and heiress D. Beatrit 
Pereira de Aloim, married Count Barcelos, 
first Duke of Bragan^a, the natural son of 
John 1.

ment, by order of her present Majesty, was 
transferred to this place fronn the suppressed 
convent of the Carmelites which he had fotind- 
' ed^end in which his body had lain unmolested 
from the time of his death. It consists of a 
! mausoienm of fine marble with basso-relievos', 
and with the figuro of the hero lying upon it 
dressed in the Carmelite habit. Near him is 
a representation of a shield>bearer in armour', 
as if standing sentry over his remains. 

Perhaps the most attractive object to a stran- 
ger, though certainly not the most magnifi« 
cent, at St. Vincent's is the resting place of 
the remains of the sovereigns of Portugal. 
Crowded in a dark and narrow chautber, 
"where nought but silence reignf»,'* are the 
coffins of all the House of Bragnnga, with the 
exception of that of Affonso VI. and queen 
Mary I. To each coffin is attached a silver 
piate, on which is inscribed the- date of the 
birth and death of its mouldering occupant, — 
a sad and significani epilogue to all the gran- 
diose titles in which they gloried when living. 

The large and noble convent attached to 
the church, which until the suppression was 
held by the regular canons of St. Augustine, is 
now the residence of the Cardinal Patriarch. 
It contains the Ecclesiastical archives, and the 
office where business connected with (he church 
is transacted. A splendid yiew of the river 
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and the iooth bank m presented from tbe wii»« 
dows. The ring of bells in the church lurreU 
is probably the besi in tb« capital. 

The next object woriby of atteation in tbi» 
quarter of the city h the church and content 
of the Graga. It ctanda on an eleiration to 
the north west of St» Viircenl's. The convent 
is tpocious and couini^df a ^ne view of the 
city and river. It Was fofmei'lj inhabited by 
the heroaits of St. Augustine; but k$ cloistered 
sanctuary is desecrated and turned into bar- 
racks for soldiefs. 'The church is preserved ; 
"Which though it posseses few pecnliarCies in an 
architectural point of view, yet contains aooie 
good paintings from the fertile pencil of Pe- 
dro Alexandrine. In the sacristy is a superb 
mausoleum of otte Mendes Foyos, t«eretary 
of Slate of Don Pedr6 II : and » the sane 
tuaTy is seen anoiher monumenl coittaining 
the ashes of the Counts of Ericeira. This 
church is i»uch fr^uented on Fridays fay per- 
sons who select that day for comfmemorating 
the Passion of Christ ; as a very beaislifui 
image of our Saviour carryinjg the cross is here 
to aid and siimulale tlieir devotion. H'Cfealso 
is kept a rich arid curtoos receplacto far the 
Most Holy Sacrament, whipb was a present 
from the king of Ormus to the ArehUshop of 
Goa.

ii in like jnimner clowned by a religious edU 
ficc, wbicb i» a ohapel known by the name of 
Notsa Stnhora do Matite. Like the Grofa it 
presents a nob|e view of the city and sur« 
loimding cotuitry; but if the traveller wishei 
to enjoy a really magnificent prospect, if his 
soul haag» with delight on rich and diversi« 
6ed scenery of bllle and valleys, of city and 
country, of land and water, of fertile gardene 
and uncultivated woodlands, let him hasten 
to the last height that terminates the ridge, 
and seat fatofiself on the summit of the Penha 
ic Fr€mca. After enjoying tbe view, be may 
if be thinks proper, enter the fast decaying 
convent.-— Deprived of its rightful possessors, 
it presents little that can attract his attention^ 
^much to excite his regret. The church, 
which contains some paintings by Bento Co- 
dio, is still occasionally opened. It is a place 
of much devotion to the Portuguese roarinen, 
V bo not unfrequently go thither in procession 
to testify their gratitude for the succour they 
believe themselves to have received, when in 
imminent risk, through the intercession of 
Cbrist^s blessed Mother. On these occasions 
tbey carry part of the sails or masts of their 
vessel to the church which is dedicated to our 
Lady, and there redeem them for wax candles 
to be burnt before her shrine, or other appro- 
priate emblems of their respect and gratitude.

A I we a^e on ihi^ subject we migbl as well 
Irefer here to a cuslom which will no doubt 
atUact the stranger^s attention, and provoke 
his curiosity ; — we meao the practice of 8us« 
pending in the church small waxen figures or 
pictcires. These are intended to serve as pub- 
lic acknowledgements of cures believed to have 
been wrought by Almighty God through the 
intercession of bis glorified servants. Nor 
can the practice be deemed at all supersti- 
tious by those who believe in the interference 
of Providence in the affairs of this world, or 
that the prayer of the just man availetb much, 
or that gratitude is a duty inculcated by Re- 
ligion,

Where winding alleys lead the doubtful way ; 
The silent court and opening square explore, 
And long perplexing lanes untrod before.

The Rua da Prata^ which is the most east- 
erly of the principal streets that have their 
terminalion at the north side of the Pragado 
Commerdo conducts to the Praga da Figueira. 
This i« the Covent-Garden of Lisbon. It con- 
sists of a square suriounded by regularly built 
sheds, in which fish, flesh, fowl and fruit, are 
exposed for sale. The vegetable market is in 
the middle of the square ; it commences at 
sun-rise, and closes an hour after mid-day. 1 f 
the traveller should happen to be in Lisbon in 
the month of June, be will do well to visit this 
square during the ntght that precedes the festi- 
val of St. John the Baptist. On this occasion 
the people from the country tie with each other 
■ M 3 
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in Jlsplaying their rustic finery, and bringing 
forward the choicest produce of the season, 
which they omament with bunches of flowers, 
&c. The stalls thus decorated are illuminated 
by many lamps, and as the weather at this 
season is usually fine great crowds assemble 
to witness or take part in the fun and frolic 
Avhich cease only at the appearance of the 
morning. 

A little to the west of the Praga da Ft' 
gueira, lies I he Praga de Dorn Pedro for- 
merly called the Rocio, Next to the Black 
horse square this is the largest and hand- 
somest Praga in Lisbon. It forms a paral- 
eilogram and is surrounded by a wide street 
Its northern extremity is occupied by the 
Tiew National Tlrearre called after her pre- 
s»?nt jMajesty Theatro de Donna Maria Se* 
gvrida, Thh edifice is built on the site where 
formerly stood the palace and prison of the 
Inquisition. It was completed and opened in 
1845. Its external appearance is elegant and 
)tn posing, and its interior arrangements and 
decorations equal if they do not surpass those 
of any structure of the kind in the world. 
Yet this notvvithstanding, the Lisbon Natio- 
nal theatre is not a favorite with the public. 
The opening was singularly inauspicious. The 
piece selected for the occasion was damned, 
uud the voices of the actors were nL times 
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Tendered iiiafudible lo the spectators by t\\& 
paltering of rain on the zinc plates which co- 
vered the roof. The building, which \va« raised 
i>y supscription, cost upwards of ninety Con- 
ios de reis^ between SO, & SOjOOOL. indepen* 
(lently of the stone which was furnished by 
Government from suppressed churches, monas-' 
teries, &.c. The fayade of the portico i* orna-* 
inented by a group representing ApoUo and« 
Ibe Muses, executed by the very able Portu-* 
gese sculptor Francisco de Assis. 

In ibe summer of lSb2 the first stone uf a 
monument in memory of Don Pedro was laid 
W the hands of his daughter, Her present 
Majesty in the middle of the Rocio, It was 
intended to be raised by public subscription.; 
but twelve months have elapsed, — 

And yet no column towr^ing to the skies 
Lifts its tall head, hut on the p^vimeni lies. 

To the east of this theatre stands the largest 
church in Lisbon, formerly belonging to the' 
Dominicans, and now a parish church. It i« 
ornamenled by eight columns of red marble^ 
at tb« altars in the transept, and by forty- 
six half columns in the nave. The sanctuary 
contains four colossal pillars of blue marble,' 
^viih iome bold carving by the sculptor Padua. 
Jihe church is principally remirkable for being 
the resting place of the great Portuguese Clas- 
sic, Fr. Luiz do Sousa^ and for containing at

the entrance to the sacristy the tomb, of ihe | 
eminent ascetic writer Fr. Luii de Granada. 

At no great distance from this church stands ] 
the great hospital of St. Joseph. This esta- 
blishment is conducted on a magnificent scale 
under the superintendance of a committee, 
which is nominated by Government. It gene- 
rally contains about 1,000 sick. The nume- 
rous wards are lofty and well aired. The prin- 
cipal one is probably the largest single apart- 
ment destined for the receptacle of suffering 
humanity in the world. The building belonged 
originally to the Jesuits aad was appropriated 
to its present purpose by king Joseph^ after 
the expulsion of that society from Portugal. 
It is well attended by a numerous body of 
physicians and surgeons, and there are twelve 
clergymen always on the spot to administer 
spiritual luecour to the sick. Connected with 
the establishment there is a school of medicine 
and surgery, a medico-botanical garden, a^ li- 
brary, and a cabinet of pathological anatomy. 
Its yearly expenditure is about 35,000 L. 

Returning to the Rocioj and quitting it by 
the street which runs west of the theatre, we 
come to the Passeio Publico or Public walk. 
These gardens are surrounded by a lofty iron- 
railing, and are laid out partly in flowerbeds, 
and in part are planted with trees, whose 
agreeable shade is much sought by the citizens 
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during the summer heats. A military band of 
music is frcqiienlljr stationed here on Sundays 
and festival days. The entrance to these gar- 
dens, at both extremities, is not destitute of 
elegance. Near the southern gate is a jetd^eau 
and basin, which sheds around a delicious 
coolness on a sultry day. In fine weather 
there is always a good supply of chairs stand- 
ing in the walks for the convenience of the 
public. These chairs belong to the mendicity 
aiylum, and a tolerable profit arises to the 
charily from the hiring of them to fatigued 
or indolent prom enaders. 

This asylum, Asylo da Mendiddade^ is the 
next object of note in the neighbourhood. It 
is approached from the north side of the pub- 
lic walks by a narrow street which ascends in 
an easterly direction. The building was for- 
merly a Franciscan convent, and is one of the 
few suppressed religious houses, whose present 
character may be adduced as an apology for 
the spoliation of its original possessors. It is 
at present occupied by mendicants of both 
sexes, who have separate apartments, and are 
comfortably lodged, fed, and clothed ; the 
funds are supplied partly by public subscrip- 
tion and occasional fines, and partly by a 
share in the public lottery, which in Lisbon 
is drawn every fortnight. The management of 
l^e affain of the establishment is in the hands 
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of a Guild or Brolherhood whose exertions in 
favor of the poor in male* deserve the higliesl 
commendalion. The health and cleanliness 
of the paupers speak favorably of the inlerior 
arrangements, when it is recollected that up- 
wards of five hundred paor are here accom- 
inodated. Those who are able are obliged lo 
work in the garden and grounds of the Qsta- 
blishnidil, or at those trades or occupations 
■with vyhich ihey may happen to. be acquainted. 
A twofold advantage arises from this system 
— the prevention of. idleness and its conco- 
mitant eviis, and the benefitting of the fin an* 
ces of the institution. 

A little to the north of the A&ylo is the 
Hospital dos Alicnados or bospijial for luna- 
ticsa The building commands a magnificent 
view and contains upwards of four hundred pa- 
tients. It was originally a religious foundation 
and till the suppression of monasteries was in- 
habited by members of the benevolent institute 
of St. Vincent of Paul. 

Returning past the mendicity asylum, we 
come to an open space known by the name 
of Campo de S. j4nna. This spot is remark- 
able for a fair that is here held every Tuesday, 
and is denominated by the Portuguese Fcira 
da Ladra or Fair of the woman -thief. Why 
the fair-sex should give the dcnoiplnation to 
this assemblage of rags and rubbish, we are 
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al a loss to determine, As an object of curU 
osity we would by all means recommend the 
stranger to pay a visit' to the fair of the La- 
dra. He will ibere find a rich feast of cha- 
racter and comicalities. In one place he 
will see a collection of brdken-winded, stumb- 
ling hacks, or rather shadows of horses, mules, 
and donkeys, wasting their little remaining 
strength in obeying the furious spurring of shoe- 
less boys, who hire themselves out to the own- 
ers of the- animals for the purpose of attract- 
ing customers by riding hard. The last and 
lowest stage of degradation to which a Lisbon 
Jleed can descend is to be ^j^hibiled on a Tues- 
day afternoon at Feirada Lodra. At another 
place in this heterogeneous collection he will' 
see old clothes of every description, from the 
rwi^h habilunents of the country boor, to the 
laced finery of the city belle. In juxtaposi- 
tion, are displayed in tasteful array lenglhtened 
^ows of rusty ironware of every imaginable 
variety, intermingled with old truncated books, 
birds and birdcages, broken furnitare, pictures, 
(^rockery ware, seals, medals, fruit, shoes, um- 
Mlas^ kitchen utensils, plaster-of-Paris ima- 
R(^s, portmanteaus, garden implements, &c. &CJ 
The venders of these articles are perhaps not 
Jess curiosities in their way than the wares 
rtemsef^es. The **auri sacra fames'*^ is strong- 
ly displayed in the roguish cast of their conn- 
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tenances, nnd their incessant attempts at im* 
position by asking for their wares at least six 
times more than they will accept froinjt prac- 
tised bargainer. 

After this description, it might be expected 
that none but the lowest classes would ever 
he seen at such a bazaar. Quite the contra* 
ry : Feira da Ladra if not a fashionable place 
of resort, is frequently visited by fashionables 
— and even the royal feet of a princess have 
been known to tread and linger amid the mot- 
ley Assemblage. 

At the southern extremity of Campo de S. 
jinna stands the Praga dos Touroi^ or Bull 
circus. This is a wooden edificci and was 
built in the time of Don Miguel. It is near- 
ly as large as the circus at Cadiz, and is fiited 
up with some five hundred boxes, capable of 
containing eight or ten thousand spectators. It 
IS destitute of neatness and elegance, and i^ 
not at present in a good state of preserv^Uon» 
Along the highest rows of benches, it is inap- 
propriately ornamented by a series of trophies^ 
vases, and obelisks, all made of wood. On 
each Sunday during the summer months the 
proprietors give the public a representation, 
which is duly announced in the most high 
flown language. The following may serve as 
a sample: "This day will be given, in the 
elegantly built and delightful Praf a do Campa 
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Santa Ahna^ a wonderful and btghly amus- 
iog combat of thirteen ferocious and nion&trous 
bulls, lo which the respectable public of this 
renowned capital are invited. The proprietors 
— ever arixiotis to reaUze the expectations of 
the magnanicDOUs and distinguished nation of 
Portugal so generous in its patronage of these 
spectacles y^-^f eel the greatest satisfaction in be* 
ing able to announce, that they have spared 
neither trouble nor expense in order to secure 
the above mentioned animals, which belonged 
to the richest proprietor of Riba Tejo, who 
possesses amongst his herds the most robust, 
and the bravest of bulls. This gentleman has 
consented to send them to the circus, to assist 
in the representation that will be given this 
evening.** Here follows an eulogium on the 
coolness and unrivalled agility of the bull- 
fighters, and after eight lyric stanzas, extoll- 
ing the ferocity of the animals, the terrible 
force of their horns, and the thousand dangers 
of the combat, the whole announcement is 
wound up by a description of some marveU 
lous fire-works that will conclude the even* 
iflg*s entertainment. 

In spite, however of these gnindiloqUous an« 
Bouncements the visitant, supposing him to 
have subdued the finer feelings of humanity, 
which if attended to would keep him away 
•Itogclhcr from the cruel and revolting spec- 
N 
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lade, win f>e ^oitsitierabiy disappointed, at 
least If he havie the spirit of a genaine- cdmpintu 
The combat u»to death both of men and 
beasts, hai ceased sifico the time of Mary I.^ 
and this diirersion has lost its most horrid in* 
lerest and its shuddering attraetions. The funrc* 
tiofls of the matador de espada have ceased, 
and good biilU^hters are now no longer 
ti'afned irp iti Portugal^ while the most oeYe* 
brated of Spain refuse to 'visit th^ sistier ^ooun* 
try. These fights always open^ as in Spain, 
by a grand display on horaeback, but meiny 
of the ridioolotts mEitary evo/kxtions, so ixiuch 
in Qso in tltat country, have been disconrtfUued 
in Portugal. When any of tliO' rental ftuniiy 
attends, tfaer^ is an equerry of (he royal 
lionsebold, who acts as idnigbt or QavalleiTOy 
and some df the best booaes fpoiii the- royal 
stables are in attendknce. Thus mounted he 
performs the steps and evolutions of the old 
Spanish horsemanship, at tbe sane time salut* 
ing the court and the pirbUc, all "whksh is 
termed carte%%as <2o ea^J/arro, greeting 6f the 
Itnigbt. The bull then bouttds forth, and is 
received by the knight, when the most during 
of the campinoi rmmeftiately -begin lo annoy 
bim with their goads and igaudy oajpea. Some 
of tbe mantle^beaiidns display great dexterity : 
but in general they are unwieldy and timo- 
lous, though the dangex is not great Meing- 
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tbat ibe 0»ii»U«. ha^e Ikeir hbrm lipped with 
litlle balls. Wkea \h% boll lacks bravery, or 
affords liule iatereit ia the oombat^or is.greaU 
^y MgVtod^ ibe Gallegos- or Blacks are &ent 
a^aiodl 4t who leodcf a service wety similar 
to that of tbe dogs which tbe Spanish people 
eiaQla^r for^wilb tbe well known cry of Pcr^ 
ro8| whenever ibe bull seems to be loo tame^ 
Tbe Gi$iteg0$. tid(e part in all tbe Porluguese 
baU-figbU : Ibay make their appearance ia 
Touad bats aad quilted bides, aad carry two* 
pronged forks* whence they are called Vmen 
of tbe fork,^ haniens dcfarcado. Their place 
is beneath tbe royal tribune, where they are 
formed ia file, and when, tbe bull approaches 
too Bear they receive him on the petals of 
their weapons. Near them may be ssen a sort 
of aid-de<>camp mounted and clad in the old 
Spanish gar b^ short capa and hat of plumes« 
His office is to tvan^nvit ofdecs to all parts of 
the circus from tbe autboriticrs. At a given 
signal the Gallegoi cast their forks aiide, and 
rush upon tbe.bull: the most courageous, plac- 
ing hjiD^If in front of tbe animal seizes the 
mogaien^ when .with lowered head and closed 
eye»,ihe is spciaging, upon him, to leap between 
his horns, to which be clings &rmly,allovyiog 
himielf to bo flung fiercely about. The rest of 
the GalkgQi then throw themselves on tbe 
brute, securing .him by the legs, horns and tail. 
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and even jumping apon him, until the animaf, 
which sometimes drags a dozen of tbem along, 
is compelled to stop. This is termed agarrar 
o boi a unha, seiting the bull by the band, 
i. e. of the Gallegos^ and appears to afiTord 
the greatest delight, especially to the lower 
classes of the spectators; hence at this moment 
the plaudits are most enthusiastic. A number 
of cows with beils now enter, which tbe sub- 
dued bull peacefully follows out of tbe circus 
at a trot. Its wounds are then dressed, and it 
is either sent home, or reserved for another 
occasion. 

Tbe blacks seldom appear, and it would be 
well for humanity if they were entirely ex- 
cluded. These wretched negroes hire them- 
selves out for tbe value of a few sbilttngs to 
provoke the bull when, be is too tame and 
cowardly. For this purpose they ornament 
their heads with feathers, in imitation of the 
savage chieftains of Africa, and conceal them- 
selves in figures of horses made of pasteboard, 
called cavallinhos de poila^ Thus accoutred, 
they present themselves before the bull, who 
is sure to throw them down, and often maims 
and bruises tbem in the most shocking man* 
ner. Sometimes these wretched beings are 
forced by the cries of the populace and the 
orders of the directors to reappear in tbe are* 
na, oven while suffering from severe contu* 
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sions, and deatti or loss of limbs is the proba- 
ble result. 

Near ihe Cnmpo dc S. Anna in a north- 
easterly direction stands tbe church and pa- 
lace of Bempostat called. also the ^Queen^« 
Palace* from the fact of its haviri«r been built 
by queen Catharine, %vife of our Charles II., 
after her return to Portugal. The church, 
which is neat and elegant, is built entirely of 
marble. The royal arms of England may be 
seen suspended over one of the principal enip 
trances. The palace bas large gardens behind, 
in which there is a magnificent tank. JSem- 
jmta was a favorite residence of Don John VI, 
grandfather of the present queen, and it was 
bere he breathed his last. 

Continuing 6ur road to the north^east^ we 
come to the Franciscan nun'nery of j4rrdi/08f 
which stands outside the gates of the city, and 
being also a foundation of queen Catharine 
is like Bempoita ornameiited with the British 
arms over the principal entrance. 

Following the narrow road which diirerges 
in an easterly direction from the barrier at the 
convent of jdrroyoi^ we ascend the Alto dt 
S, /oao, St. John% bill. Here is the cemeterj 
appropriated for the eastern portion of the ci- 
ty. The ground is spacious and possesses some 
monuments remarkable for the elegance of 
the sculpture,' more than for the taste dis^ 
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^yed by tboie- wbo desigoed ibevi.. Till the 
year 1833 the reprebeniible practice of bury- 
iog in chuTcbes wa^ uiiiverKaliy followed not 
ooJy in Lisbon, bat throughout the whole of 
Portugal. In that year a law wa» passed pro* 
bibitiag any interoiepls for the fut,ure wilbia 
tbe city, and this spot was purchased as a 
burial-^roood by tbe Municipal Chamber, as 
was ako another at tbe opposite extremity of 
the city called j4liQ do^ Prujur^s^ H^lghi of 
joys. The uncereiDonious manner in which 
the dead are treated by the Portuguese is high* 
}y disgusting to foreigners. . The corpses of lh« 
poorer citisens^ so far from b^ing privileg6(| 
with a coffin, are often despoiled, before inieri 
medt of part of the wretched covering in which 
they are brought to tbe ceinetery ; tbey are 
then indecently 'tbroifvn into |i trench, wheiQ 
they are heaped indiscriminately, and coverec 
with thin layers of e^rth* Wl^en the defunci 
Jhas b^en provided with a. coffin to convey bin 
to the cemetery, the body is often taken ouj 
before burial, and the coffin returned to tbe 
.undertaker, to be hired out again for a sicui] 
Jar purpose., Tbe fees on these occasions ar^ 
xegulated by an order qf government; tb^ 
amount varying according as the bpdy is put 
jnto the ground with or without a coffin, o\ 
is conveyed to the cemetery by a commoj 
chaise, or by a piamed hearse. The coffins ar 
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made in the shape of a truhk or box with an 
arched lid^ aiul hare a lock and key. They 
are coveted with black cloth, ftnd have gene« 
rally a cross of white tinsel on the top, bnt 
never bear the age 6r the name of the occu- 
pant. Before the cofl&n is lowered into the 
groiind h is unlocked, and a qnantity of liine 
» strewed of er the corpse, for this purpose of 
rapidiy cdmsufning the flesh, a practice which| 
whatever it ma^ be tbeugbl of by the untra« 
veiled Englishmao, is certainly jiidjcious,.coo- 
sidering the heat of the clixnate aocl the sbaU 
lowness of the grav^. .

Ascending iRua Aurea^ Gold street, from 
the Terreiro do Pago^ and taking the fourth 
street on the left, called Travena de S. Ni* 
colao^ we come at once to the building in 
which the various tribunals of justice hold 
their sessions. It is called Boa Hora^ and waSj 
formerly a convent of Auguslinian monks, j 
Like all the desecrated edifices which belonged 
to religious orders, and despite the changes it 
has undergone, the interior still retains much | 
of its claustral appearance. The trials are pub« 
lie ; though it is seldom they are numerously 
attended, or excite much interest except to 
the parties immediately concerned* 
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' Turning now to the right, we ascend the 
Rva Nova d'Almada, at the lop of which 
forrneHy stood the beautiful church of the 
I Holy Ghoit belonging to the Congregation 
of the Oratorians, which has since been trans« 
formed into a dwelling house, while the con- 
ligtioui convent of the good fathers has been 
tHrned into a public hotel. The street ascend- 
\\)^ to the left is the most frequented and fa* 
ihionable in the city ; its proper name is Rua 
das Parlas dc S, Catharina^ but for brevity^^ 
snke,it is usually called ihe Chiado. It contains 
I wo or three shops, which might be considered 
as second or third rale establisbmienls in Lon- 
jdon or Paris. These are chiefly occupied by 
French milliners. It is a signficant fact, that 
^vkile a great many French shops are to be 
met with in every part of the town, scarcely 
a single one is to be found in the hands of an 
English proprietor. 

The first street we come to on the right 
conducts to the parish church of the Sacra* 
t/ien/o, and to the Portuguese Assembly rooitis, 
Hhich form part of the palace of the Count 
of Paraty, and to a square, chiefly remarkable 
for containing a fountain perpetually besieged 
by a troop of noisy GalUgos^ and for the no- 
ble Golhic ruins of the Carmelite church 
founded by the progenitor of the reigning dy- 
oaUy, Don Nono Alverez Pcreira, in the year 
N 2 
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1569, in fiilfiiment of a vow for Uie •access- 
fill issue of the glorions battle of Aijuharrota. 
Of this churchy which was shaken down by 
the earthquake of 17^5, the great arch of the 
sanctuary, is left standing. The Gothic porch' 
which also withstood the shock is a remark- 
able specimen : its appearance sufficient ly in- 
dicates thai its foundations have sunk consi* 
derably since its first erection. Tliese spaci- 
ons niins when seen from the Rodio^ towering 
at a great elevation, have a picturesque eflecl. 
*rhe large CarmeJile convent adjoining, which 
Was suppressed, in 1834, affords quarters for I 
Ihe armed Municipal police of the city, and 
on occasion of alarm, t}ii» force is here coU 
lected from the various stations, and kept un* 
der orders to act as circumstances may re- 
quire. 

Returning to the Chiado^ and taking the 
first turn on the opposite side, RuadeS. J^ra?i« 
cuco, we come to the Public Library and Ac- 
oademy of the Fine Arts. Imagine an enor- 
mous collection of books augmented by the 
spoils of all the convents in Portugal, huddled 
together into the narrow galleries and con- 
fided cells of a Franciscan convent, and you 
will have an idea of the great National Li« 
brary of Lisbon. It contains upwards of three 
hundred thousand volumes, eight tbousftnd 
manuscripts^ and a numismatic coilcetlea of 
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Uvenijr four /ibouMiid medab^ dompri«m|^ «4?- 
ries of the kings of Macedon, Syria, £gjp<^ 
Siciljr, Spain, the Romaa emperors, and of 
different states of £rurope« Perhaps the most 
interesting division of the library is iliat wliich 
contains specimens of rare and ancient books. 
Among others may be seen an edition of I he 
Holy Bible by Golleciberg,^ prtnled at Menlx 
in 14^4, and a life of Christ, printed in Lis* 
bon in 1496^ There are ako ancient niamt* 
scripts, richly illuminated : among ihem is one 
eniiiled Fuero JusgOj written in the ninth 
century. There is also a beautiful manuscript 
illuminated Bible of the twelfth century, which 
contains the disputed passrage of St. John*« 
Gospel c. V. V, 7. ; also a life of the emperor 
Vespasian, of whidi it is said no otiier copy 
exists. This library was formerly in the Pra^ 
§a da Commercio'. On the occasion of its re- 
moval, some of its greatest treasures disap- 
peared ; among the articles missing were a 
great many gold medals of the Roman enipe- 
rors, and a richly embossed chalice of g^>ld,^ 
which one of the kings of Portugal Imd given 
to tbe convent of Alcohaga. The library is 
open to the public, except on Sundays and 
Holidays, from nine o'clock till three. In the 
tame building is the Academy of the Fine Arks, 
which comprises schools of design, sculpture 
and architecture. There is also a gallery of

paintings, which has been formed since tire 
suppression of the religious bouses, and con- 
tains a few originals that have escaped from 
the wholesale plunder which followed tlmt 
unjust act. Of the foreign school is a Madon- 
na by Raphael — the Descent of Christ into 
Limbo by Michael Angelo — the Taking down 
from the Cross by Julio Romano — ibe Crucl- 
iJxion by Vandyke — two pictures of the same 
by Gri&banli-^the Holy Ghost by Trivisani — 
the Annunciation by Guercino — another of 
the same by Masucci— -the Head of Christ l>y 
by Albert Durer — the Crowning wilh thorns 
from the Bolognese school — a landscape by 
Salvator Rosa — two others on copper by Bru- 
gel-^a St. Jerome from the Florentine schoal 
•—our Lady of the Conception by Sebastian 
Conca. The paintings by Portuguese masters 
are the following: — seven by Grao Vasco on 
'ivood) the Flight into Egypt, St. John the 
Baptist, the Circumcision, the Adoration of 
the Magi, the Infant Saviour, the Presenta- 
tion in the temple, Christ among the doctors, 
— the last mentioned is perhaps the best — 
three by Vieira Lusitano, a St. Augustin, the 
Holy Family, and a St. Bruno — four by Ben- 
to Coelho — the Baptism of St. Augustin by 
J^fTonso Sanches Coelho — St. Bruno in prayer 
by Sequeira — Christ fastened to the pillar by 
Campello, or as others suppose, by Gaspar 
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Dins — and fite by Pedro Alexandrino. 'The 
lull of eftgraving possesses a{ tolerable collec- 
tion. 'IMie present director of the Academy 
is Ihe eminent scfniplor Francisco d* Assis, 
, Avliose Apollo and the Muses on the front is* 
piece of the National theatre have been justly 
admired; to which we may add some of the 
best statues at the Ajuda. 

At the northern exlremily of the edifice, m 
the part formerly occupied by the commissary 
of the Holy Land, is the General Police Of- 
fice, the entrancu into which is froai the Rua 
da Parreirinha. 

Passing down this street we come to the 
theatre of S. Carlos^ or Italian Opera fJotise. 
This building was constructed in the short 
space of six months by a company of rich met- 
chants, at head of which were the Baron Quin* 
tella, Anselmo Jose da Cruz Sobraf, Bandeira, 
Machado and some others. It was opened on 
the 29th of April 1793, in celebration of the 
birth of the princess Donna Maria Teresa, 
aunt of Her Most Faithful Majesty, Donna 
Maria II., and wife of Don Carlos of Spain. 
The edifice is two stories high, and is fronted 
by a square. The entrance hall, which is about 
sixty feet long by forty broad, is chequered 
with pieces of white and blue marble ; the 
painting on the roof by the famous artist Ma- 
chado^ represents the fall of Phalon. Above 
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ibis ball is another, intended for a concerl* 
room. It IS ornamenled witb paintings and 
relievos^ and has two orchestras. The opera* 
room is of an elliptical form, and is so con* 
strucied as to be visible in its whole extent 
from every part of the pk. The hcMise con* 
tains five tiers of twelve boxes on eacb side. 
The royal box in front of the stage occupies 
in height the space of three rows ; the pit can 
accomodate six hundred and forty spectators. 
Of this theatre a late German traveHer thus 
wrhes : ^^ Perhaps the most convenient arrange- 
ment in this theatre is that by wbrcb each box 
has its own private key wtth the number at« 
tficbed pn a small metal plate. When a box| 
is engaged, in {^ace of a soiled ticket^ a key 
is given which is required again, only when 
the term of the engagement is completed. | 
On the other hand the intrrior of the boxes, 
is very inferior ; bare walU — not a sin-i 
gle carpet — long benches wiifaout cushions 
— and a total disregard of convenience sadly i 
contrast with the perfect elegance and com«i 
fort of the London and Paris operas How | 
ever, as the boxes are locked and inclosed by| 
lateral walls, the occupants enjoy as much| 
freedom as in their own houses, witliout being 
exposed to the indiscreet curiosity of their i 
neighbours, an inconvenience very conspicu* 
oub in the Gerinao thefiatrei; the severe regu- 
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fationi of whicfa, however, respecting^ cigars 
might will] advantao^e be introduced in the 
theatres of this ciiy. During the spectacle and 
even TR the presence of the court, the saloon 
and all the galleries are filled with eternal 
volumes of smoke, while the persons in them 
converse in a loud voice, and are perpetually 
moving about from one place to another with 
that walking mania, so peculiar to the people 
of the Iberian peninsula.^' 

It was in a saloon attached to this theatre 
that during Mr. Cannin<|;*s short residence ac 
Lisbon in 1814-15, a splendid dfnner was g\^ 
ven him by the resident British merchants. 
On his health being drunk the ben. gentle* 
man rose, and said :•— 

"I am deeply sensible, -gentlemen, of the 
honour done to me by this meeting, and I 
am highly flattered by the sentiments with 
which you have pleased to cmiple my name. 

^<To have been a diserpfo of Mr* Pitt, and 
to have been a sharer in those councils in 
which originated the struggle for the salvation 
of Portugal, are the two circumstaBces in my 
political life on which, il on any, I look back 
with pride and grati^atron. 

<<It is a pride to me to have imbibed the 
principles of jMr. Pitt, and a gratification to 
receive year testimony of the just application 
»f thos« prkietples te th» mearsurea b^ w^ich ' 
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this country was {saved; princlple« of which 
the characteristic was to cherish order .and 
industry at home, as the true sources of 
conunercial opulence and national strength 
abroad ; to consider the peace and power of 
Great Britain as bound up with (he security 
of other nations.** 

^^From this system of internal and external 
policy Great Britain derived the means, and 
imposed' upon herself the duty, of sustaining 
the long contest with France, which preceded 
the war of the Peninsula.** 

^*In pursuance of that policy, those who had 
the direction of the British councils at the mo- 
ment when the grasping hand of France was | 
extended to seize the ciown and liberties of , 
Portugal, did not hesitate lo fly to. her assis- , 
tance ; the good sense, the feeling, and the i 
generosity of the British nation went with their 
government in the undertaking. But sanguine j 
and . visionary enthusiasts,! well remember,; 
were they deemed to be who thought that frooi 
the struggle for Portugal might issue the deli. 
verance of Europe 1 Such an enthusiast I was^ 
and always avowed myself to be. I made thii 
avowal, even in times when the contest wai 
most doubtful, and by many held to be des< 
perate." 

^fXrufe it was, that clouds and darkness oci 
ca^icmally gathered on the hor boo ; but, eve 
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Ihroiigli those cloiicTi, and tbrbiigh that dart:« 
ness I saw, or fondly fancred I saw, a ray of 
light which promised to pierce the gloom, and 
might hereafter lighten all the nations.'^ 

" !t is not at Ihr* lime of day, or irt thin 
spot, that I am called upon to justify these 
hopes against the imputation of extravagance. 
Whether as a just and natural consequence of 
perseverance rn a gortd cause, or whethei'by the 
special favor of rrdtidencc, true it is, in fact, 
that from this nook of Europe proceeded that 
iiopuUe by which it^ mightiest kingdoms have 
been set free; true ft lis, that iii this $terile and* 
unpromising soil was deposited the sbed of 
Ihat security whose braticlies now oVershadov^ 
mankind. From these recollections and asso- 
ciations the land in which we are assetnbled 
derives ian animating ahd classic interest even 
in the eyes of the most indifTerent observer* 
For my o>tn part, I cannot view this city in 
which for so many months of liorror and 
anxiety the hopes of Europe lay trenibting for 
their 4loom— I could not traverse those mighty 
fastnesses of nature which fence this Capitaf, 
those bulwarks behind which victory herself 
retired to new plume h>r wings for a flight 
more sOaHng and niore sustained — I could not 
conteoiptate l\i6%^ holy ruins amongst which 
I have ocerif wander rng, where an awful cufi- 
nky pauses to inquire whether the surround- 
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ing deslruclion has been wrought by ancUnt 
convulsions of nature, or by the sportive sacri« 
lege and barbarous malignity of the foe— I 
cannot behold the traces of desolation in this 
country, and of suffering among the people,—^ 
without rendering a just homage to the cha* 
racter of the nalion which by all it has done, 
and more, by all it has endured^ has raised 
itself to a pitch of moral eminence so far be- 
yond the proportion of its territory, popula- 
tion, or power.-' . ! 

<«I cannot consider all these things without i 
blessing that wise and beneficf^nt policy which 
brought England with timely sp^ed to the aid 
of such a nation to. call forth Us energies — to 
marshal its resources to support and invigorate | 
its unyielding constancy, and, after its own 
deliverance was achieved, to lead it forth in 
pursuit of its oppressor.*^ 

*^Tp have fought together in such a cause— ^ 
to have miiigled banner8,.and to have mingled 
blood, in battles of such interests, and leading 
to such results, must undoi^btedly cemen( an 
eternal union between the British and Portu« 
guese nations/* 

''You will observe, gentlemen, that I am 
anxious to state the principle of our connexion 9 
and of our claims upon each other, in ter^s, 
not pf comparison, but . of equality. . I do so 
with sincerity, because I believe, that state* 
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raeirt to be jt»l-^I miglif do so from policy, 
tven if I doubted of its justness.*' 

"Pbrtugal would not have been saved wilh<. 
out England, it is true ; bat Portugal was to 
England a main instrument for the mightier 
task which England* had to perform.*' 

^* We brought hither councils, arms, and 
British disapline, and British valour ; we found 
here willing hearts and active hands — a con* 
fiding government — a people brave and endur- 
ing, docile in instruction, faithfbl in following, 
patient under privations, not to be subdued 
by disaster, and not to be intoxicated by suc- 
cess. The arm^ of England' was the lever that 
wrenched tlie power of Bonaparte from its ba« 
sis; Portugal was the fulcrum on which that 
lever moved'. England fanned and fed the 
sacred fire — but Portugal had' already reared 
tbe altar on which that fire was kindled', and 
from which it mounted, brightening and wi- 
dening, until the world was illumined with 
the hla«e/* 

"I have saKl that, even from motfves of 
policy, I wotjid state a4 nearly equal as pos- 
sible the balance between Portugal and Eng* 
knd. There is a principle of disunion in un^ 
equal connexions. Active benefVcence is a vrr« 
tiie of easier practice, than forbearance after 
having conferred, or than thankfulness after 
liaving received, a benefit; 1 know not, indeed^ 
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whether it be. a greasier and more difiicuU ex- 
ercise of magnanimity for tbe one party lo 
iKCl ^ if he |i^d forgoUen, or for the other as if 
)ie con&UntLy xfa^ennberedi the. obligation.** 

<^ On the pavt pf Great Briiaia, lei us bear 
in mind, thai the feelings to which we ad« 
dressed ojursetves in Poitugal were those of 
national pride at^d indepiendence. If those 
feelings were foupd equal to the occasion, 
Mfhat wonder, oj; what regret, that they should 
have survived it? It is naturally to be ex- 
pected, tlxat, haviog accomplibhed the over- 
throve of its enemies, the. genius of the nation 
bhould carry itself vviib someyrhat of a bolder 
and freer port, even towards its friends. We 
have no right to feel this sorely — it would be 
neither just nor becoming in u:> to do so. We 
should respect ej^en in its excess, an indepen- 
dence tbat^ we have vindicated, and should 
pardon even the. way|Wardness,of a spirit which 
vre have raised/' 

<^To Portugal, on the other band, I would 
say that there is no hpriiiliation in the seoti- 
tnent of national gratitude ; that a grateful 
piind is at once indebted aad discharged, and 
recovers its level,, by a just acknowledgment 
that there is no roQm for either commercial or 
political jealQ^|^ iji^etween Great Britain, and 
Portugal ; that tbe world is large enough both 
for Portugueff^aiidBx^sl^Gomoierce ; and that 
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Grenl B itaiH,wliH« she has never been Wanting 
to her ally in time of need, seeks no other re«* 
ward for all bor exertions, and all her sacri* 
fices, then idiHiihI confidence and common 
prosperity .«^l am virre tbat I shall be rightly 
understood by uH those in whose presence f 
speak, not ninly as tamy meaning, but as to my 
motive*!. The delicacy of the situation in which 
the local government is placed, the weight of 
their responsibility, and the anxiety whicli(us 
I have witnessed) necessarily attends it, enti- 
tles them to peculiar consideration. I have 
no fear of their disavowing the assnrance which 
I give yoti of their friendly disposition towards 
this meeting^; and I venture, therefore, to pro* 
pose to you,gentlea)^n,in the confidence that 
you will receive It cordially, and that your 
cordftility will be duly' estimated and returned 
*—«l'be health of their Excellencies tbeL Go- 
vernors of the Kingdoms.** " 

The next objects worthy of remark in this 
neighbourhood acre the three churciies of the 
Mar1Syrs,tfae Loretto^and the' liicar nation, alt 
situated in the Ghiado, The first of these is 
remarfcable for the anlrquity of its foundation, 
the site ftaving been set aside for religious pur- 
poses 'by i Alfonso^ lu in: the* famous siege, which 
terminated in the ejipulbionofthe Moors from 
the cityi The presenl edifice was buUt after 
Ih^ grea^tt aart^ptake^'and oootaJns some tole^^ 
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rMe painlingft ffoni the'haiid, we beTieve, of^ 
Pedro AlexandrincK The church oFihe Lorel- 
to was originally erected by the Italians in 
the sixteenth century; it withstood the great 
earthquake of 1755> though its interior was 
considerably damaged by the fire wh'rcb took 
place, on that occasion. U was restored by the I 
Pope*s Nuncio, and H now considered, bolh 
for its architecture, and for the ricb paintings 
it possesses, as ranking among the frrst religi- 
ous edifices in the town. For tiie inrfbraaation 
of late risers it may be as well to' state that 
the last mass on Sundays in this ehurch coro- 
inences at one oclock P. M. The church of 
the Incarnation, which stands directly oppo« 
site to the last mentioned, is remarkably light 
and airy, and possesses eleven altars, the paint- 
ings above them, and especially that oh the 
celling, are of a brilliant and gaudy character. 
The chapel of the Blessed Sacrament, which 
is entirely of marble^ is well worthy of notice, 
(or the elegance of its construction, and the 
taste and skill displayed in the sculptured 
ornaments and tracery of its dome. 

Aaoending the street to the nortb w^ now 
come. to the Mhtricordia^ and church of St. 
Roch. Thisefttablishmiant known by the r»me 
of the Misericordia^ which is connected with' 
the church, is a charitable institution, and 
dates iu foundation as ht back as tbe?eign 
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^f dnmanuei ibc Great. The object of this 
noble fouAdatioi>, or rather aMociation is to 
alleviate by offices of charity <<all the ills that 
flesh is heir to.*^ It takes care of the parent- 
less infant, and watches over the education of 
l-he young, carries eonsotation to the poor, the 
sick, and the captive, administers corporal and 
spiritual assistance to the dying, conveys the 
bodies of the indigent to the tomb, and with 
piouB solicitude for those it has cherished while 
iiving, offers up suffrages for their departed 
•ouls. The foundlings, who are annually re* 
ceiYcd in the institution, amount to upwards of 
two thousand; the hospitalof St. Jbseph above 
described is one of its dependencies: it also 
possesses an asylum for female orphans, of 
whora a certain number are annually furnished 
ivith marriagie portiona or sent out to service 
in respectable families. The institution also 
provides advocates for the defence of poor pri« 
soaersy and distributes monthly alms to inva« 
lids, whom it supplies with gratuitous medi- 
cal assistance. We have in a former chapter, 
noticed the interest which it takes in petition- 
ing for the pardon of condemned crinainalsi 
and in preparing them for death. 

The administration of this great <^House of 
Mercy'* was formerly conducted by a brother- 
hood, one half of whose members were nobles, 
aod the other half persons of an inferior rank. 
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The services of 4II were gUfrntons. In 1831, 
the reforming mania,wbich levelled or changed 
ail the existing insiitulionti>of the couolr^, in- 
terfered also with this eatabiishinenl; and by 
k decree of Don Pedro the. adi!pini9trati<»n of 
their own affairs wa^ taken frooi the brother- 
hood and given to a commillee named by go- 
vernment: but rt has lately been reinstated in 
its office by another decree* 

The establishment is not generally open to 
tisitors; but admission may be obtained by 
opplying to the directors. On the day of the 
Holy Innocents (December 36th) there ik free 
admission for the public. We cannot con- 
clude without paying the tribute of our admi- 
ration to the cleanliness, order and comfort 
that prevail in this institution.

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Attached And belonging to the Mntrieordia 
Mhe cbiireh of St; Koch. This church, as 
Well as the adjoining building, was formerly 
in the hands of the Jesuits, to whom it was 
iri'en in 1633 by Don John III. St. Francis 
Borgia, third general of the Society, is said to 
Have preached from one of t^e pulpits, and 
ills cloak or black gown, darned, probably 
byhimselT, with white thread, is still preserYed 
kere as a relic. 

The chureh contains some good paintings 
by Bento Coelho, Gaspar Dias, Avillar and 
Vieira Lusittano. The life of St. Francis Xa- 
ner by Diogo Reinoso in the Sacristy is wor- 
\\\y of attention. A few years ago a number 
of reltds, enclosed in a variety of rich shrines 
and reliquaries were discovered under some 
olthe altars. But the greattest object of altrac- 
lion in this chureb to a stranger, is the far« 
famed chapel of St. John the Baptist. 

This chef-d'oeuvfe of art owes its origin to 
the piety of Don John V. It is said that en- 
tering the church on a certain occasion, and 
observing that the chapel of St. John the Bap- 
tist was inferior to the other chapels in its de- 
corations, he enquired the reason; and being 
informed that while every chapel of the edi- 
fice had its respective brotherhood to provide 
Tor its' embellishment, St. Jobn^s had none, 
^Hheft*' said the monarch, "seeing that this" 
O « 
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clmpel is dedicated to tbe'SAint loF my name, 
and ii vvithoiit a brotherhood^ it shall btence- 
forward be under my care.'^ He shortly after 
sent the dimensions of the place to Rome^ or-j 
dered that a t:hapel should tberebe constructed,j 
and that no expense should be spared in the 
richoess and beauty of its decorations. The 
celebrated painter Augustine Massucci was 
employed to furnish the designs for the three 
chief mosaics. When completed, it vv^as etected 
in St, Peter's and Pope Benedict XIV, was 
the first that ofhcrated on its altar. I 

It was then immediately taken to pieces, 
packed in cases^ and seat to Lisbon with the 
Italian artificers who were to be employed in 
its erection. I'he king was on his d^aih-bed 
when it arrived, and the work was completed 
early in the reign of his successor, Joseph I. 
The wall on the outside of the principal arch 
is of coral ; on the key itoiie Me the arms of 
Portugal supported by two angda. The arch 
itself is of alabaster. The pavement !s in mar- 
Vile mosaic, in imitation of a flowered carpet,! 
inlaid with porphyry, and having a globe in 
the centre. The side bases of the cba|>el are of 
black Italian marble, interspersed with white. 
The rails in front are of verdaalique: tbe two 
altar steps areof porphyry set in bronze. The 
tuppedaneum is of granite. The chapel has 
eight columns of la-pU U«suli| the bases of 
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wbieb are of akibilit^r and ametbyst». Their 
capitals are of brooze. 

Tbe door*pcstB aad Hflteh are of verdan* 
iique ; the frieze iurrottRding tke^ cbapel h of 
jaldanlique^, edged wicb wrought bronte. Tbe 
roof is ornamented with serapfaini and border- 
ings of jasper, and inlaid with verdantiqtie 
and jaldanliquo. The mouldmgs of the pic- 
tures are of porphyry, bordered with wrought 
bronze. The altar is of jasper, with a frontal 
of lapis lazzttli, bordered with amethysts. Tbe 
space betM^en tbe thief mosaic and tbe top of 
the altar, is mlaid with wroaght coral, anie* 
thyst and lapis laisuJi. We now come to the^ 
mosaics, the largest of whidi is over the altar, 
the Baptism of Christ in tbe Jordan. The 
Eternal Father is represented in a clottd, at- 
tended by a gfoup of angels; underneath the 
Dove descends over tbe bead of Christ, who 
it seen standing io the Jordan near the Bap<- 
tist, noinibtered io by angels and regarded by 
(be two Marys. Tbe artist has been singularly 
felicit€MiS' in delineating tbe feet, faintly di»- 
oernible under tbe water. Tiie mosaic on the 
Grospel side represents the Descent of the FIo- 
\j Ghost on the Apostles and tbe B Virgin ; 
ibat apposite i« tbe Annunciation. Of the^^e 
mosaics we will only observe, that such is (heir 
Dimitabie exoelle«ice,tbat we have often seen 
Acreduloua visitors, refuting to believe that 
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Ibey were anything ekebul pamU4ig» on earn 
vassjtill they had ascended a ladd«r^and run 
their hands oyer the. chilly marMe. Th« cha- 
pel is enriched with three lamps ol solid silver^ 
whh exquisitely wrought figures. It possesses 
also two massy and richly ornamenied silver 
candlesticks ten feet in height, .each of wluch 
is said to have cost 75,000 crowns. On festi- 
val days a frontal of lapiV la^i^iili is placed 
before tl^e aUar^ supported by two angels in 
solid silver. In the centre of this frontal is 
represented St. John*s vision of the Laoab and 
all the Ancients making their adoration. This 
group is entirely of molten silver, and with the 
frontal and angels is s^id to have cost 60,000 
crowns. The fJtar-plate used on tha festival of 
St. John is pioportionably sjumptuous. I'bese 
riches were all taken to th& mint by the 
French in 1808; buX were all brought back 
again with the exception of four reliquaries, 
which had been coined into money. It was in 
conlemplalion to convey the entice chapel to 
France; and artists had been sent for to give 
their opinion on the feasability of tb« project; 
but the expulsion of the plunderers rendered 
the design abortive. 

Before leaving, the cburch of St. Roch we 
will call the traveller's. attention to the tomb 
of an English knight, Sir Francis Trejean, 
which is to be seen directly under the pulpit 
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near Ihc cbftpel of St. John. The lilsiory of 
this gentleman is corib(is,and Is narratecl fn a 
Latin memoir printed shortly after bis death'. 
Having been seen at court by Queen Eliitt- 
belb, the *' ? irc;in queen" fell deeply in love 
^ilb him. HKviriue Was proof against her 
advances; till chagrined at the rejection of 
her addresses, she pursued him with the bit* 
tere&t resentment. His adherence to the creed 
of bis forefathers furnished her with a pretext, 
and the knight after an imprisonment of twen- 
ty eight years, escaped to the continent, and 
died in LHbon with the reputation of a saint.

Continuing.QUi walk up the principal atreet^ 
ivlucb take^ a north* westerly diredion we 
come to the ruins of the Chllcgio dos Nobre^ 
originally a Jesuits' College, and afterwards 
formed into a kind of semi-univer^ty, witbao 
observatory and naval school; it was acciden- 
tally destroyed by &re some years ago, A lit- 
tle, farther on, to the left, is the i^ational 
l^rinting Office^ This establishiitent belongs 
to government, and is well wortb inspection* 
]^very thing connected with the typographic 
art is here to be met with, from the open* 
ing of the die» for casting the type^.to the 
bot-pressLOg of the sheets after they are 
printed. There is a steam-press which was 
brought from France, and a great number 
oY hand-presses of cast iron after the most 
modern and approved m^dek. The order, 
with which every, thiqgjs coaditt^t^i ^Mki» 
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V\g\niy for llwMc who preside. Some Works 
have lately issued from this prititing*«iffice 
which would b^ no discredit to the ftrsi esla* 
blish meats in London dr Paris. The MedHa* 
^oes Rdigiosan of Conselheiro Jose Jobqaiin 
Rodrlguei Bastos, and the Virgtm da rolo^ 
nia of the sanie dittinguislied writer may bd 
mentioned as specimens. 

At a short distance in a similar direction^ 
stands the sumptuous residence of the Duke 
of Puilmelfa, nearly opposite to which 4s the 
silk iriantifactory. This establishment owes 
its foundation to two kings, John V. and Jo« 
seph 1. It has since passed into private fiends/ 
The weaving fs att done by hand-looms ; an<l 
the articles though dear are for the most part 
of a good quality. Here there is also a nurse* 
ry for silk worms. 

Crossing the open space, w^hich ti^rminateS 
the street, we Teach the resertorr. This is ai 
large buifding of stoiie, erected by John Y. 
for tbe porposef of forming a receptacle fottbe- 
water conducted to the city through the gr)Eltid: 
aqueduct; f t cbnsi^ls of a large siquare 'basfn; 
with walls of a prodigious ^hidkhess, coVerea 
with M arched rdbf,'Support«d by eight piks- 
ters. There is a broad walk round fbc basfti^ 
and the water enters the reservoir by a grand 
cascade. From*this spot there is a sabterra- 
nean commumcat ion with the Aqtledact| gg 
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WQ]l4iivrUh all the fountiiiQi xba.Mre juppliedi 
hy iW in every part of the piiy. The Icrrace 
above ibe resetvoir iftopen to vhitorft and coin- 
m»tidi an e^Ltensive prospect* Leaving the re* 
s^rvoir and traveraing a square planted with 
Diiilberry trees, and for that rea«:>n denomi- 
nated Largo das jimoreiroM; we pass under 
an arch of the doric order, which forms part 
of the aquedopt, and was built at the expense 
of the city^ to commerriorate the completion 
of that great work. On each side of tiiis arch, 
und on the Ccm<i do JU^giito art fulsoine La- 
tin rnscriptions in praise of the work and of 
the monarch who completed itf the latter be- 
ing styled Regum MaximuAy and the former 
Orbii Miraculum, The road before os con- 
d4icils in a. straight line to the city gates, and 
thence to the famous structure by which the 
water is cpi^veyed over the valley of Alcan^ 
tara- *'The aqueduct pf Lisbon," says Mur- 
phy,. •*«iay be justly considered one. of the 
BMHit mi^nf(icent mo^^ments of modern con- 
iftriiclion in Europe; and in point of magni- 
tude i« not inferior, perhaps, i^o.^my fM^ueduct 
■the ancients have left us.** ...

The arches on each side of the principal 
one diminish In breadlh, as the piers where- 
'ipon Ihey rest decrease \n height with the de- 
clivity of llie bills. In examining the respec- 
tive dimensionfi of Lh« several arches, I find* 
Ihey do not recipr,oea1ly diminish in geome- 
ittical progression; indeed it is obvious to the 
eye;--a very great obstruction to the beauty. 
of I he pers^peclive. 

, It would, also contribute to the beauty of. 
the structi^re, if all the arches wexe curves of 
the samie species; instead of which there are 
fourteen of them Gothic, or pointed arches^ ia 
orange; the rest are semicircular. The archi- 
tect seeiiM Vo have been apprehensive that the 
principal arches, if made semicircular, wouldl 
b^ome very expensive, on account of tiieir 
i«<)Qir]tig: « higher extrados than pajiUed ar^ 
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rhei to Veep them in eqnilibritioi ; i!nce there 
U no arch, except the catenarid, that will sup- 
port itse(f withotU an incumbent wefghl pro* 
portionable ro the subtense. 

In the rest of the At]trediict there is nincK 
judcrement displayed. No pari of it has fiiilcd, 
or appears to have received !he least injury 
Irom the great earthquake; a proof of the ex- 
cellence of the contignalion. 

Over the arrches there runs a vaulted corri-i 
dor, nine feet six inches high, by five feet 
hroad, inlernatly. A continired- passage runs 
through the centre of it for the people who 
<?on8tantIy attend to keep it in order, and aj 
iremicircular channel or conduit, of thirteen! 
inches diameter at each side through which! 
the water is conveyed. It is worthy of remark, 
that these chanels are laid not in an inclined 
direction, hut horizontally ; to compensate 
for this, a small depression is made at certain 
intervals^ by which the water is impelled along 
the horizontal line; a method supposed to re* 
quire less declension in conveying water than 
a continued inclined line. There are two the* 
rough fa res for foot passengers along the aque* 
duct, one on each side of the corridor; each 
pathway is five feet wide, and is defended by 
a stone parapet. 

From the remains of some ancient walls 
whieb were found here, it is luppoitd that tlie 
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Romao* ^ho inbakited Lii&itania altempled 
to build an aqiieducl in ibe place where iba 
preseol one is ^ situated. 

King Eiiimanuel held a eimjiar work in 
conleiiiplalion, by whicb he proposed to con^ 
vey the water to the Praga do Rocio^ and 
Ibvre td erect a inagni5cenl foiintaiQ. The 
design was- made agreeably to IJi orders, b/ 
Francisco d« Olliando: it consisted of a. figure 
representing Lisbon .standing on a coluain, 
guarded by four elephants from wlio»e trunks 
the water was to have issued. But Emmanuel 
bad many oiher more hnporlant designs to 
execute, and, therefore, left this unfinished. 

The Infant Don Luiz, in the reign of Jobn^ 
III., resumed the idea af the aqueduct, biil 
fctiled likewise in its execution. Luiz Motrin ha 
says, that the senate of Lisbon made a coliec* 
tion for that purpose, amounting to six hun- 
dred thousand cru%adot^ which were lavished 
in public rejoicings at the entry. of Philip IlL 
of Spain. 

The honour of executing this noble struc* 
ture was reserved for John V. This munifi* 
cent prince laid the foundation of it in the 
year 1713, and in nineteen years the whole 
Work was completed. Manoel da Maya was 
the name of the architect who designed and 
superintended the execution of the above aque* • 
ilact. The expense of it was -partly defrayed 
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hj a tax of one reai npon every pound ol 
meat sold fn Lisbon.'* 

In ilie years 1839-40 the mimber €rf Sui- 
cides that occurred here by per«on« throwing 
themselves from the parapet, iirduced ibe Mu- 
nicipal chamber of LUbon lo close the entrance 
to ihe footpath over the aqnedod. A gang 
of assassins was detected about the saone time, 
and it "was believed that several of the re- 
ported suicides bad been the unsuspecting vic- 
tims of these plunderers.

^IJsh packet, must here be posted by ftve in 
the afternoon. For the convenience of the city 

.there, a re. posting boxes in various localitei, 
from wUich klters lire taken to their destina- 
tion, or to the General Post-office at three 
every afternoon. The Spanish mail taking let- 
ters for the north, leaves three limes a weelc, 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays. Let- 
ters for the English packet ace to be posted at 
tiie English post-office at Rua da Emcnda. 

Ascending Rua do G2fTa/Ao,a street which 
fronts the Qian<«ioaof the marquis of Val^ada, 
and taking the third turn (o tbe left, we arrive 
at the English College.

Id hourly dr«ail of th« informer and pimai* 
vanty and often terminated their roeritoriout 
career in prison or on the scaffold. But these 
things as was befitting, have passed away ; and 
though a remnant of them is sttll permitted

§;reat bulk of the nation would willingly s&ea 
even this remnant era^d. Splendid Catholic 
establishments, both lay and ecclesiastical, are 
now to be met with in every part of Great 
Britain: yet as the seminary of Lisbon still 
onswers the end of Us original institution, ii 
I has been thought proper to maintain it in its 
' present state. It is supported almost entirely 
from England, and spending its income in 
this country^ amply repays the protection that 
lias been afforded to it by all the governmenti 
that have ruled in Portugal.

may be visiiied OQ any other day in the week, 
with the exception of Sunday aild of Holidays, 
from ten to five. This libraty does honour to the 
m«(iiks by whose indrntry H was collccted^and 
t^rmeA. It consists of one spacioros room sur* 
re^irniad by a light gallery, and contains up- 
wards of 40;000 voUumes. The acting co4o« 
ftiittee of thfe Academy of the Sciences^ to 
Mrhicb on the auppreMioD of the conv«Bt the 
library was made over, has bad the gdod sense 
neFf to dtityvb the JQcticioua arrangemeot of 
the bo«>ks.

On a 
groundless' mspii'ron of liaving been concerned 
in tht^ Guhpbi^'de# Ptot^ lie was stripped of all 
his cyfTmes, adjudged to ^ay a fine of 30,900 L, 
and setlleneed (o impfisonm^nt in the Tower 
for life/ In 1613 he offered Sion House in 
]ieu of the fine, but it was not accepted. In 
1619,'li^cir fifteen years imprisonment, he was 
set at liberty, bn paying ll'^OOOL. In the time 
of bis froh it was osed as a prison for the chil- 
dren of king Charles ;ahd his' grandson Jose- 
line, e'Mv^nKh tea rl^ died 'without issue male. 
iady^EI;i-tabetb Pfercy was herress of this, and 
of five^ other of the oldest baronies in Eng- 
land; and before she was si^^teen, she had been 
thrice a ^ife and twice a' widow.

('intra is about sixteen miles west rf Lisbon. 
^Vilhin I lie last few years, the road to it has

Migtiel from Vienna. Her splendid palace 
and quiii/a lie- on' the left at a short dibtance 
ffom ihe higii road. It contains a colkclion 
of natural €iirio»ilics, and several rare holani- 
cal specimens, two mugniftcent cedars, two 
beautiful American prpper trees,*— two Salis- 
biiries of Japan, — a grove of Magnolias,.&c. : 

In the neighbourhood stands a Dominican 
eon vent and church. 'J'he convent has been 
»<»ld and canvertcid into a manufactory, the 
cliiKch is still nsed for Religious worship, 
and contains thi* remainsof Don John de 
Castro viceroy of tlic Indias, and those of 
John das Kegras, an ancient lawyer and slates- 
ni<in in the time o£ Don John t, through 
wlio^e iriflnence that nu>narch obtained the 
crown in the Cortes of Cofmbra, to the 
pr.*judice of his niece Donna Beatrix. The 
chapel of the Castros conlaint several costly 
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lliAtble niondrrfentt of Which the ihcist rettia/k* 
able are iholse of the great vkemy, iand Iih 
son Alvaro. The image of the Blessed Virgin 
that stands in this churdi is the identical one 
that was taken from the w^lls of Tunis, when 
they were haltered by the Poritignese squadron 
that Was sent to the succour of Charles V. un- 
der the command of the Inftinte Doii Ltiiz. 

Leaving Bemfica and "gaining the top of the 
ascent which rejoices in the name of Porca- 
IhotOy we come in sight of the royal palace of 
Queluz, which stands at about half a mile's 
distance from the road on the l6fl. It forms 
part of the personal property 6f the royal fa- 
mily, which was designated by the name ofj 
the Infantado. It was a favorrle residence ofj 
Don John VI. atid also of Don Miguel, who 
l^eautified and improved it. It has also ac-i 
quired some celebrity from the death of Don 
Pedro having taken place within its walls. 
The bed is still ^hown on which he expired. 
It stands in the apartment sly led Don Qui- 
xote's from the represenlation of that worthy 
knight's adventures which are depicted 6n the 
ceiling. 

The palace is ah irregular building, its? va. 
riour parts having been constructed at diffi- 
lent periods. The audience room is a spacious 
apartment; the saloon known by the appella-

This boiy maa 
afier I be l.ilxAirs of the day, and afler spend* 
iRcr a good part of the night with the rest of 
lii^ r>rethern hi sin^iiifr the praises of God in 
the church, would retire to thi$ incooimodious 
rece«9, where he had only a few leaves fof hif 
couch, and a stone for his piKow, and wher^ 
from the stnaltness of the cave it was iinpossi* 
hie for him to stretch himself at full length.

From the Cork coovimiI the road to the we»t 
continues for ^ome distance to wind among 
the barren rocks. 'J'he mean heit^ht of tiie 
mountains of Cintra it aboul 182i) feet above 
the level of the sea. The greater part of the 
B^rra is composed of granite of various con* 
tistency, — the grains being sometimes lar^e 
and sometimes small, occasionally very hard^j 
and in some places so soft, as to l>e easily! 
crushed by the fingers. The feltspar, which 
it contains, 18 usually of a grf^yisb white, the 
mica is binck, and the quartz of a dingy white 
Mixed' with these there are very fine patttclei 
of magnetic iron, which is also found in piecei 
several inches ihick on the summits of th« 
mountain. The strata in general do not fo\ 
fow any regular direction. Tb's cifcumstaiice 
as well as the irregular and distorted appear 
ance of the rocks, which are piled in everj 
variety of position above each olhefi leave m 
doubt of their volcanic origin. 

Descending from the the moiiQlftlD| wedct 
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ery tying at some diUance lo the ndrlh west 
the town of Collares^ which gives iu. name io 
the well known wine ^o called. A inoderii 
PorUigiie»e writer be^rinii his account of ihrs 
place in I he following terms. ^' At a leagt^ 
to the west of the town of Cintta, and al his. 
)eag(ie9 distance north west from the city of 
Lisbon, above a fertile and verdanl valley 
known by the name of the Varsea, is situated 
the siiiiiing town of ColUres, which for the 
flow of iu fountains, (he melody of I he birds, 
the lemperaleness of its uir, which in the great* 
ea heat of $iHn(iM*r feels like that of mild 
spring, the dt^lic/icy of iis fruits, and the puri- 
ty of its warern m>y ju^lly be called a para* 
(liic on earth ^' Wiihni.l (subscribing to these 
enthusiastic corn'neiidition«^, we may safely 
tuy tiittt the riih vallr»y of Collaret, covered 
as il i» wiih nr.in^ve gioves and orchards, offers 
a most delightful object for the eye to dwell 
on, and beaun fully contrasts with the bare 
and arid mountain along the foot of which it 
extends The town itself, which is small and 
straggling, has little to recommend its Sevt* 
rul Roman inscriptions have been found in its 
neigh l)our hood, moA of which may be seen 
transcribed in the work alcove quoted, written 
by the Viscount Jernmenha. At the e&tie* 
niity of the valley an artificial lake oi rather 
pood bas beeo liGMraied on ^btch iaa pleasure 
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hotn. Here puiiies from Ctnira ofien me^i 
for purposes of ainiHeiiiefit. A small rivulel 
winds it« way from tlils spat lo ihe oc*^an. 
Formerly when il was a navigable rivor, I he 
friiil tlint fell from the troei overiiHr»<^iiig lU 
banks was carried down ihe slre-duii, ftuci gav«f 
to the beach the name by which it i^ »tili 
known, Praia da^ A/a^^as Applebeach. 

Above ihe beach, aboni ,i le.igne from Cal- 
lares, there is a rock or headland rt<iiiig to u 
perpendicular h<»it{ht of about two hundreii 
feet, it is known by tho nniMe of Ptdrad /il- 
vidrar. At certain poinu rhe wave* <vf itie 
wAtlantic ocean dash n<;:iiinst il;» base, and Uuve 
undermined it to a considerable rxieni, as 
mav be seen at some distance from the edije 
of the precipice where there is a oircular hole 
or chasm, at the boUom of which the sea 'a 
visible, and by its incessant chafing strikes 
terror into tho stonte^l heart wh<'n viewed 
from above. At the highest point of the roclc 
immediately over the ocean, a horrifyi(i>r fe^l 
is performed by persons who inhabit the neigh* i 
boiirhood. VVilhout any assistance or s<ipp<»rt 
but their hands and feet they descend the pi-r- 
pendicular rock, from the summit to tbe v%a<«j 
tei^s edge, and return in the same nmiuier. 
The least slip, or the giving^ way of a piece of, 
rook mnsi inevitably plunge them an citrtaia 
<ice4rtt^tioa| «ad yel ibejr naakenadiAMli/ 
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imv#ntiirin^ down the steep, a hd in tlie b<ipei 
of Q few vinfens from the vi«^i(ors Lwr> or tbf<fe 
will descend one after the other. Soiiteliines 
iisherincii, laden with baskets 6f fi»h, will as* 
€et|d ihe dangerous steep, merely for their owu 
convenience. 

'J*here are two ways of returning to Cintra 
from Col I a res— -thro tig h the valley, or hy I he 
road thai runs along the ftideof the mountain. 
The latter, besides heiug more coinmodit>iis, 
aflords a better opfi^rtuuity of seeing therioh 
luKurtant gardens which extend below After 
passing several coiiiilry residences remarkable 
for the pictiiresqife beauty of their situational 
we come to Monserrat. The ffuinfa $<> named 
ilanda on an eifiiinence thai juts out from the 
HrrUf and presents one of th<^ most lieauliful 
prospects which even Cintra, rich as it is in 
varied and charming 8C<*neiy, can otTer. It 
was tiilected by the celebrated Mr. B^^ckford, 
whose refined taste for the beautiftil no one 
will disptite, and was decorated by him with 
thai lavish profusion, which here as elsewhere 
has signalized his name. At the extremity of 
an avenue of trees, over the point of the emi- 
nence, is to be seen his dilapidated chateau, 
which has fallen like a flower blasted in the 
boiir of its opening bioom. The walls are 
cvetv whara scrawled over with the names of 
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ditionf. On the declivity of the hill jml he« 
low the mnnsion, an artificiai cascade ^as 
formed at a great ex ()ense,«- which like lh« 
rest of the ruins only lelU of by-«rone «p!en« 
dour, and of t lie capiice which tod the projec- 
tor first to heautify, and then abandon lh« 
place. 

Ketiirning to the high road we come, at no 
great distance, to a quinta situated «tiniUrly 
to the one we have just quilled, and connected 
with the name uf a person of less wealth, htit 
of greater renown than Mr. Beckford, the 
Villa and grounds of Pen ha Verde, once the 
property of Don John de Castro, and stiH 
held by his descendants. ThU renowned and 
disinterested hero, who makes so great a fr- 
gnre in Porln^nese history, chose {\m spot at 
his favorite retreat after his various adventures 
of peril and glory in two qnarter^ of the globe. 
After the meinoral)le defence of Din, the only 
reward he a^ked ffom his soverei^gn was, that 
the fock on which -mod six trees should be 
annexed to his quintet. It is still known bjr 
tlie II line of Monte das Moig^irnt Here also 
is ^iiowii tiio cliipel txiilt Ivy him in honour 
of Our La'iy At the boitoni uf the steps 
which cMn'iuet to it, are two •clones which he 
linuighl with liiin as trophies fr(»in the aast, 
and on which are carved varioas etnHlealatie 
figures^ and below ibaia a Uni; iamrtplioii \m 
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\km Sianicrit in honou^r of llie god Sera.. At* 
cending the fliglil of st«*ps we come to a ter- 
race on which the chapel is biiili, and wliere 
tlie V i til Qt, seated under the sliade of the cork 
trees thai are coeval witn the hiiilding, may 
enjoy the many lieauties of the broad land- 
icap«»thal expand* before him. Over the dour 
of llie chapel it the following inscription:

In front of this 
palace is a spacious lawn, where in the summer 
months the elite of Cintra usually take their 
evenmg promenade. I'he place is known by 
the name of iSi^iacs^ which is the plural of an 
obsolete Portuguese word iitial^ which means 
a seat or bench.

fifty feet in heio^ht, i aimed ialely fixes the aU 
tenlion. Trevisani painted ihe altarpiece. It 
represents St. Anthony in the extasy of be* 
holding the infant Jc»u:» descending into bis 
cell amidst an efTuI^ence of glory. '-Xcter 
did 1 behold,*' says the author of /^osAci, who 
visited Mufra in 1787, **an assemblage of such 
beautiful marble as gleamed above, below^ 
and around us. The colUtcral chapels, which 
artt six in number, are each enriched with 
finely finished i>assi relies i^ and stately por- 
tals of black and yellow marble, richly veined, 
and so highly polished as to reflect objects 
like a iinrror. The pavemenc, the vaulted 
coiling, the dome, and even the topmost lan- 
tern, ift encrusted with the same costly and 
duruble nialeriul. Roses of white marble and 
wreaths of palm branches, mo»t exquisitely 
>culpturcd, enrich every part of the edifice. 
I never saw Corinthian capitals better mo- 
delled, or executed with more precision and 
sharpness than tho»e of the coluums which 
support the nave. Having satisfied our curio- 
sity by examining the ornaments of the altar, 
we passed through a long covered gallery to 
the sacristy, a magnificent vaulted hall, pa« 
nulled with some beautiful varieties of alabas- 
ter and porphyry, and carpeted, as well as •& 
chapel adjoining to it, in a style of the utmost 
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magnificence. We traversed several moreballt 
and chapels, adorned wilh equal splendour, 
til! wo were fatigued and bewildered like 
knights errant in the mazes of an enchanted 
palace." 

Such is Mr. Beckford*s account of ihe im- 
pression produced on him by the inspection of 
the church, seen at the lime that it was in the 
xenith of its splendour. 

1'he length of the church from the entrance to 
the sanctuary is 283 palms. Its total breadth, 
including the lateral chapels, ii 142 palms. 
From the size of the majestic dome the Por- 
tuguese have drawn a proverb to designate 
any vast and magnificent work. It stands 
over the transept. Its height above the pedi- 
ment of the portico is 300 palms. It is infi- 
nitely superior in point of design to the rest 
of tlic edi^ficc, and may certainly be reckoned 
among the lightest and best proportioned in 
Europe. The visitor may if he please mount 
to its summit, and from the balustrade survey 
the wide prospect below. It is however to be 
regretted that the elevation does not command 
any magnificent expanse of scenery. Com- 
mencing with the roofs of an insignificant vil- 
lage, the eye ranges over the dull tops of 
barren hills backed in the distance by the 
Atlantic ocean. On the left the view is ter«* 
niinaied by the craggy mountaint of Cintra; 
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on the right, by woods of pine, diversified by 
scattered hauilett. It may perhaps be interest- 
ing to inform the visitor that the arch of the 
donn« is closed by a single stone^ hollowed out 
within and pierced by eight circular windows. 
The circumference of Ibis stone is 44 palms, 
ks height 13, it was drawn from tbe quarries 
of Cinlra by a hundred and seventy two oxen ; 
and during its transit forty one masons were 
hammering away without any embarrassment 
upon it. It was raised to its present position 
by four cranes, worked by a hundred and six- 
ty men, in the space of two hours. 

In conclusion we may characterise the 
church of Mafra, as being at once rich and 
iimple. Its design was grand and its execu- 
tion uniformly successful. As an architectural 
production it has been declared hy^an able 
critic to be faultless, neither vitiated by a mix- 
ture of styles, nor blemished by absurd ana- 
chronisms.

Having in a former chapter conducted the 
slrnnger to Belem, we will commence our pre- 
sent excursion from that place. The road 
follows the direction of the river which is vi- 
sible from il nearly through its whole extent. 
'J'he first place deserving notice, after (^utttin^:^ 
Belem Castle and the Sand-fort contiguous, is 
the quinia and villa of the duke of Cadaval, 
ivhich lie immediately on the side of the road, 
nt a place called Pedroujos. I'he family of 
thi9 nobleman, as well as that of the duke of 
Lafoens, are of the blood royal and rank the 
first among the Portuguese nobility. These 
dukes are privileged to wear their hats in pre- 
sence of the sovereign. The quinta of which 
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w(? are spe.ikin^ possesses shady walks, and a 
inr^f^ hasih of water, no despicable recoin* 
mendnlion in the ctimate of Porliigal. 

About a league further on. stands the royal 
palace of Cacbias. This residence, like ibe 
precedintj^, hns flower gardens, shady walks, 
and tanks of water: but its principal recom- 
mendation, as indeed is that of all the resi« 
dences and quintan which line the road, is the 
convenience afTorded for bathing in the river. 
Comparatively de<ierted during the rest of the 
year, they generally see assembled for this 
purpose all the rank and fashion of Lisbon in 
the autumn months. 

Here too, as in every part of this once re« 
ligious land, the traveller is painfully struck 
with the deserted ruins of the sanctuaries of 
religion. St. Jose de Ribamar, St. Catharine^ 
and though last not least the beautiful hermi- 
tage of the sons of St. Bruno, known in Portu- 
gal by the name of Corlusna, The writer of the 
present pages bad visited this convent in tbe 
days of its prosperity, when its holy inmates 
were the admiration as well as tbe support 
and consolation of the country around. With 
what feelings of sadness did be behold on a 
recent occasion the lonely remains of the ve- 
nerable pile* The cloistered walls were strip- 
ped of their appropriate paintings. The pave- 
ment was demolished, openings bad been made 
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In (he walls as if for passagei, arxi left wiil>« 
i>ut poits or lintels. Some of I be cells had 
been fitted up as temporary lodgings for 
bathers; and that nothing might be wanting 
to complete the infamy of the sacrilegious 
work, ridrcule was superadded to the desecra- 
tion, and a paper indicating property to l)e 
let was fixed on the' principal door of the 
house of God. The moral and intellectual 
state of the poor neighbourhood is a tad but 
true commentary on this heartless Vandalism. 
Left without the instructious and example of 
the good frithers, the rustic population has 
wofully retrograded in know led 0«-a9 well as 
morality. Ignorance and conletnpt for autho- 
rity are beginning to produce their natural 
efiects among them in the abandonment of all 
religious and social duties. Nor are these 
alnrming results merely confined to the spot 
T>f which we are speaking; the destruction of 
religious foundations, instead of increasing the 
wealth or aiding the enlightenment of the peo* 
pie, as was absurdly predicted, has produced 
nothing but misery and ignorance tfith ail 
their debasing influences through this once 
happy and contented land. 

At some distance further on we come to the 
straggling fishing town of Pa^o d* Arcos. ft 
contains a few good houses, &nd re^ckoni about 
1160 inhabitants. In the tjac ef tht minister 
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Pombal A dock or ba»in was here oon&tructed 
for sheltering^ ships and small craft in stormy 
weather ; but its demarkatioas are now scarce- 
]y discernible owing to the supine negligenca 
of those who ought to have kept it in repair. 

From this place the road diverges a little 
from the river and conducts at the distance 
of a mile to the town of Oeiras. The greatest 
and almost the only object of attraction in 
this place is the famous palace and quinia 
of the Marquis of Pombal. Tfa6 prodigious 
wealth of the great minister, known by that 
name, enabled him to form on this spot a 
demesne unequalled by that of any of the 
Portuguese nobility, at least in the neighbour* 
hood of the capital. The quinia itself, which 
is divided by the high road into two sections^ 
consists of orchard*, orange groves and vine« 
yards ; and is intersected by a canal whicU 
was intended to be carried as far d$ the neigh- 
bourhood of Cinlra,and to communicate with, 
the liver. 

At the back of the <]uinia are extensive and 
fertile corn lands forming part of the estnte. 
In the mansion there are to be seen several 
Qxcollent paintings, and some statues by emi<* 
fient artists. It was here king Joseph I. waa 
for spme time the guef^t of his favorite mi^nis'ii 
ter, and the inkstand is still shown from which 
he uaed to sign bis despatches. JBut the pria- 
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cipal objects of curiosity in the place^ if we 
except perhaps the groups the work of the 
cfaisei of Carrhra, are the unrivalled cellar, 
press-room, and granary. The first is inter* 
seeled by a double arcade of fifteen archer. 
It contains a number of wine tuns, all formed 
of Brazil wood, and most of them capable of 
holding thirty pipes. At one extremity of the 
cellar is the pre^s-room containing seven larg^e 
wine presses from which the wine was con- 
ducted by a channel to the tuns intended for 
its reception. Some of the tuns have heen 
recefUiy sold, and those that remain are gene- 
rally empty. Over the cellar is the granary 
formed on a similar magnificent scale. Leave 
for admission to the premises, the inspection 
of which will amply repay a visit, m^iy eusily 
be obtained by application to the preM^nt no« 
ble proprietor. 

The lands which stretch to the west of the 
estate of tha Marquis of Pbmbal are known 
by the name of Carcavellos, and produce iho 
sweet wine so called. 

If the visitor have time and be so disposed, 
he may push on as far as Cascaes, which is at 
a good league*s distance from Oeiras. Ic is 
on the sea shore and gives name to the ba^ 
on which it stands. It has a bar and is de- 
fended by fortifications. Near it on Che ex* 
tremc point of the rock stands a lighl«hou&e. 
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The po^iaiiofi of CascAfts is wpwards of twd 
thoufttnd. (See note at the end of the vtd.) 

A more interesting obj«ci and nearer Oei« 
rafl is tiie fortress, or tower of Si. Julian* 

'J'he Tagijs. by a peculiar 'formation of itt 
bar admits of only two enlranoes; one to tb<l 
norlb, deep and narrow, the otber to the soutb^ 
about 350 yards broad, and nine fathoms deep. 
The fort of St. Julian wa« boiit by Philip. il» 
It stands at the water's edge,and so eomplcteiy 
commands ibe northern entrance as to pre^ 
icnl a formidable resistance to a hostile fleet^ 
should chat atiempl to enter by that channel. 
It is responded to from the opp«)sile side of 
the river hy the Bngio fort, (he lower guns of 
which are but little above liigh water inark4 
9nd command the southern entrance. Both 
fortifications have bumbi-proof quaiters* 

Between the two channels. on tlie side of 
the ocean are the dangeious rocks known l)j 
the name of the Caohopos^ wiiich lie imme« 
diateiy under the surface of the water, and 
in cairn weather may easily be distinguished 
by the ^ripple thai is incessantly seen above 
them. Tlie fort of St. Julian like that of the 
Bugfo is built on the solid rock. 'J he former^ 
besides a battery on the side of the river, has 
on the land side a curtain flanked by two bas-» 
tions, with a foss. and covered, way. Its great 
defeeC in a military point of view lies in its 
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being cbmmand«d by higher ground in the 
immediate neighbourhood. The Bugio fort is 
of a circular form, and is entirely surrounded 
by water except at low tide, when it may be 
approached from th» long neck of sand that 
forms for some distance the south bank of ih^ 
river. It has on it a light-house with a bril- 
)ant revolving light. Ketuining to Lisbon 
from the Bugio fort along the south bank of 
the Tagus we first come to the village or 
town of Trafaria, which is small, and inha- 
bited principally by fishermen; it is built en- 
tirely on the sands, having scarcely a vestige 
of vegetation in its neighbourhood. The in- 
babitants derives their support from the sale 
of fish in the Lisbon market. 

Another town or village, situated on the 
sands south of the Bugio and consequently on 
the sea side, is the Costa. In this village 
most of the houses are buiit of rushes. There 
is also an tmcouthness or wildness in the in- 
habitants, characteristic of a very low stale of 
morals and police. Many of t'hem are said to 
be deserters and runaway felons; their looka do 
not entirely belie i\\Xi imputation. The officers 
of the law seldom approach the spot, and when 
they do, in search of some notable delinquent^ 
they are accompanied by a military force. 
Yet notwithstanding this semibarbarous state 
of the Costa, parties from Lisbon not unfre* 
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<)tt6niiy maike here a day's excursion, to enjoy 
the novelty of seeing IM fishermen draw in 
the net. On these occasions the party pays 
the expense of the draught. After the fish is 
caught, it is cooked by the fishertnen on the 
spot, in a manner which it is said the ablest 
cooks cannot equal. The secret however of thd 
recipe seems to be a long ride, and the .tea 
air: — ingredients which of course are not to 
be had in the kitchen^ of Lisbon. The mest 
is called a cakteirada. After what we have 
said of the uncivilized state of these fishermen, 
it m^y be a matter of surprise that we should 
be able to point to them as models worthy of 
our imitation in our own fisheries at home. 
Yet such is the fact, as fur as regards the 
understanding that exists between masters and 
men. The nets and boats are the property 
ef a few individuals, who are termed masters. 
The men are divided into companies — each 
company {>etonging to a particular net. They 
are not hired or paid according to any fixed 
salary ; but nre entitled to a slmre in the 
draught. One portion of the fish is assigned 
for the expenses of the net^ boats, &c: another 
belongs to the master, and a third is divided 
among the men. £ach man has thus a per« 
ftonal ihterest in the success of the draughts 
In time of failure, sickness, or bad weather, 
tba mastttr it obliged to furnisl) each man

wit'b a ceHain daily, allowance of <CQod, to ba 
dadttchxi on oecasjoni oT success and abun- 
dance. By this excellent rcgulalion the hor- 
Tors of famine are avoided in uopropitious 
teasons. 

Leaving the sands, and ascending the bills in 
the direction of Lisbon, we come^ to a well cut- 
rivaled district, consisting principally of vine- 
▼ards, known by the singular name of Capa* 
riea^ Angllct 'rich cloak.* 'It extends from 
Trafaria and the Cosla^s far ad AliBAdd,<\nd 
Cova da Piedade. The soil is grenerally light 
and well adapted for the grow to of the vine, 
though the quality of the wine produced is in 
general not of the best, — a faet mainly attri- 
butable to the want of selection in ibe plants. 
In many of the vineyards a large proportion 
of the vines are of an inferior kind called 
i/aZia, which produces abundance of fruit, but 
such as is incapable of forming a licb and ge- 
nerous wine. Those proprietors, who have ex- 
cluded this inferior grape from their grounds^ 
are able to produce wine in this distcict scarce- 
ly inferior to any in the co^jntry. 

If the traveller should happen to be in Lis- 
bon in the autumn months, we would by all 
means advise him to spend a day in Caparica, 
to witness the process of wine^makiog. The 
country is at that time all alive wibb baajr via* 
tagert, and he will not ptocaed ht iviUioal 
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meeting some of ihem lo remind him of Ovid*9 
peTtonihcii'icm oi^ ihe season,

The principal town m the dislrkt, whicb 
has a judicial court of lis own, is Almada. 
Il has a fort overhanging the river, ar>d a 
breastwork and redoubts on the land side. A» 
the road lies through the middle of the town, 
we would advise the visitor to make a short 
digression to an elevated spot on his left to en* 
joy a magnificent view that is there presented 
of Lisbon and the Tagus. Although the vio^ 
from tins point is n>o3t grand and rni posing, 
we do not remember to have met with il ifi 
an J collection. 

From Almacfa the road gradtialfy deseendv 
through the village of Ga^ilhas, to the extreme 
point whence steamers and passage boats re^ 
gula;riy ply to Lisbon, and where the travel-* 
ler 19 sure lo meet with mariy arr nrgont peti» 
lioner soliciting hid patronage in the shap^'of 
a fare fat hioisitf and company across th0 
rifJw.

What Englbhman has not beard of Ban»« 
biiry caked I and what I'ortuguefte is a atran- 
ger to the fame of the marmalade of OdiveI« 
las! To Odivellas then shall be our present 
excursion. Ascendin^^ the bill and pasting the 
barrier of San Sebastido da Pedrdva^ we are 
conducted by tlie road on the right to a small 
common, known by the name of Campo Pe* 
qutno^ It is here that the troops are som«* 
limes reviewed on Gala days, and from its 
proximity to the town it has been often se- 
lected as a cricket-ground Iiy tiie British ; who 
when they can mti»tcr in sufficient strength) 
ehler on their nution.il sport with considera- 
ble spirit, and their example has been rather 
awkwardly imitated by some Portuguese gen- 
tlemen of the neighbourhood. When an Eng* 
lish fleet happens to be stationed in the Tagus, 
the Campo not unfrcquently presents a lively ] 
and animated appoarancei when forty or fifty 
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dficert ftod mtdthipniefi may beteen contend^ 

^'Who best can urge the flying ball.^* 
There it another road from Lisbon to 4 bis 
field in the direction of j^rroios and Campo dc 
S.Anna* On this road, at a short d istance froui 
Campo Pcqutno^ is to be seen an oncienl in« 
scription designating the spot where S. Eliza- 
belb, queen of Don Denis, effected a recon- 
ciliation between that monarch and hia son, 
afterwards Alphonsus the fourth, at the mo- 
ment, when their respective forces drawn up 
in hostile array were about to join battle. 
This monumental record has been fortunately 
preserved ; another consisting of a cross, erect- 
ed on the spot where the father and son firU 
embraced each other in sign of recoficiliation, 
was torn down by order of certain Sconoclas* 
tic Vandals in 18*36. 

Following the macadamised road wo come 
to another open sp.ict! called in conirAdistinc- 
tton lo the one we have just M\^Cmnpo Gran" 
de. This field is about a nnie in {ength and 
hat m spacious carriage rodd round it, with a 
foot path on each side, shaded by a double 
row of trees. 

The demarkation of the spot as well as the 
plantation of it were e(Tected under the admi- 
oislration of the Conde de Linbares, in the 
latter part of the reign of Queen Mary L An 
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abnual fBir, nriiich lasts «ight or fiTleen dsjTif 

is held liere, and cornrrences in the second 
week. «f October. The pnriih clitirch of I he 
pliice, which stands at the north side of (be 
.Campo is dedicaled in honour of the three 
Kings, or Enstern Magi, who went to adore 
our Infant Redeemer. 

About a mile further on stands the village 
of Ltuniar, remarkable for possc«ing in its vi« 
ctnUy the delighiful gardens of thtt Duke of 
Paiinell.'i. 'J' lie votaries of Flora \viU find 
hero a rich treat in comteniplating the success 
with wiiicli art has aided nni^Mre in the pro- 
diiction of the rarea and most beautiful spe- 
cimcns of plants And flowers. The ground, 
over which these gardens arc spread, andu* 
lalei in pleasing variety, and contrasts strong- 
iy with the lal)onred and unnatural sameness 
of the st^'le of the last century ;^— a defect still 
too appiirenl in the gardens of the Laran- 
geiras. Ti)e oppertunita& loci Uas.iio doubt 
been favorable lo Ltirniar; still, much is due 
to the taste and skill displayed in turning 
these advantages to the best account. With* 
out wishing to impose our own. tastes upon 
this subject on our readers, we would advise 
them. to judge for themselves by > biting both 
gardens, which the munificence of the I wo 
noble proprietors will enable tiieiD eaMlyto4o 
by a tickei of admisiion; ■ • ''• - i - 
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T>Me«n(Iinfl; from Lum'iar to the rMef h^ 
low, and lakingf (he road lo the left, we a^ 
rive, at a distance of ahont two milesi at tlio 
village and convent of Odivellas. On enter- 
ing the vrila<|:e, the most striking object that 
presents itself U an arcii in the Moorish or 
Arabesque style, siirtnonnted by a cro9s,erected 
in the middle of the road. Three smaller 
arphes, erected below the principal one, %\lp^ 
port a tablet 'Or led«;^e of stone, which passes 
from side to side of the great arch. The whole 
being built of stone, has resisted the ravages 
of time, and has also had the good fortune to 
escape the ruthless hands of modern levellers* 
The precise object for wfiicli this arch waa^ 
raised, has not been well ascertained. It is 
popularly donominated. ^'ihe monument of 
kin^ Denis,'* and is snppoed to have been 
used as a resting:; place for his remains before 
they were deposited in the church. Frey 
Francisco Brandao says that it was con* 
slriicted OS a resting place for the coffin of 
John 1., when his body was transferred from 
Lisbon to Batalha. It might have been used 
on both occasions: the architecture indicates 
higher nnti<|uity than the middle of the fif* 
teentb een(ury. A spacious court conditpts ut 
to the convent. Ever since its foundation by 
kin^ Denis, in the year 1305, it has been in- 
habited' by nuos of the order of Si. 'Bernard. 
T 
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Its founder endowed il with royal iMfiffri* 
cence. King Denis bimtelf) a daughter, and 
four of \m grandftons were buried within ill 
tvalU. In a small dark chapel near the en* 
trance is the loinb of the rirst*mentioned» It it 
contidcrnbly defaced; the front part faces the 
wall, and the back has l)een covered with 
stucco. The interior of the church has little 
worthy of special notice if we except perhnpi 
the choir, which is beautiful and rich, and four 
paintings by Gran Vasco. Near the porch 
there is partly imbedded in the wall a ball 
of stone, more than a yard in circumference, 
and beneath it an inscription implying that 
the ball was placed here by Don Alvaro de 
Koronhai being one of those that the Turks 
bad shot against the citadel of Ormiis, in an 
unsuccesful attempt to take the place during 
the time that he commanded there. 

Before quilting the precincts of the con* 
irent, we would by all means advise the vUi* 
tor to try the marmalade made by the nuns 
inside, which is certainly of unrivalled excel- 
lence. It is beautifully white, and almost 
transparent. They cut it into diamond •shaped 
pieces, and keep it made up in pounds, en* 
closed in papers ready for sale. An applica« 
lion at the wheel will meet with immediate 
attention. 

After descendiiig from Lumiary if IIm tra» 
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▼etter had taken the turn to the right, he 
would have found liimseif in the delighirHl 
▼ahcy of Loures, whicii extends for nearly a 
league, nnd is hemmed in on both sides, by 
rich and fertile hills, covered with vineyards 
and corn ftelds, At its termination, the road 
divides into two; that to the right conducts 
to Tojal and Bucelias, famous fur producing 
the once favorite wine of that name, and the 
other ascending the hills leads to the highest 
point of land in Eurcmadura, cailud Mont* 
axique, This point is in immediate conli* 
gully with the famous lines of Torres Vedras^ 
formed by the Duke of Wellington to check 
the progress of the French, when marching 
upon Lisbon under the command of marshal 
Masenn in 1810. Besides the magnificent view 
of the surrounding country, that is presented 
from the summit of Montaxique, the place ii 
alfo celebrated for several chalybeate springs, 
which gush from the sides and foal of the 
oiouotaia.

Nearly one half of the distance from Lis* 
bon to St. Ubes may be |i^one by water. A 
ateamer with passengers for Valle de Zebro, 
leaves the quay at the Praga do Commercio 
every morning. The place of disembarkalion 
II neat the extremity of an arm of the Tagus, 
calied Rio de Coyna» Coyna is a small vit- 
lage at the water ^s edge consisting of a few 
straggling and dilapidated houses, and the 
works of a mining company, who in fondig 
attempting to raise the precious metals from 
the bowels of the earth, seem to have lost 
those which they had in their pockets. Near 
the long wooden quay belonging to tbe fttcan 
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eoinpunjrif an hospital for invalided mariiiiot* 
This, with liie excppiion of a water inilliand 
a wretchedly provided inn* are the. only ha^ 
hitotions al Valle du Zebro, and no oilier will 
be mel with, till we have traversed ihe iin« 
roense pine wood, into whidi we inunediittely 
enter, takin<r for our beacon, the castle of 
Palinella, visiible al intervals along the road. 
Some sixty years as^o, a traveller ^oing to 
St. Uhe^ Ihtjs writer: '^ Notwilhsianding the 
trade of this place and ihe constant intercourse 
between it and Lisbon, yet there h not a percii 
of road lo be seen the whole way; nor can 
any find their way in the jotirney, except 
those who are in the constant habit of travel* 
lin^ there; every other person must take « 
guide, or what will answer ihe^aine purpose^ 
one of the mules which i& trained to the routei** 
'J'his description, ns far as regards the mulei 
and the way from Valle de Zubro to PalmeU 
la, is still true, though the account has refe« 
tence to the transit i>ctween Moula and PaU 
in ell a. Formerly the traveller incurred coii* 
stderable danger in traversing the wood from 
the banditti that infested it. Tire writer has 
travelled with a gentleiran who was made 
prisoner l)y robtiers when going from Lisbon 
to St. Ubes. Some, of his party, who had pre* 
<;eeded him, w^re stripped aiiU plundered; bo 
waa iuflbrtd taprioce^d wiijioiit ftAfllicr oiaki* 
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tation, as be was known to. the mtTaoders at 
a humane and ciinritable gentleman. An oc- 
casional goatherd or woodcutter arc the only 
beings the traveller meets with as he passes 
along. In certain spots are discernible >»e*li- 
ges of very extensive fires by which all vege- 
tation has been de*lroy<?d for several miles. 
These fires usually lake place in the dry a«>- 
lumn months, and arc often the work of incen- 
diuries, who for the purpose of pfovWing open 
pasture for the flocks of goats that feed in the 
woods scruple not to lay waste a large ex« 
tent, and occasion incAlculaWe damage to the 
pioprietprs. At the moment these lines are 
being penned, not less than three of these fires 
are visible from Lisbon, and the heat on some 
occasions is said to be so great as fro affect llie 
atmosphere as far as the north side of the 
J agus. 

As soon as we begin to ascend llie Arrabi* 
da chain, cultivated fields and vineyards li»t 
iho' road, and before we reach the elevated 
point on which Palmella stands, we begin to 
be repaid for our dreary ride through the fo- 
rest by the magnificent scenery thai is discer- 
nible in the rear. But it is only on reaching 
the summit of the castle of Palmella that Iha 
eye can wander with undiminished delight 
•ver the unboimded tievr of rooanlatn and 
mU^, iMd and seai that aapftoda befim iU 
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To the north Wert the hor if nn it bounded l^jr 
the ball! peaks of Cinlra, whose craggy fortnft 
are grand and striking from any point of vievr. 
Midway between these and the spot where we 
stand LislKin with its bright %vhtte housseand 
palaces; the noble Tagiis rolling its mighty 
tide to the sea; the vast Atlainlic, and the 
mountains of Arrabida on the west, with all 
the varied alternations of precipice and vaU 
ley, of thickly wooded sides and barren sum- 
itiits; towards the eoiith the lovely bay of St. 
Ubes, with its long pcnin;inla of sand and 
picturesque town, washed by the modest Sado, 
quietly winding its way eastward almost in e 
semicircle through the tvood^ and sandy plains 
along the edges of the white Salt pit*;— al! 
these objects combined form a panorama of 
the most diversified and impressive character. 
The town of Palmella is a collection of 
wretched comfortless house», without any inn 
or respectable esialagcm. The castle is of 
Mooiish orij^in, and it' we except the view, ij 
only remarkable for two large reservoirs, still 
in a good state of pre«t>r vat i(>n. The rain wa« 
ter that is eollocied inside in winter, would 
be sufficient lo supply a numerous garriscm for 
several months.. In the higher one a very re* 
markable echo can be obtained by shouting 
at the orifice through which the water ia 
drawn tt|^« In the immediate vicinity of the

cjisile lii^ to be se(«n a religious hoFiiie and 
cinircli bolh now Tallin'^ to decay, which were 
formerly occupied by ihe religions knighU of 
St. James. In the seqiiesi ration of religious 
properly in I8.M- no exception was made in 
favour of tlic military orders* 

The road from Pcilmeita to St. Uhes lies 

Ihroiigli a ricli and beniHiful valley fill«»d with 

or.'ingo and lemon groves, and iiiler«persed 

wiih j]f,irdens and coumry scats. The oranges 

produced in these quintas arc superior to those 

j;rown in any other part of the country. 

• St. IJbes ranks the first among the towns 

fViltos) of Portognl, lis population is olioui 

J5,000. It is situated on the north bank of 

the Sado, at aboirl a I en gneV distance from 

the bar of the river. The streets m general 

are narrow and dirty, and the houses mean. 

Those immediately facing the rrver are the 

best const rnclcd. The port, which is narrow 

and of difficult entrance in consequence of the 

snnd bnriks that have there aecurniilated, \% 

protected on the north west by the fort of St. 

Philip, which was built during the Spaniab 

dominntion. On I lie opposite side of the river 

arc the ruins of Troya. They stand on a nar« 

row neck of land formed between the sea and 

a branch of thd river. Anliquariant are" not 

agreed as to the orrgin of these ruins. ' The 

thost probable opinion is, that, thef ara Iha 
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remai'DS of a Roman fishmg-town,* which ia 
supposed to hav« been buiti on the site of a 
Phoenician colony. This conjecture rests on 
thediscovery of many Hornan and Phoenician 
coins on this spot, some of tvhioh are in the 
possession orf the vicar general of St. Ubes: a 
box containing PhcBnician ornaments vr at also 
found here some years ago. But few vestiges 
af the ruins ar^ at present discernible and those 
which exiit are insufficient in the absence of 
further proof, to solve the problem of their 
origin and history. 

When the writer with a party visited the 
spot in the year 1846, an incident occurred 
which is worth recording. At a little distance 
from the place where we stood, something 
like a large bird was sieen fluttering on the 
ground. On a nearer approach we found that 
what we had seen were two sparrowhawks 
contending with each other ici mortal fight. 
So intent were the combatants on the deadly 
struggle ifi which they, were engaged, that 
tbey suffered themselves to be taken up while 
they were mutually grasping each other with 
thetf' beaks and talons. Even after we had 
carried them some distance, it was not with* 
out difficulty that they could be separated. 
We took them with us alive to St. Ubes, and 
there gave^ them to a juvenile friend. 

St. Vbei posseises several churches : the 
T « 
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krgtf&i is that of St. Julian in wbicli are Iwo 
original paintings by Vasco. There is a 
ehurch denominated the Jesus, helongipg to 
Capuchin nuns, which is remarkable not only 
for its antiquity, but for the very superior 
paintings which it contains. The foundation 
of the convent dates as far back as 1480. It 
was built by an Italian architect of the name 
of Boutaca, whom John II. had sent for from 
Italy. It was commenced c^t the expense of 
a private individual, but enlarged and finished 
by king John. Besides its very remarkable 
architecture, it contains a curious twisted co- 
lumn of black marble formed of one single 
stone. The paintings above allud.ed to are fif- 
teen in number, and are attributed to Gran 
Vpsco, a supposition not improbable, as well 
from the character of the paintings themselves, 
as from tite fact that they were all given to 
the convent by the kings John II. and Em- 
manuel, who were both patrons of that great 
artist. ^ 

When at St. Ubes the traveller should spend 
a day in visiting Arrabida, a sanctuary re- 
markable for the peculiarity of its situalioni 
and for having been the retreat of the cele- 
brated ascetic St. Peter of Alcantara. The 
most convenient means of reaching it is by 
water. A boal for this purpose can be hired 
at St. Ubes, from which place there is a plea-

•ant tail under the forts of St. Philip, A tea* 
cer and Oulao. After passing the bar of the 
river, and sailing or rowing for some distance 
npoB the ocean, we approach a small inlet 
known by the nameof Por/snAo{2a 'Jrrahida. 
Almost immediately on the shore there exists 
a large cavern «ntire!y formed of Stalactites, 
the fantastic points and doublings of which 
covering the roof, give it the appearance of a 
Gothic chapel. In front of the middle or, 
nave an altar has been erected in honour of 
St. Margaret. An annual festival is here cele* 
brated in faonourof the Sajnt, which is nume- 
rniisly attended by visitors frotu St. Ubes and 
the neighbouring country. 

From St. Margaret^s cave to the convent 
the road, as the visitor will find to his cost, is 
steep, and what fs worse it must be ascended 
on foot, as animals cannot be procured in the 
neighbourhood. The following account of the 
convent is taken from the reminiscences of 
Portugal by Prince Lichnowski, in 184?. 

^< At about two thirds of the way up the 
mountain stands the monastery of Arrabida, 
where we at fast arrived, weary^and scorched 
by the terrific violence of the mid-day sun. 
This monastery, which was anciently of great 
importance, and gave to a portion of its order 
the title of the Promncia da Arrabida^ why 
supprcMed like all the rest : but it had the 
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g#od fortune to be purchased hy the duke of 
Palmella, vvho never for a nooment enter* 
tain^d the grovelling idea of turning to pro- 
fit this historical inonunnent, b^ transforming 
Stafter the modern fashion^ nor has he .allowed 
it through neglect to crumble into ruins. The 
situation of x^rrabida strongly reminded me 
of the monastery of IVIonserrat in Catalunha. 
Though It viranU the sharp points of the tur- 
reted rocks, which crown Monserrat with their 
hermitages, and render it the most singular 
mountain in the world; nevertheless the mo- 
naUery of Arrabida hangs half bendinj^.over 
tin abyss in the same manner as the celebrated 
convent of Catalunha, the great resort of pil- 
grims. We travel for a considerable time 
from one hermitage to another over long and 
narrow paths, passing by several smalt cha- 
|)els, until we reach the place where, accord- 
ing to some writers, the monks gave then)- 
«elves up to every species of licentiousness* 
[Nothing but the greatest credulity, or the 
most profound ignorance could admit such a 
suspicion, which must appear manifestly most 
unfounded, to all those who take the trouble 
to examine carefully these abodes. Whilst 
standing in the wretched hermitage, where 
these barefooted religious met only for,p«nance 
and prayer, the idea struck me. that the best 
punidbmpnt for the authors of #u<^ an abiurd 
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calumny would be to shut them up for some 
time in this vory spot, where, dieted on spare 
regimen, they might lead the diasolule life of 
the monks, till with bodies ema<;iAted by dis- 
ciplines and hairsbirts they should be cured 
of the uKtlevoIence of their thoughts. In the 
cloisters and near the walls are seen monks 
in marble on their knees, or prostrate on the 
ground; many of the cells are hollowed in 
the rock, others are raised against it. AH are 
but a few feet square, aiTording scarcely roora 
sufficient. for one person to move within ihem* 
The doorways are narrow and low, rendering 
it nece^ary to stoop in order to enter; small 
windows or rather apertures let a dim light 
into these closets*^* 

^'Yet even this, small as it was, was snatched 
from them ; und even sci the fact is beyond a 
doubt,. that throughout the Iberian peninsula . 
not a singly fri^r, with the eicception of such 
as were unworthy of the name, among the 
inan^ who have been cast forth at large on 
the world, has ceased deploring the loss of 
his narrow cloister, where fae consecrated his 
days to fasting, watching, and prayer.^^ 

«^Tbe conventofArrabida contains not an/ 
object of art: at least we meet with nothing 
there now: its poetry e^^tsts in its history, in 
jts sUtii^tiop^ pnd la the widowhood of |ts 
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ttbandoned lanciuarjr. The duke of Palmeiia 
employs a secular prieU to watch over (he 
edifice; thanks to the zeal of this nobleman, 
many appropriate repairs have been mosl laii* 
dably made in all parts where rui& was ibrea* 
lened.'' 

The cell inhabited by St. Peter of Alcan- 
tara is still shown, as well as those of his com* 
paniona. The convent was founded in the year 
1539, but the spot was dedicated to religion 
as early as 1^58. The legend of ita Brst foun« 
dation is curious, and may prove not unac* 
ceptablo to our readers. The followin^g is a 
free translation of it as contained in a little 
work which has fo? its title, ReUugao abbrc* 
viada da antiguidade da Senhora da jfrrabi^ 
da^ e dc como veto da Inglaterra para Por^ 
tugal. 

*'In past ages the Catholic faith flourished 
in England with such abundant fruits, that 
that island obtained the name of First-bora 
daughter of the Church. The fir^t to plant it 
there was Joseph of Arimathea, the disciple 
of Christ our Lord, but in consequence of the ' 
interruption of the communication with the 
Komans, Christianity became in a short time 
extinct. In the year of Christ 188, while St. 
Eleuthefius governed the universal Church, he 
aent at the instance o( LuciuSj then king of 
Britain, Fugatius and Pamianat to baptise 
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bitn and bis vassaU, King and people wex« 
to well di&ppsed, that at the very first preach* 
ing of theie apostolio men, tbey embraced the 
faith of Christ. In this faith the country per. 
setered, till iu subjugation by the Saxons, 
idolaters of Upper Germany, who again ex- 
tinguished there the light of faith. In the 
year 596, St^ Gregory the Great sent over 
some Benedictine monks with a view of again 
restorinir the glory of Catholicity in the Is« 
knd. This they did with so much glory to 
God, that all the inhabitants wej-e converted 
to the Christian religion^ Thus the country 
continued for nearly a thousand years, till in 
1534 the abandoned Henry VIII, following' 
the brutal impulse of his passions, introduced 
into the kingdom the heresy in which it is 
ilill immersed.-^This being premised, — there 
is a well authenticated tradition that the glo« 
riotis heralds of the faith sent by St* Gregory 
to Britain built an oratory, and having caused 
an image of the most holy Mary, with tha 
divine child in her arms, to be carved in. stone, 
they erected the same in their oratory, in or« 
der 'thai it might be looked upon and vene*. 
rated by all, being the first which on that oc« 
casion was seen in Eogland, and is the one 
which is now venerated at Arrabida* The 
English failed not devoutly to visit tiie sane* 
tuary which had }>een erected, and the devoii 
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tlon virhich ihey fttewed lo «wir Lady was re« 
warded by many miracles which testifiecl the 
^^fflcacy of her intercession. At length the ora- 
tt>ry which during the Upse of several 'centu- 
ries had continued in the poss^ssie^n of the 
descendants of the person, \tho had first given 
the ground for its erection^ feM into the hands 
of a devout ahd opulent lAerchant ofihe name 
of flaildebrant. He having come to the reso- 
hi^ion of quitting his native lahd and coming* 
to Portugal, either with a view to greater 
eorjfimercmt profits, or for some other addilio- 
fial reason, ptit part of hiv effects on board, 
e^ld the remainder, and being full of devotion 
towards the ara^red Image ^f our Lady, pre- 
pared for it in Che cabin of the ship, a decent 
and fit receptacle, in vvhich he pUoed - it. 
After bidding adieu to friendrand relatives, 
vhe was Rafted in a fe^ days* to the bar of 
Lisbon, the place of his destination; but it 
was not God*s wiU that he should enter the 
poti. The wind, which tilT then had been 
favorable and light, now suddenly rose and 
blew wKh such fearful violence, that the crew 
gave themselves up for lost. Dashed about at 
the i^ercy of the winds and waves, Hailde- 
brant*s ship was carried round Cape Espichel, 
where at a point called Alportnche, between 
the serra and the bar of St. Ubes, it was 
expected every moment to go down. The 
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darknesi 6f the night iner«a$ed th6 horror of 
the fcene. The crew having bow no hopes of 
earthly help had recourse lo that of Beaver. « 
and sought the benign aid of the most Holy 
Mary, Star of the Sea, for escaping the dan- 
l^er. With Maildehrant at their head they 
anembled in the cabin to implore with tear« 
fill eyes the intercession of her whose linage 
ihey were conveying with theni. They found 
It not ! It had disap{)eared ! Confounded now, 
as well as torrifted, they knew not what to 
say or do, but believing their sins to have 
made them unworthy of MAcy*s protection, 
they continued to cry aloud to Heaven for 
mercy. In Ifhe midst of this terrible consterna- 
tion Haiidebrant and his companions return- 
ing on deck beheld, on tlie side of the sbip, 
a long stream of light which pierced the thick 
darkness that enveloped them, and which was 
80. strong and brilliant as tb render visible the 
peaks of the nionnlalns an the share. They 
at once pronou'noed it lo be miraculous; and 
indeed its appearance was the signal for the 
nbating of the stornu As the danger ceased^ 
j"y filled every countenance except t'hftl of 
Haildebrant wlio' felt too deeply the loss he 
had s^tistsiined in the strange disappearance of 
the beloved image of Her, whom he honoured 
as his: protectress in eVery danger. The light 
Hill continued to siji)\e with undiiiiiniined 

i; 
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Yiriiriancy, (ill ihe morning sun, di<:pis)liog the 
ginorn' thai in every otliier point still brooded 
over the waters^ revealed to ihe crew I he fall 
extent of the danger from which they had 
escaped by shewing them the rocks, which 
were lyin^ in the direct track in wiiich the 
vessel had been drifting during the storm. 
With grateful hearts they returned thanks to 
God. Deeply struck with the prodigy ihat 
h^d been wrought in their favour they made 
directly for the land, and keeping steadily in 
view the point froui which ibe light had shone, 
they ascended the abrupt rock wjiich arose 
almost from the water's edge. Arriving at 
Ihe point where tlie chapel of the Blessed 
Virgin now stands, to their astonishment, and 
greater joy, they beheld standing on one of 
the rocks the image of the Mother of God, 
which had so mysteriously disappcard from 
the cabin of the vessel. Prostrating them* 
selves before it, they saluted it with the most 
profound veneration, proclaiming aloud, as 
they well might, that it was to the patronage 
of her whom it represented that they owed 
their deliverance.'* 

The Jegend then goes on lo slate, that 
Haildebrant would not consent that the ioiage 
should be removed from lh« place to which 
^i had been so miraculously, transferred ; that 
he built a chapel on the spot| distributed 
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among the poof the tiirpltis of his wealth, and 
became for the rest of his days an hermit on 
tho serra. His crew after wasds settled at Al- 
inada, whence every year they went in solemn 
pilgrimnge to ihe fehrine of our Lady of Ar- 
rabida. — In confirmation of the above narra* 
live, the book from which it is taken cites a 
document said lo exist in the' archives of {\\6 
Cathedral, which is Haildebrant^ profession 
of obedience to the bishop and chapter of 
Lisbon. 

Quilling Arrabida by the rond which runs 
along (he mountain, we have from the summit 
a distant view to the west of Cape Espichel 
with ili light-iiousc and church. Leaving Cu* 
Ihariz, a spacious cotinlry mansion, belonging 
to the duke of Palmella, in the plain to our 
left, we come, round the fool of tlie mountain, 
lo the vil!age*of Azeitao. This is a large and 
populous village, or rather town, containing 
about «^,000 inhabitants. It contains soine 
mantifaclories and country seats, and extends 
two or three miles in length; the soil in its 
neighbourhood produces, abundance of wirfe 
and oil. Azeiiao, from its proximity lo the 
capital and to St. Ubes, joined to its natural 
fertility, might long since have been a thri* 
ving and wealthy town, had a moderate out- 
lay been expended in improving its means of 
comaionication with those two places. As k 
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Is, the Tagut can he reached only by traver« 
«ing a trickiest forest of pines; and the road 
to St. Ubes is either the circuitoiH oneof PaU 
meila. or a still more rugged and tediotn pass 
over the nearer heights. 

Another inletesling trip frorn Si. UKes is to 
follow the course of the Sado, in thedireclion 
of Alcacer do Sal. The river in front of St. 
Ubes is something less than a leagtie in 
breadth It has an excellent anchorage for 
ships, and might be called a good harbour, 
were 4t not for the sandbanks which impede 
its entrance and navigatiou. In the yearl84'S, 
43€ ships entered the port; 156 Poriugues**, 
105 Swedish, 44 Dutch, 36 French, 31 Eng- 
lish, ^3 Russian, Ql American, 11 from the 
Manse towns, 9 Danish, 6 Prussians, and 7 
lilanoverians* 

As we ascend the stream, our attention will 
be arrested by the piles of salt, which lie along 
its low and marshy banks. J'hey are raised 
in the form of hayricks, and are thatched 
"With straw or rushes. The salt of St. Ubes ts 
clearer and whiter than that of Aveiro or Ca« 
diz. This circumstance, added to the fncl (hat 
the price never varies, is what renders the ex- 
portation of it so large. It is calculated that 
not less than S,000 men are always employed 
in the salt pits (Salma»)j and sometioies a 
lu^ch greater number. The salt is collected 
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in large rectangular reservoirs which are about 
three feel deep, and extend at far as nin« 
leagues from St. Ubcs. The water is intro. 
ddccd into lliese reservoirs by means of canals^ 
which arc branched off in various directions. 
As soon as a reservoir is filled, the canal is 
closed, (n some places the water is fir&l con« 
ducted to a large deposit, whence it is let out 
fcs req4]tred into the adjacent salt- pits. As 
soon as the water is dried up by the heat of 
the sun, which usually happens in the month 
of June, the salt is collected together, aome* 
times in huts or barns, and sometimes in heaps 
in the open air, as above described. The price 
of a Moio of sail is one mil rea, or four shil- 
lings and six pence: but the expanses of car- 
riage and shipment, which also follow a fixed 
tariff, are to the account of tlie purchaser. 

.About six leagues from St Ubcs, stands the 
town of Alcacer do Sal. It is small, and de* 
rives its principal profits from its sallpils and 
fishery. This town was of considerable im- 
portance io the time of the Romans. Julius 
Caesar made it a free town. It possessed a 
temple dedicated to the goddess Salacia. The 
opulent Romans, who inhabited Beja, Evora, 
and other places of Lusitania, had villas in 
its neighbourhood, in which they used to pass 
the summer months for the purpose of enjoy* 
ing the laltwater baths. It was taken from 
tbe Moors ia IS 17 by Alphonsus II.

Leaving Lisbon, in one of the company** 
filenmers, wo pass on our Ic'fl a fertile and 
well cullivalcd tract of country, which con- 
trasls strongly with the dry and sandy wastes 
on the opposite bank. Olive grounds and corr>- 
fields, orchards and occasional orange groves, 
interspersed here and ll»ere with while villa- 
ges and collages, are the oV>jects that chiefly 
catch the eye, as we glide along. The first 
place at which the steamer touches after quit- j 
ling Lisbon is Alhandra. It is a poor fishing. I 
town, consisting of low and comfortless houses, 
and dirty and ill-paved streets. The principal 
church of the place is singularly situated on 
A hill which commands the whole viliage. 
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There U a cemetery contiguous to the chiircb, 
i^nd It i.* a commnn saying amongst the Poi*. 
I ngiiesc, that *'at Alhandra the dead are above 
ifie living. ■»' Frofi: tliis point commenced the 
celei)rated lines, which llie Oiike of W(»lling. 
I Ion formed ngain»t Massena, hy which he 
I effectually proicxled the peninsula which is 
botjnded hy the sea on the west, hy the 'Pagua 
on the south and south east, and has Liibon 
on its southwest extretnity. 

About-a mile further on is the town of Villa 
Franca da Xira. It was to this place that 
Don John VI. retired, on the occasion of the 
suppression of the Constitution of J8|0. Hav- 
ing continued her* a few days, he returned 
to the capital amidst the enthusiastic accla* 
malions of "Long live the absolute king/' 
Villa Frarvca contains about d,000 inhabi- 
tants, and for a country town, has some tole- 
rable streets and respectable houses. As we 
approach Alhandra and Villa Franca; we 
meet with several extensive islands, formed of 
thick alluvial soil, rising but little above the 
surface of the water. Here also commence 
the Lezirias, which occupy a surface of about 
seventy square miles, and have lately been 
cultivated with great success. They are low- 
lands which in the rainy season are often un- 
der vvater, and produce two crops in the year; 
on«of wbeat wiilun fifty days after it it sown^ 
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and another of Indian corn irbtch it lewn 
after ihe wheal harvest. — Iinnoense herds of 
cattle are fed and reared on these lands at a 
Trifling expense. 

The Inst point where passengers fronn Lis- 
bon are landed from the steamer i* Villa Nova. 
Here, as well as at Villa Franca, animals are 
in readiness to convey excursionists to any pari 
»f the country. Thedirect road to Batalha is 
through the Caldas/in a direction duQ north; 
but as wc propose in our present excursion to 
lieturn l)y that way we will follow the travel- 
lers that are going to Santarent, and enter 
the gondola or canal-boat which runs from 
the- Tagns to within three miles of the town. 
The canal winds its way through a pine wood, 
formerly celebroted for the banditti with which 
it wa^ infested. Before the canal was cleared 
and rendered navigable, the traversing of this 
forest of Azambuja- was a serious affair, and * 
few who valued their lives or property ven- 
tured to cross it without an escort. Another 
ivay of reaching Santarern is by the rivei*, but 
the navigation is tedious and clfcuitt^us. 

The town of Santarern is situated on an i 
«l«vated mountain, on the right bank of the j 
Tagus. Its distance from Lisbon is about 
fifteen leagues. It stands almost in the cen« | 
Ire of the province of Bstteniadura, and hat 
always' been oon^dered a» a position or greal 
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military iibporlance. It was the bead qattr- 
lers of the French army in the celebrated 
campaign of l8tO. Tt fs divided into three 
sections or Bairro^, and contains about 8000 
inhabitants/' Thq highest Bairro is called 
Marioilla^ and occupies the table-land at the 
top of ihe mountain, and is commanded only 
by the citadel or caslle of j^lcagovftj which 
crowns the height, that rises perpendicularly 
t)ver ib^ Tagiis, This fortress, as the name 
indicates, is of Moorish origin. Many of the 
outworks on the west, are of much later con- 
struction, 'and may be referred to the time of 
Alphonsus Vr. Eveh as far back as the time 
of the Romans, Santa rem Was a place of 
great impprtance. It was called by them 
Scalabis or Scalabicasirum J and its name was 
changed in the time of Julius Coesar into that 
of Prcdsidium Julium. It was the chief town 
of the district, and was connected with the 
south bank of the Tagus by a bridge, form* 
ing part of the military road that went from 
Lisbon to Merida. It was taken from the 
Moors, first by Don Alphonsus VI. of Castile 
in 1093; and afterwards by Don Affonso ireii- 
riques in 1147. In the days of its glory it 
reckoned thirteen parishes: it now contains 
only (\^e. 

Tbe view from the summit of the castle is 
indesdfibcibl/ beautiful, (wardens, viueyards, 
U « r- T 
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is fertiYc and well cullivaled. In someteason^ 
the extensive flats, through which we pass, are 
covered with water for several months. The&e 
plains run parallel with tl>e river, and extend 
about a league in breadth to the foot of the 
mountains. From Golgaa the soil appears to 
be less fruitful, and on the hills little else is 
Keen but plantations of pine tre^s. 

The followtng acqount of 1'homar was gi* 
ven by Count Kaczynski in 1845. 

'^ Among the small towns which I visited, 
I allude only to those which do not reckon 
abeve 3,000 inhabitants, none of them pro* 
dnced a more pleasing impression upon me 
than Thorrar. It is intersected by a torrent, 
and from whatever point the traveller surveys 
the surrounding country, his eye rests on scenes 
of picturesque beauty indicative of content, 
and even of wealth. Agriculture, industry and 
architecture cambine with nature to render it 
one of the most charming of towns.'' 

"My first visit was to the church of St. John 
which stands in the prirxcipal square. Above 
the high altar is a St. John baptizing our 
Saviour, and on each side ei^ht other large 
pictures, condemned to bear the name of Vas- 
co. They are not bad in some parts; in others 
they are detestable. In that which represents 
the Marriage of Can a or sonie other feast of 
the bible, three youthful. Ogujr^s are seen in 
« 
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the foreground iofinit^Iy smaller than (wq 
principal figures seated at the further end of 
the table, t asked the sacristan^ t6 whom theso 
paintings were attributed :• he answered; P^as* 
CO J fiasco da Gama^ Italiano.** 

^'The convent of Thomar, which stands on 
an elevation near the town, is, after Batalha^ 
the most important relic of PortugaTs ancient 
grandeur. Much of its hi»lory|is interwoven 
with that of this convent, which was till the 
commencement of the fourteenth century the 
habitation of the Knights Templars, and sub« 
seqiiently that of the Knights of Christ. It 
was king Denis who obtained from the pope 
permission for the prder of the Templars to 
continue to exist under this latter denomina- 
tion. They subsequently rendered eminent 
services to iheir monarchs and country; they 
shared the perils and the glory of the con* 
quests which distinguished the second dynasty 
in three quarters of the globe. ''^ 

<' Thomar furnishes the most striking and 
interesting. example of that love for the arts 
which Don Emmanuel displayed throughout 
his reign, and the traces of wbich are still 
scattered over the whole of Portugal. The 
ancient monuments of which we are speaking, 
combines a vi^riety of styles, the productions 
of the ,9evera^ eppchs dufing which it was con- 
it rue t^d^ffpib thai wbicb proceeded the Gothic 
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to that of the present time thus embracing^ the 
Gothic style, as well as those which flourished 
in the rei^n of Emmanuel and during the 
Spanish domination/*^ 

**One of the courts presents a magnificent 
model of the last mentioned style. Some parts 
of this monument are in an excellent slate of 
preservation, olhera almost in ruins. When, 
standing in the centre of the church, which is> 
of an octagonal form, and facing the altar 
which rises almost to the height of the arch, 
we cofiteniplate its arcIUteclure which reminds 
us of the ByZf^ntine order, the sluiplicily of 
it^ outlines and the richness of its ornaments, 
we feel ourselves carried back to the period 
Avhen Catholicism first took possession of the 
distant east. The contiguous saloon forcibly 
reminds us of the time when the Templars at 
once warriors and monks assembled to sit in- 
chapter wilhia it. How jpicturesque mini have 
been this nneeting of men,^ simple but eoible* 
matic in their garb, men of might and cou-^ 
rage, famed for high exploits, and yet posses- 
sing the humility and submitting to the most 
rigorous discipline of the monastery.'* 

*^ Passing the threshold, we behold in the 
int^erior facade a very beautiful an 5 rich spe- 
cimen of architecture in the style of Kmma« 
nuel. A few steps below, we meet with ft 
confused mass of building. It is a very pictn- 
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Y^iq^e assemblage of all slyles^ as if to do 
honour to the most distant times, ^'$ wMl as 
to the last century \ and here too are seen the 
efffcls of the negligence, the .disorder and the. 
degradation which have marked the last twen- 
ty years of the conslilutional and revolutiona- 
ry history of Pottugal. It seems, however, 
that' order is no\V about to resume its empire. 
Although it has been oiaintained with a stea« 
dy hand only during the two last years, symp- 
toms of preservalion are alteady perceptible 
even at 1 homar. The peasants no longer pil- 
U^e at pleasure, and the buildings are care- 
fully kept under lock and key. Moreover it 
lias been proposed to translate hilher the epis- 
copal see of Leiria,— ^a measure which would 
wiihout doubt ensure the preservalion of this 
highly interesting monument. The most beau- 
tiful and brilliant ornament in the style of 
Don Emmanuel, is the window oif the Chap« 
ler house above the choir of the church, and 
facing the cloister which is called dc Santa 
Barbara. The erection of this convent was 
commenced in the reign of Affonsd Henri- 
ques, and continued under many of his suc- 
cessors.^' 

*'In the Claustro do Cemiterio do convento 
stands the beautiful tomb of Don Dio^o da 
Gama, almoner of king Emmanuel; he died 
in 1&33* There are in the same church several 
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farge pictures of that epoch: they are of littfe 
iiperft. On the walls there are many other 
pictures bearing a more modern appearance: 
it is possible, and even very probable, that at 
a later period they have been retouched, which 
is here called being restored^ 

*'The country between Santarem and Tho- 
mar affords every facility for examining the 
present stale of cultivation in Portugal. From 
what I have seen in this and many other of 
its provinces, I am decidedly of opinion that 
the statements regarding the misery of Portu* 
gal are either exaggerated or, entirely false. 
The banks of the Tagus are cultivated on a 
great scale and with the greatest possible care. 
1 have seen lands farmed with a skill, and 
improved with an industry unrivalled in the 
richest countries of Germany. I recaf with 
pleaMire the impressions which were made 
upon me by the banks of the Mondego, and 
some bases between Villa Nova and Caldas, 
Leiria, Condeixa, &c. ; and yet what is all 
thfs in comparison with ^hat is called the 
garden of Portugal — the province of the Mi- 
nho;— the smallest in the kingdom, and yet 
containing 800,000 inhabitants, almost one 
third of the entire population of Portugal.'* 

*^ Generally speaking, I baldly affirm, that 
this country is unknown. I do not .remember 
what American author it was that said: (Hake 
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Irdai a Spaniard the few virtues which ha 
postesieS) and you will make a Portuguese. '' 
Byron in bis Cbilde Harold, calls the Portu- 
guese the ^*low<}6t of the low/^ The statesmen 
themselves in Portugal deplore with tears in 
their eyes the demoralization of the people. 
For my part, I find that demoralization only 
in those* who are so ioud in these complaints, 
intriguing politicians, pamphleteers, and qlub* 
bistsi — in those of their priests who have be- 
come politicians, freethinkers and pampble* 
teers. They see ibis.demoralization in the mir^ 
ror in vrhich they themselves are imaged. £ 
have tearnt to consider the Portuguese as an in- 
telligent^ a laborious, and a temperate people. 
Their character is good, sweet, and gay. They 
are easy; to govern, and are attached to relU 
gion, and to the throne; virtues which are 
made to bear in the liberal vocabulary a par- 
ticular name: they are called superstition and 
slavery.** 

As the traveller moves along the high road., 
which leads frqm Thomar to Leixiain a north 
westerly direction, be will meet wiih few ob- 
jects thatOMrit attention. . 

Leiria is delightfully situated. The town^ 
which is not badly constructed, contains about 
3,000 inhabitants, though like the generality 
of the towns of this country, it appears to have 
once/ .contained a much greater population.

Under the Romans it was (he res'tcfcnee of a 
Prtyconsul. Its castle of stone, iboiigb now in 
rnrns forms an imposing mass, and in the lime 
of the Suevi, the Visigoths, and Moors was 
Considered a position, of great importance. 
It also made a considerable figure m the wars 
of Don Affonso Henriques. For a lotig lime 
however Leiria seems to haVe been almost 
forgotten as a military post, till it Was once 
more brought into notice during the tran- 
sactions in winch the duke of Wetlington 
played so conspicuous a part in 1003. The 
views from the castle, from the bishop's garden, 
and from a convent immediately facing ihe 
castle, are most extensive and pleasing. The 
cathedral and episcopal palace are objects of 
very little interest. The bishop^s revenue 
amounts to '6,000 cruz^dos. 

The river Liz, on whose banks this ancient 
city is situated, flows through a rich bnd fer- 
tile plain, which has often been the tlieatrc 
of heroic feats of arrfis. The rems^ins of a 
palace or castle, formerly the residence of 
king Denis, sufnamed tne Husbandrpam^ are 
still to be seen on the brow of a precipice con- 
iiguousto thetown. From this spot is descried 
oh the high ground not far distant, the forest 
of pines, which was planted by direction of 
that monar^^; PA order to fix the ioosi^ sands, 
and prevent thera from b^ing scattered as 
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Irerttofo^e by Ibe violeooe of fie windt oT^r 
the colli vaied land^ in. the vicinity » Tl)« soil 
nmr tb« town is very, fertile, and with little 
labour yields alxundance of coin, wine, and 
oilv 

The r^de from Leiria to Batalha is egected 
in aboiil two bours. I'hj^ monastery standi at 
the terminatioo of a long and yarrow valley 
on.lhe banks of lit^ Leon, a ^mali streaiQ 
that flow^ into the river Lis, The founder of 
Ibis magnificent pile was king John I. On 
the morning of the lilt), of August l;3B5, ih^ 
day of. the famous battle of AljuI)arrota9 he 
vo^ved, that if success slK>uId atltsnd his arm?, 
be would bmid a religions edifice in honour 
of Christ ^i holy Mother. The Spaniard* Wefj? 
defettled^ and wiibin three year* tbe waJU.of 
Botalba were seen lo rise.. Various ppinio^is 
bave .tieen held and supported respecting thp 
natiiie.>and country of the principtiL architecL 
Tha lale patriarch of Lisbon, Don Fr. Ff<»fl»- 
ciftco de ;S. Luiaf, in a inemoir presented; by 
hinri io.the academy, declares he can se,e,uv> 
leaion why vhe famous ehrortiieler Fr. JUiUlJP 
Soutt should. 0s&er.t that the.; royal fqnr)i4e^r 
brought frofn distant countries the t^st;archir 
iecb and tnost skilful stone cutters to aid>n 
the ertetion of <the bHiJdinsf, in as mudh^* with 
tha 'Bacefiiion of the Italians. i>o natioQ of 
Earop^ witsmole advanced iiLtbeart of build- 
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in^ than the Portuguese at that epoeh. Mitr* 
pby gives the chief honour of the work to an 
Englishman of ihe name of Stephen Stephen* 
son, while the accurate author of Le$ ArUcn 
Portugal is of opinion that the most ancienl 
, portion of the building was the work of the 
Freemasons, to whom we are tudebled fortha 
cathedrals of York and Litchfield, and for the 
many similar piles in England^ France, Ger* 
many and Spain. "There were," he writes^ 
^Howards the close of the middle ages corpo* 
rations of builders and associations of work* 
men who went from town to town, and un« 
dertook to build cathedrals, and public edi* 
fices. They kept as secrets the i-mprovementa 
and discoveries, which by study and expe* 
Tience they efTected in ihe art oi building. 
They knew one another by certain signt, by 
means of which they were considered at be* 
longing to the association of builders, and at 
having a right to share in the undertakings 
and profits of the company. Modern free* 
masonry was formed out of these associations 
of architects and workmen at no very distant 
period, and Sir Christopher Wren, tbe archt* 
tect af St. PauPs at London, was- the first 
who gave it its present organisation. This 
opinion,** he continues, <^is comfirmed by a 
grand roaster of English freemasonry, who sa 
a letter dated lltb. of March 184i&, thus ex« 
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prtfsftef bImMlf— -the archieological pretensioaa 
of fretimasonry are almost exclusively tradi* . 
tional. I doubt whether it possesses any docu* 
nient anterior to the reign of Charles the firtl^ 
and it may be easily proved that modern ma* 
Bonry, of every country, has derived ils origin, 
either directly or indirectly, from a lodge at 
London presided over by Sir 'Christopher 
Wren. We may say,^' adds Count Raczyn- 
ski, 'Hhat the modern Freemasons resemble 
the Freemasons of the middle ages about as 
mueb as the Templars now in Lisbon resem^ 
ble the Templars of the Crusades. It might 
be well to remember after these observations 
that, in Portugal as in other countries, it was 
an assoeiatk>n of artists of all nations rthat 
raised in each of them the magnificent piles 
which we still behold, that these corporations 
were divided into lodges, having chiefs and 
directors charged with the superintendance of 
the buildings ordered; and that the greater 
part of theie directers-^let not the aprits forii 
take offence at the assertion'— were church* 
men.'* ♦ 

The peculiar characteristic of the church 
of Batalha, which is the principal and most 
striking portion of this monastic pile, is in i,ts 
combination of grandeur with simplicity. The 
greatest regutafity and precision are observed 
ia the ftneraLqutiiAei while the parta in de^ 
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taU are embellished m rd stifle the iiia4 
elaborarte a»d fanciful, being covered with 
delicate aud elegant fioulpiur-es, a,r4beaq.\ie>S 
fruits^ flowers, and Itpraldic einbtems.. Loug 
^vindowi of itain^d glass^: whiob dale from 
the fcMindalton of tbe edifice, ^bed a subdued 
light over the nave, where m fronlof the hi^fh 
altar repose king^Duart^ and his queen, D. 
Lf^onor of Aragoa. i'bey are reprMen^ed b; 
figures larger than life* Don Denia bad the 
nave and the roof of the iast arch consirUoLed 
according to his father's pi an. Af<ter bis death 
in 1435$ his son and auceassor' Don Affonso 
Y. btHlt several portions of - the iaonaatery^ 
and Don Em manual commenced the inauso* 
leoai which stiJl remains in an tiofi^ished 
statf. This is owing toahe dealb of the Sculp- 
tor, to whose bri II iani fancy ahd coi^summate 
skill Portugal is indebted 'for tbose basso fe« 
lievos, which cannot, be mai;ci)<ed by the proi.

One of the most remarkabte porlioni oflfaii 
magnirioenl pile is the aiaiisoleuifi of iufoun^ 
dep* The uvle of its architeclure, which In 
some parts is Arabian, in others ptife Gothic^ 
preseiiils A strong contrast with the classic sim- 
plicity of ilie principal edifice. lis form is

f»ce, as is al»o tiie niausoieuni of Don Em^ 
mamiel, is- inde|>endenl of the ohtiich, from 
wh4tt{r4t is separated by an iron railing. It 
is of a qtiadr angular for HI and contains lin the 
centre, iiie iothb of Don John I. aed that of 
hia. eoflseri P. Philififia de Lan«astfe.

Don Peter, who reigned during the mi^ 
noriiy of Don AfTnso V. and fell at Alfaru-i* 
beira SOth of May 1449, fighting against bis 
conein and king, has for his motto the word^ 
Dciir, On the tomb of Don John is inscribed 
Je ai bien reson^ and on that of Don Ferdi* 
nand, the holy prince who died a maityr in 
Morroco 3rd of June 1448, Lc bien mc plait* 
All these monuments are of white marble, and 
are ornamented with basso relievos, emblems 
and Arabesques; but the statues possess little 
artistic merit. It is very remarkable that in 
the midst of such perfection of every species 
of ornamental masonry, there is not to be found 
a painting over any of the altars, or in the 
galleries and halls that is above mediocrity. 
Batallia is the triumph of Architecture; no 
other art has contributed to its einbeUishntent. 
As one instance of the excellent stone^cutting 
visible here, though it is almost impossible to 
select when all is beautiful, we might mention 
a figure which stands at the .entrance of the i 
fftausoleuai of. king'.£minaniiel| rqsreaenting | 
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6ne of the fiilhers of the church. Though 
it is not above twelve inches in height, the 
sculptor has skiliriilly expressed the worn state 
of the threadbare tunic. 

The chapter house next claims our attention. 
Its bold and almost fearful ceiling, which 
thre« architect toiled in vain to secure With- 
out the defect of a centre support, but which 
still stands the enduring triumph of the skill 
and patience of th^ fourth, is a masterpiece of 
architecture. The grouud plan forms a square, 
^ach side of which measures sixty four feet. 
The principal ribs of the vault spring from 
slender shafts, and branch out in different 
directions as they approach the centre, where 
all the radiating nerves, in the form of a star, 
encircle an ornamented patera. 

It has been remarked that nothing else in 
Portugal is capable of interesting a traveller 
after seeing Batallia, and we might with pro- 
pricty, here take leave of our readers if the 
plan of our excursion bad allowed us to des« 
cribe previously the church and monastery of 
Alcoba^a the resting place of Don Peter the 
Justice.doer, Justiceiro^ and his murdered 
consort, the beautiful Ignes de Castro. 

Alcbba^a is situated four short leagues from 

Batalha. It was founded by Don Alfonso 

Henriques; in fulfilment of a vow mado'whiie 

besieging Santarem. Down to the titncofthe

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iuppretsioo of Ihe r^liffioui orders it wnt in 
the posftesi'mn of the Cistercian uionka, wlio 
%vera Loids of the surrounding rounlry. il is 
Mid thai the royal founder endowed the mo* 
flattery by bestowing on il all llie land, that 
could he descried from the sunnnit of n iiioiin- 
lain in the neighhourliood. These l.inds were 
^vell cultivated, and were let in small poilions 
to the peasantry, who usually paid their rent 
in kind, and nol according to any stipulaled 
Amount, but only in proportion to the produce 
of the year. Those, who declaim ag«iinsl the 
4>pulence of the monkvi would do well, says 
IVIurphy, to enquire whether there be a noble* 
man or genileman in luirope possessed of « 
revenue equal to that of this monastery, who 
diffuses so many blessings airong his fellow- 
beings, as did the fathcts of A(cot>H9a. Every 
stranger, he adds, who visited the convent, 
was sure to meet with a po,lite and ho&pitntile 
reception. Many youths of the di»trict w^ere 
maintained and educated. 1 he supetfliiities 
of the refeclory were dislributtd among the 

}>oor; and pittances were purposely prepared 
or them twice a week, so that hundreds of 
indigent persons were constantly fed at tha 
gates. Besides this, the order, like the other 
rich religious bodies, paid three tenths of its 
whole income oantially to the state. The Cif- 
lercian houses alone paid iulo the colfert of 
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government •5f?hty enntos dc fch everj ye«r. 
(Sec note at Iheend of the vohune ) 

The convent and tlio church is built in the 
Nnrinan Gothic style, lu appearance on en* 
tering is perhnps not less giand and imposing 
th^^n ihat nf Balallia. The nnve «ind aifilet 
are forimsd l>y twenty six pillars, all of white 
marble supporting pointed arches, and lermi* 
nated at I lie bages by scanty mould inga. At the 
eaU end a ningniftcent glory is placed behind 
the High Altar, at the distance of three htm* 
dred fci*t fioin the entrance. Ti)e cflTect of 
this colossal ornanient, which is covered with 
gilding, \i strikingly grand, especially when 
iiliiinined by the rays of the sun, as it declinei 
in iho wc)t. In a semicircle round the High 
altar are seven ch'tpels, closed in front by 
iroi» railings. In one of these repose the re-^ 
mains of the first abbot, who was the brother 
of the royal founder. 

Tlie exterior of the edifice by no nieani 
corre$p6ndi with the mago ificence of the in« 
icrior; atlca^t the fagade is in complete ana* 
chronisni with the rest of the building, and 
app<*ars to have bech the work of touie blun- 
derMig* architect of ihe seventeenth century. 
'J'lie chotr ivas destroyed by the French, when 
they iiurnt the greater part of the convent iit 
lb6if fttj;4it from the lioci of Torres^ Vedrasl 
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It wat soon after rebuilt at a co&t of 100,000 

crowni, , . ^ 

Perhaps ihe greatest object of attraction to 
roost travellers who visk Alcoba^a are the 
tombs of Don Petep and Igncs de Caslrow 
Who has not heard of Igoes de Cas^^^i ihe 
ardent affection with which she was beloved 
by the prince, her concealed marriage, her 
murder perpetrated by the orders of Iter unna« 
tnral father in-law, tlie detfp grief of her faus« 
band, and tl^ steady un relent iag vengeance 
with which he sought out and punished bes 
murderers, have aflfurded irvalnios^t every lan- 
guage a subject for the tragic muse. Of the 
three wretches who perpetrated the deed, two 
only fell into Wm hands. He caused the hjeart 
of one to be CDtoat through his back, tliat of 
the other through his breast; and while their 
bodies were being consumed in the flames^ be 
6iitand;dined by the light of the funereal pUe. 
Ignes had been avenged : she had not yet 
been honoured. He then caused her body to 
be taken out of the grave, clothed with robes 
of costly magnificence, placed on a royal 
throne, and paid homage to as queen by the 
proudest nobles of the land. It waa then 
transported from Coimbra to its present rest- 
ing place with a pomp, the like of which bad 
never before been witnessed. At the foot of 
her tomb he ordered another to be constructed 
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for himself, tliat'wherr at the final day of doom 
they ihall arUe from the dead, she may be 
the first object to meet his eyes. 

The sarcophagi are of white marble, sixteen 
palms long, seven high, and five broad. Both 
are covered with alto relievos, and delicate 
tracery. The recumbent figures are larger than 
life. That of Ignes is covered by a fringed 
robe with short sleeves. The bare arms lie 
crossed on her breast. The hands are long 
and slender, bnt small in comparison with the 
size t>f the figure. The robe sits close on the 
body, and is attached by clasps and antique 
buttons. One of the bands has hold of the 
string of pearls which binds the neck, the other 
is holding a glove. The reader must excuse 
us for not giving a minute description of the 
face of this celebrated lady, as some nngallant 
Frenchman in Massena*s army has knocked 
off her nose, and otherwise dis^gured her fea- 
tures. But enough still remains to show that 
it was intended by the artist to be represented 
as extremely beautiful, and this we may easi- 
ly believe, when we remember that it was 
done under the immediate superintendence of 
Don Pedro himself, who certainly was the 
best judge of its resemblance to the original* 
Oj) the head is a royal crown, aind a small 
baldachin is spread out above. Six angels 
surround tb'a body. The tomb itself is sup-

ported by fix figures, ll^tended Itf repmeni 
•pliinxeS| though two ocily have beads of wo« 
men. 

'J*lie sntcophngiisof Don Pedro is stipporlcd 
by six lioni. lit? severe nnd bearded f<ice pre« 
sents tlij S'lnie noble f(*a(iire$, with wbicii he 
is represent I'd in all ancient portraits. His 
body is Covered with a \on^ fiin^red cloak, 
and lii» linndi Aie on |ii$i>woid. At liis feet lie* 
a dog* which appears to he of king Charlfft% 
breed, part of whose head ha» shared the fate 
of Igne^'s nose. The alto relievos on the four 
fides of both rnannmvntg lepreseni the last 
j<idgrrent, purgatory, the last iciurrcctiun, and 
the iiulTeiin^'s of the ni.trtyrs. 

In the eatne mortnaty chapel, and about 
the ohiueh, are found many other tombs of 
royal persoiifgfM and tiM'ir otT»prii>g, but they 
arc too io!'^;; Ill (leant to be di'&i:ril:ied after the 
^\i W^iOfi'H^ inlereat attached to tli^ inoni*> 
tiienls of !)<»» Pedro and I^nes de Castro. 

Yho convent which \vn* rebuilt nflor the 
French' invasion has been snlTerefi since the ; 
toppression to fail into a state of dilapidation. 
It consi>»ts of on-lv one slorv, and contains 
thirty fix window-s hi fiont. The ho$pitaHty 
i>f the fathers of Alcoba^a was expeiieaced 
and recorded wkh gratitude by Al urpiiy, wjio 
irHited tke place in 1789. 'J'be same bosptta- 
Uty wai repaid with soeerf by Mx« BeekCoid» 
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who went to Balaiha an4 Alcobmg.i In 179K 
Tl»e rtccounl of an inpidf.^nt witnosiej Uy tlio 
latter on thai occasion is so btriking liial [ 
rannql forbear Iransciibij*^ it. It «ccorre4 
m Hiilaiha, Nviiero Mr. Bcckftird passed only 
^n^ Mij;ht. lie had retired to re>l. — *' I had 
no wiih/' he wriu?*, '• lo »le«»p, and yet my 
pleasant retired chainher with clean whilQ 
walls, chc()ticred with the reflection of wav* 
ing l)oiigh«, and the sound of a rivulet sof* 
tcned by distance, invited ll soothingly. Seat* 
ing iny»eif in the deep reqci»f of a c.ipacioui 
window which wns wide open, I sulTered the 
haUatnic atr and lareno moonlight to quiet 
my agitattJd spirits. One loufly nightingale 
had taken po^sesbion of a bay. tree just lie* 
nealh me, and w«u pouring forth its ccUatic 
notes at distant intervals.^* 

'^In one of these long pauses, when silence 
itself, enhanced by conl^J^l, seemed to become 
sVill deeper, a far ditfeient sound thaiv the 
last I h'»d been lUlcning to caught my ear,-— ^ 
the €Ound of a loud bsit nn*b»ncho|y voice 
echoing through tUe arched a venues of a vast 
gnrden pronouncing distinctly the&e apalling 
word^,"-7-^*Jndgmenl ! Judgm^^nt! tremble at 
llve^nger of an olTcndcd God I Woe to Porlu-i 
gaJ ! woe \ woe !*' 

^^My hair stood on end— -I felt as if a spirit 
were aboiU to pass before ciie \ but j|^tea4 of 
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some fearful shape— i*some horrid sbado#,stich 
As appeared in vision to Eiiphaz, there issued 
forth from a thicket, a tall, majestic, deadly- 
pale old man; he neither looked about nor 
above him ; he moved slowly on, his eye fixed 
as stone, sighing profoundly; and at the dis- 
tance of some fifty paces from the spot where 
I was stationed, renewed his doleful cry, his 
fatal proclamation ;-^*Woe ! woe!' resound*»d 
through the still almophere, repeated by the 
echoes of vaults and arches; and the sounds 
died away, and the spectre-like form that 
seemed to emit them retired, I know not how 
nor whither. Shall I confess that my blood 
ran cold — ^that all idle or wanton thoughts 
left my bosom, and that I passed an hour or 
two at my window fixed and immoveable !" 

^' Just as day dawned, I crept to bed and 
fell into a profound sleep, uninterrupted, I 
thank Heaven, by dreams.** 

<<A delightful morning sun was shining ia 
all its splendour, when I awoke, and ran to 
the balcony, to look at the garden and wild 
hills, and to ask myself ten times over, whe- 
ther the form I had seen and the voice I bad 
heard, were real or imaginary. I had scarcely 
dressed and was preparing to sally forth, when 
a distinct tap at my door, gentll but impe« 
rative, startled me.'' 

The dyor opened, and ihe prior of Batalha 
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Hood before me. You were disturbed, I fear, 
Baid he, in the dead of the night, by a wailful 
voice, loudly proclaiuiih^ severe impending 
jadgments. I heard it also, and I shuddered, 
as I always do when 1 hear it. Do not, how. 
ever, imagine that it proceeds from another 
world. The being who utters these dire sounds 
is still upon the earth, a member of our con- 
vent •>— an exemplary a most holy man*- a 
scion of one of our greatest families, and a 
near relation of the duke of Aveiro, of whose 
th-eadful agonizing fate you must have heard. ^ 
He was then in the pride of youth and come* 
liness, gay as sunshine, volatile as you now 
appear to be. He had accompanied the de- 
voted duke to a sumptuous ball given by your 
nation to our high nobility': — at the very mo- 
ment when splendour, triumph, and merri- 
ment were at their highest pitch, the execu- 
tioners of Pombal's decrees, soldiers, and ruf- 
fians,* *pou need down upon their prey; be too 
was of the number arrested — he too was 
thrown into a deep cold dungeon: his life was 
spared; and, in the course of years and events, 
the slender, lovely youth, now become a 
wasted ctfre-worn man,' emerged to sorrow 
and loneliness/* 

**'Fhe blood of his dearest relatives seemed 
sprinkled upon evefy object that met his eyes; 
b^neter passed Belem wtihout faq^ying lie 
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beheld^ at in a aott of frightful dc<san;i, tbe 
sqafTold, the wheels on which those he best 
loved bad expired in torture. The current of 
111* young hoi blood was frozen ; he fell lie* 
numbed, and ()aral;rsed; the world, the court, 
had no charms for him; ihero was for hicn 
no longer warmth in liie sun, or smiles on the 
Iiuman countenance ; a strnng^r to love or fear, 
or any interest on this side the grave, he gave 
up his entire soul to prayer; and, to foUov 
that sacred occupation with greater intense* 
ness, renounced every prospect of wordly com. 
fort or greatness, and embraced our prdef." 

*'Full eight and twenty years lias he re* 
inained within these walls, so deeply impressed 
with the convicliou of tiie duke of Aveiro** 
innocence, the atrocious falsehood of that pre- 
tended conspiracy, and the conRCt^uept tyran- 
nical expulsion of the order of St. Ignatius, 
that he believes---and the boliefof so pure and 
so devout a man is always venerable-r^that 
the horrors now perpetrating in France are 
the direct consequence of t)iat event, and cer-' 
tain of being brought home to Portugat; which 
lyingdom he declares is foredoomed to desip* 
l^tion^ and its roynt house to puiMshqieots 
worse than death,'* 

*« Me seldom speaks ; he loathes converse* 
tion, he spurni news any of l^ind, b€| sbrinka 
f om strangers ; he is conUant at bis duly ia 
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the choir — most severe m his fasts, ^iglli, ii>)d 
devout observances ; \ie pays me 'can6ni6at 
obedience — nolliing more : be is A living 
^rave, a walking; sepiilclire, I diead lo see or 
bear hrrn ; fnr every liine he crosses my p'alb, 
beyond ihu imrncdule precincts of our hasi* 
lica, he inaki*s a dead pause, and repeats the 
aaiue lerrlSle words you lieard last niglil, wilh 
on aslonishin<j earnesiness, as if commissioned 
hy God biihself If) deliver ihem. And, da you 
know^ my lord si ranger, there arc moments 
of my existence when I ftrmiy believe he 
spenki the words "of prbplielic frnlh: and who. 
Indeed, car^ retleet upon the unheard of crimes 
comjwktinj in France -^-^l be massacres, the 
desecrations, the frantic blasphemies, and not 
hfjiieve ihem? Yes, the arii: of an aventjing 
God is si retched out, and the weijjiit of im- 
pend ng jiid«;ment is most terrible.*' 

*^*Bul what am I saying? why should I fill 
your youthful bo«om with such apprehensions! 
1 cafiiff here lo pray your forgiveness for laic 
iiighl% annoyjince; which would not havis 
taken place, had not the bustle of our pi'epa* 
rations to receive yoivr illustrious and revered 
companions, the Lord Priors, Ib the best man- 
ncr our humble tneans afTord, impeded such 
precautions as nngkt have induced our reve,* 
rend brother to forego, for once, his dreary 
nocturnal walk. I have tried by persuasioa 
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to.preveot it several timei b«fofe, To^ baw 
absolutely forbidden il wx>uld have been harsh 
.-ir-nay^ cruel,*--be gasps so piteously for air ; 
besides it might have been impious to do so. 
I have taken opinions in chapter upon this 
matter, which unanimously strengthen my 
conviction that the spirit of the Most High 
moves within him; nor dare we impede its 
utterance/* 

The only place of interest on the road from 
Alcobaga to the Tagus is the town of the CaU 
das. It derives iis colebrity from copious hot 
springs of hydro-sulphuretted, waters, which 
have proved most beneficial to pet sons &ufTering 
from rheumatism y or impaired digestion. It is 
frequented in summer by numerous invalids 
who go there really for the purpose of being 
cured,— -and not like many who frequent wa- 
tering places in England and Germany, to 
avoid ennui, or for am^isement. Indeed, 
independently of the baths, the town and 
neighbourhood have little to recommend 
them. The water is received, as it bubbles, 
up from the springs, into two reservoirs or 
baths, one for men the other for women. The 
hospital in connection with the baths was 
founded by queen Leonor, wife of John II.

Cascaes. — There is a mistake in the text, 
Cascaes has no bar being situated at the ex* 
tremity of the bay on the open coast.

" The recent desecration of the convent of 
Alcobaga, ** writes the Earl of Carnarvon, 
<^onc of the most magnificent monuments of 
the kingdom, was at once an insult to the rc« 
ligious feelings of the people, and disgraceful 
to the taste of the modern jPortuguese.'* 

''Whatever may be the remote effects of the 
suppression of the wealthier religious houses in 
Spain and Portugal, still, in the neglected state 
of agriculture prevailing throughout so large a 
portion of the Peninsula, there existence was 
a blessing and their aboIUion is, I conceive, a 
positive evil to the state. The monks were 
often the only resident proprietors ; and their 
beneficial influence was visibie in the improve- 
ment of their estates, aud in the increased 
comfort of the surrounding population ; for 
they jl>rougbt to the management of their pro* 
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pertiet great eapiul and great inteftt^eoee^ 
and largely employed and liberally rewarded 
the industry of the labourer : tbeir estates 
were, in consequence, not unfreijuently the 
best cultivated in the kingdom; and tiie 
iiiJden and iil-judged abtililion of tips, con* 
venls will probably, for many years to coin/e, 
checki instead of promoting, the inierests of 
a<^riciiltiirc. Hvcry man who bas passed 
through Spain l>eforc the abolition of the 
convents must have observed the dil£srence 
that existed l>etweeu the practical administra- 
tions of estates held by religious corporations- 
nnd other lands. The traveller cannot have 
failed to observe that the road^ were kept in 
better order on the estates of the clergy, the 
bridges repaired with more tare, and greater 
atteniion paid to the improvement of their 
prnpiTties than to otiier parts of the count ly; 
lie will have jxuCeivcd that fiiariy of the mo- 
nasteries were situated in the n»?ighl)oiifhond 
of badly-managpd and freqnontly nneullivali'd 
estates, from which it any j'isily Iv* iriforreJ 
/that, in the dbsence of such eslablishtnents, 
the land attached to them would have Aliared 
the fite of the surrounding pfoporlies, would 
have l>€en equally ill managed, o'r reinaii»ed 
altogether without cultivation. These cdcie* 
siastical corporations should have been pre* 
aerved| and would baVd beea iaHlu^blt if 
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tlt^red md inpf<)ved «o at lo eitend lb«ir 

rpliere pf ac^oo/* 

«^TIie eonvenU in Spain fre«|neivtly itipDlied 
the pliki^e of U>oal banks, and, itv a G044ti4ry

been more expensively fell. 'J*o the govern- 
meni, while it lreti(>ed them wiih kiiKNiest 
and consideralion, I heir tervicea were invafii. 
able in Ihe rural dislricis of Spain, where in* 
ifluence aud babil havje a I waya superseded the 
I more direct operation of law, and where I,mv 
I will be, comparatively ineirective for many 
jyearft to- come. Taxes, which rnigbl have been 
[evaded witb facility^ were ofien paid through 
their ftgeooy ; local disturbances^ through tbeii^ 
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afiktanice were quickly appenied, and a gp* 
neral spirit of loyalty preserved; in periods 
of national difficulty and dlstrefis the wealthier 
convents have not unfrequently conferred still 
more substantial benefits upon the state, and) 
in a spirit of disinterested attacbment, not 
often found in great public bodies, have some* 
times relieved by large and spontaneous con- 
tributions, the necessities of the Crown. When, 
the estates of the monasteries were confiscated 
in 18^0, a stipend was assigned to the monks, 
inadequate when compared to their former 
revenues, and most irregiilarly paid. At length 
in many instances the stipulated payment was 
withheld,and those unhappy men were left to 
starve. But the measure, as it passed the Cor- 
tes, was in itself unjust and impolitic; unjust, 
because ample compensation was not made to 
individuals for the loss of those vested rights 
which public opinion held sacred, and which 
were guaranteed to them by the existing law, 
when they became members of such commu- 
nities, and; as such, partakers of all their be- 
nefits and privileges.^ Their best years had 
been spent in that routine of education and 
those habits which were essential to their vo- 
cation, but which totally disqualified them 
from resorting to occupations of a more active 
nature. They bad suffered directly and indi- 
rectly by the change of aystem. Th^ir ^xp^C- 
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tations of preferment were blighied, their infltt- 
enco wa9 lessened^ and must hare continned 
to decrease; snrely they were entitled to a fiill 
compensation 'in a pecuniary point of view. 
After the ftonnteu-revolution in 1823 the con- 
vents were festered, bnt were finally suppressed 
under the Christina government. The cruel- 
ties exercised on the unhappy- monks trpon 
this ocdasion are hbrribki to think of. To 
abolish the convents as they did was I think 
most liiiwise ; the conduct pursued in effecting 
this object was positively wicked. In a for- 
mer publication I dwelt on the specific Acts 
of the government in this respect : these are 
now Omitted' as running into g^reater length 
than the design of this work will permit. I 
will only say here, that the ciroumstanceft 
which attended the suppression of the convents 
under queen CSiristina's goveniment were but 
an aggravated repetition of the cruelties exer- 
cised upon the monks under the regime of 
1820. The Spanish Liberal is the most statio- 
nary of all human beings, the most incapable 
of deriving benefit from the hard lessons of 
practical experience; always aiming at specu- 
lative advantages, always liberal on paper, 
never in practice, time rolls over his head in 
vain. The world generally has become not 
only older but wiser since the French Revolu- 
tion ; but the Spanish democrats have shown 
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4hlemselvb8,5 with rcfereaoe to :their coBvehtg,

«was attacked. Th^ defended iheosBelveis for 
a long time with the taaost heroics courage; 
but the convent-, was at length taken,, ,and jio 
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less than f<»riy of its inmates were deHbel*^- 
\y biilelu^red. Yet > several' battalions of the 
Queen's army were present, and saw the car- 
nage without enboiiott ; not a man stepped forf 
ward in thdr defencoi and not an officer .of 
that degraded foiice exerted himself to aave' 
those yictims. of the. popular . rage* Yet to 
these monka iio fwliticial crime bad be^n itn- 
putedy. and against them no political acctisar 
tion had been, raised. On the. same eTeoing 
the convent of the Domaiaidans, the convent 
of the Carmelites, and many other mon^* 
teries were destroyed, although the armed force 
in Madrid might have easily suppressed the 
tumult. These striking displays of liberal 
energy were imitated in the provinces, and 
repeated with still greater success. The in- 
dignation felt by the ministers of foreign pow- 
ers had compelled the Spanish Government to 
take some notice of crimes which had dyed 
the streets of the capital with the blood of 
innocent men ; but in the provinces these acts 
were renewed by the Liberals under the en- 
couraging eye of the constituted authorities. 
The result of these proceedings was obvious. 
Forbidden to keep arms for their own 4§fence 
and unprotected by the natural guardians of 
the law, the monks were compelled, under 
the hourly dread of assassination^ to desert 
their once peaceful halls and well-cultivated 
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fields, too foirtuniite if m the how of persecu- 
tion they could obtain from fa doinpassionate 
and still ):evering peasai^tiy some portion iof 
that * sasteiiajace which "they in more prospe- 
rous times had never denied to the poor and 
the Bttppliant; and ba^^yj too happy, if binder 
t^e' wetoheid roof qf some lowly but sincere 
adherewt of ihe faith they ci^uld a<i oncc^on- 
oenl their miseries and theii^ proscribed persons 
from the dangerous 6bseryatlon'0f<^Ueir ene-
